Unsold  lumber  stocks  are  not  figured 
as  being  very  high  just  no.w.  Estimates 
on  such  stocks  run  from  6i),000,(XK)  to 
80,000,000  feet.  At  either  figure  it  is 
pretty  certain  that  the  local  docks  will 
go  into  the  winter  season  with  a  small- 
er stock  of  unsold  lumber  than  during 
any  previous  season. 

Manufacturers  claim  that  lumber 
prices  are  as  good  as  at  any  time  dur- 
ing the  year,  except  possibly  during  the 
spring,  when  there  was  a  slight  bulge, 
and  some  of  the  largest  concerns  are 
said  to  have  sold  their  entire  season's 
cut  for  better  prices  than  they  received 
in  the  spring  of  19<)2. 

<  )ne  of  the  most  marked  features  of 
the  lumber  trade  at  the  present  iun> 
is  said  to  be  the  demand  for  box  lum- 
ber, the  No.  3,  4,  5  and  6  grades,  four 
inches  and  upward  in  width,  being 
called  for.  Lumbermen  say  there  is  no 
specific  grade  of  box  lumber,  that  it  is 
simply  the  coarse  or  cull  stock  below 
the  grade  of  No.  2.  t^oarse  lumber  is 
used  more  in  bax  making  because  it 
is  relatively  cheap  and  can  be  cut  up 
so  as  to  utilize  all  that  is  good  In  each 
piece.  No.  3  lumber  is  about  the  most 
desirable  grade  because  It  can  be  cu' 
:  up  with  the  least  waste  in  knots  atid 
rot. 

In  buying  the  grades  the  box  maker.^ 
depend  largely  on  the  relative  prices. 
This  season  they  are  buying  more  low 
grades  of  lumber  than  ever  before  be- 
cause of  the  scarcity  of  box  lumber 
1  and  the  high  prices  that  the  manufa  - 
turers  are  placing  on  their  lower 
prades. 

The  last  report  relative  to  the  Ed- 
ward Hinea  Lumber  company  opera- 
tions in  Sup«>rlor  tiext  year  Is  that  the 
company  will  rebuild  the  Scotleld  mill 
with  a  plant  to  be  ready  by  the  open- 
ing of  navigation  next  spring.  Pre- 
vious reports  are  that  the  company  has 
been  ready  to  make  a  large  sawing 
contract  with  any  comern  that  will 
erect  a  new  sawmill  on  the  site  of 
that  which  burned  dow  n  last  spring. 
The  indications  are  that  either  the 
I  Hine3  company  or  some  other  concern 
Will  have  a  new  plant  established  at 
Superior  within  the  next  six  or  eight 
months.  The  Hlnes  company  hag  about 
200,000,000  feet  of  standing  pine  In 
Northern  Wisconsin  directly  tributary 
to  the  head  of  the  lakes,  and  It  Is  said 
,  that  a  (  ontract  could  be  made  that 
'  would  keep  a  mill  in  opeiatlon  with  a 
'  capacity  of  250,000  feet  per  day. 

The  Longyear  Lake  Lumber  company 
.  at    Htbblng   Is   getting   toward    the   end 
of   it.s   cut   for   the   year,   about   3.wi»,000 
feet  remaining  for  sawing  this  fall. 

The  Virginia  Lumber  company  is  fig- 
uring on  putting  up  this  winter  near 
;  the  Ash  mill  at  Virginia  a  large  sash 
and  door  factory  and  wood-workiiig 
plant.  It  is  understood  that  the  com- 
pany also  contemplates  the  erection  of 
a  box  factory  in  the  near  future. 

Woodsmen  wages  hover  around  the 
$2t5  to  $30  point,  and  the  lumbermen 
are  refusing  to  pay  any  more.  The  sit- 
uation seems  to  have  settled  down  to 
a  question  of  whl<-h  will  hold  out  the 
longest,  the  employers  or  the  men,  for 
very  few  men  are  being  sent  out  on 
work  at  the  going  wages.  Two  years 
ago  at  this  time  the  loggers  were  pay- 
ing from  $24  to  $26,  and  at  one  time  last 
year  the  siale  touched  the  $40  mark. 
Men  seem   to   be   plenty. 

Logging  operations  are  quite  active 
around  Virginia  this  fall.  O'Neal  & 
Nelson  are  logging  there  for  the  Taber 
Lumber  c<mipany  of  Iowa,  and  the 
Virginia  Lumber  company  and  W.  T. 
Bailey  are  >?etting  log  stocks  for  next 
season's   sawing.

ITiisold  lumV)er  stocks  are  not  figured 
as  being  very  high  just  no.w.  Estimates 
on  such  stocks  run  from  60,000,000  to 
SO.IWO.OOO  feet.  At  either  figure  it  is 
pretty  certain  th.it  the  local  docks  will 
go  into  the  winter  season  with  a  small- 
I  er  stock  of  unsold  lumber  than  during 
any  previous  season. 

j  Manufacturers  claim  that  lumber 
prices  are  as  good  as  at  any  time  dur- 
ing the  year,  except  possibly  during  the 
spring,  when  there  was  a  slight  bulge, 
'  and  S')me  of  the  largest  concerns  are 
said  to  have  sold  their  entire  season's 
(HI  for  better  prices  than  they  received 
in  the  spring  of  19<)2. 

I  >ne  of  the  most  marked  features  of 
the  lumber  trade  at  the  present  tiin» 
Is  said  to  be  the  demand  for  box  lum- 
ber, the  No.  3,  4,  .")  and  tj  grades,  four 
inches  and  upward  in  width,  being 
called  for.  Lumbermen  say  there  is  no 
specific  grade  of  box  lumber,  that  it  is 
simply  the  coarse  or  cull  stock  below 
the  grade  of  No.  2.  Coarse  lumber  is 
used  more  in  bax  making  because  il 
is  relatively  cheap  and  can  be  cut  up 
so  as  to  utilize  all  that  is  good  in  each 
piece.  No.  3  lumber  is  about  the  most 
desirable  grade  because  it  can  be  cu' 
up  with  the  least  waste  in  knots  atid 
rot. 

In  buying  the  grades  the  box  makers 
depend  largely  on  the  relative  prices. 
This  season  they  are  buying  more  low- 
grades  <)f  lumber  than  ever  before  be- 
cause of  the  scarcity  of  box  lumber 
and  the  high  prices  that  the  manuf.i  - 
turers  are  placing  on  their  lower 
grades. 

The  last  rejiort  relative  to  the  Ed- 
ward Hines  Lumber  company  opera- 
tions in  .Sup<»r!or  next  year  Is  that  the 
company  will  rebuild  the  Scorteld  mill 
with  a  plant  to  be  ready  by  the  open- 
ing of  navigation  next  spring.  Pre- 
vious reports  are  that  the  company  has 
been  ready  to  make  a  large  sawing 
contract  with  any  concern  that  will 
erect  a  new  sawmill  on  the  site  of 
that  which  burned  down  hast  spring.

During  the  last  few  days  the  South

By  far  the  larger  maiority  of  those  go- 
ing to  Europe  are  Austrlans  and  they 
purchase  tickets  in  lois  of  ten,  fifteen, 
twenty  and  even  thirty.  It  is  thouglit 
that  by  the  time  all  of  the  mines  close 
down  more  than  TOO  European  tickets  will 
have  been  sold  by  local  passenger  repre- 
sentatives. 

Inquiry  among  the  foreigners  develops 
the  fact  that  but  a  few  ot  tliose  return- 
ing to  P^urope  have  been  in  this  country 
more  than  three  years,  and  that  they  in- 
tend returning  here  in  the  spring  to  again 
take   their   places  on   the  ranges. 

Manv  of  those  who  are  now  returning 
are  married  and  have  with  them  their 
wives.  These  figure  out  that  it  Is  cheap- 
er to  go  to  Europe  and  stay  there  for  five 
months  than  it  is  to  remain  in  this  coun- 
try  without   steady   work. 

'J'he  steamship  rates  are  exceedingly 
low  at  lids  tim'e  of  the  year  and  when 
the  cost  of  living  in  the  old  country  is 
taken  into  consideration  it  shows  that  in 
addition  to  loving  their  native  land,  the 
miners  are  close  flgurers.  Many  of  the 
tickets  sold  are  good  for  return  passage, 
which  is  a  guarantee  that  the  purchasers 
mean    to    return.

INTERNAL   REVENUE  TAX 


Is  Causing  Some  Considerable 
Trouble  In  Havana. 

Havana,  Nov.  2. — The  much  opposed 
internal  revenue  tax  law  went  Into 
effect  Sunday,  with  the  result  in  Ha- 
vana that  the  cafes  and  hotels  located 
In  the  central  part  of  the  city  sold 
quantities  of  cigars,  cigarettes  and 
spirituous  liquors  after  having  aflixed, 
ii-  all  cases,  the  required  stamps.

With  the  cunning  of  a  person  crazed 
by  delirium,  Miss  Margaret  Jane  McFar- 
land. a  patient  in  St.  Luke's  liospltal, 
waited  until  her  nurse  had  left  her  for 
a  moment  to  put  an  end  to  her  suffering 
Saturday  morning.  Although  she  was 
strapped  tight  to  her  cot.  she  released 
herself  from  restraint,  rushed  to  the  win- 
dow, tore  away  the  screen,  and  jumped 
lo  her  death. 

When  her  escape  was  discovered  the 
itiendants  rushed  to  her.  They  found  a 
•lushed  and  mangled  body.  In  her  ter- 
.ible  plunge  from  the  fourth  story  win- 
dow Ml.ss  McFarland  had  been  killed  iii- 
uantly.  Her  neck  was  broken,  her  skull 
%vas  fractured  and  hur  body  was  bruised 
ind  bleeding.  The  body  was  removed  to 
itie  undertaking  rooms  of  Durkan  & 
;awford. 

Xn  effort,  seemingly  very  Injudicious, 
.vas  made  by  the  hospital  authorities  to 
-oppress  the  matter.  It  was,  of  course, 
utterly  Impossible  to  keep  such  a  matter 
quiet,  but  the  hospital,  undertaker  and 
others  managed  to  do  so  for  a  few  hours. 
The  Impressiun  could  easily  be  gained 
from  this  that  the  hospital  authorities 
considered  themselves  in  some  way  to 
blame,  but  the  explanation  is  made  by 
them  that  tlie  matter  was  suppressed  for 
no  other  reason  th.an  that  the  relatives 
desired  to  keeii  It  ijulet  because  of  the 
effect  it  would  have  upon  the  girl's  father 
who    is    an   aged    man. 

Miss  McFarland.  who  was  29  years  old. 
was  brought  to  Duluth  from  Carlton  last 
Wednesday.  She  was  suffering  from  an 
attack  of  typhoid  and  was  removed  to 
St.  Luke's  hospital.  The  disea.se  made 
rapid  progress  despite  every  effort  to 
check  it  and  she  showed  symptoms  of 
delirium.  Friday  night  the  mania  took 
violent  form.  To  prevent  the  young 
woman  from  harming  herself  she  was 
strapped  tight  to  her  cot  and  Miss  Emma 
F.  Boyd,  a  trained  nur.se,  was  employed 
to  devote  all   her  time   to   the   patient. 

At  midnight  Friday  an  opiate  was  ad- 
ministered. Although  the  drug  seemed  to 
have  the  desired  etfect,  Mi.ss  McFarland 
evidently  watched  her  nurse  carefully, 
cunningly. 

"Will  you  please  get  me  a  drink  of 
water?  "  asked  Miss  McFarland  of  her 
nurse,  shortly  after  3  o'clock  Saturday 
morning. 

Miss  Boyd  at  once  comphed  with  the 
request,  think'ng  that  her  patient  was 
safe  enough,  strappcd»an  -^hi  '•■•?.s  to  her 
cot.  To  get  the  water  Miss  Boyd  had 
to  go  to  the  kitchen.  In  her  absence 
Miss  McFarland  freed  herself  from  her 
l.cnd.s.  She  staggered  to  the  window, 
AvMch  was  protected  by  a  screen,  and. 
wrenching  this  loose,  climbed  to  the  sill, 
and  plunged  head  foremost  to  the  gi-ound. 
four  stories  below.  > 

When     Miss    Boyd    returned     with 
water,    her    patient    lay    dead 
ground.     The   body   was   c 
hospital    and    later   taken 
Crawford's    morgue. 

Rev.  A.  W.  Ryan,  president  of  the 
board  of  managers  of  St.  Luke's  hospital, 
paid  tills  morning  that  the  story  wa.s 
kept  oulet  at  the  request  of  the  girl's 
relatives,  who  feared  that  if  the  story 
were  published  it  would  Ijave  a  serious 
affect  on  the  girl's  father,  who  could 
1  ot  withstand  the  shock.  He  said  further 
that  every  possible  precaution  had  been 
taken  to  'prevent  such  a  tragedy.  The 
window  screen  was  thought  sufficiently 
secure  to  resist  the  efforts  of  a  patient 
to  loosen  it  and  that  she  was  strapped 
to  her  cot  so  securely  that  it  was 
thought  Impos.^jible  for  her  to  release 
herself   from    restraint. 

Miss  Bovd  is  almost  prosliated  with 
grief  at  tlie  affair.  She  said  she  waf^ 
absent  from  the  roon^  only  while  she 
was  walking  down  the  hall,  and  that  she 
thought  the  straps  spcure.  Miss  Boyd 
was  graduated  with  the  St.  Luke's  hos- 
pital  cla.ss   of   '03  last  June. 

No  blame  has  been  attached  to  Miss 
Bovd.  Dr.  Boyer.  the  coroner,  who  has 
known  Ml.ss  Boyd  for  a  long  time,  says 
that  she  Is  well  thought  of,  and  is  con- 
sidered a  careful,  attentive  nurse.  When 
a  patient  has  been  bound  to  a  cot  It  Is 
permissible  for  the  nurse  to  leave  when 
occasion    demands. 

Coroner  Boyer  decided  that  an  inquest 
wf.s  not  necessary.  The  certificate  of 
death  filed  in  the  health  department  re- 
cites that  Miss  McFarland  was  suffering 
from  typhoid  fever  and  that  her  death 
was  the  result  of  an  accidental  fall. 

Miss  McFarland's  father,  who  lives  In 
Carlton,  Is  prostrated  with  grief.  Will- 
iam McFarland,  agent  for  the  Great 
Northern  at  Cgrlton.  and  Robert  Mc- 
F.arland.  a  telegraph  operator  for  the 
Northern  Pacific,  are  brothers.  They  ar- 
rived In  Duluth  yesterday  in  response  to 
a  telegram  Informing  them  of  tneir  sl"- 
trr's  death.

Tragedy   Grows  Out  of 

Halloween  Pranks  at 

Morgan  Park. 

Chicago,  Nov.  2. — Tlie  celebration  of 
Hallowe'en  was  responsible  for  the  kill- 
ing of  the  chief  of  police  of  Morgan 
Park  and  a  threatened  race  war  early 
yesterday.  It  was  only  after  a  desper- 
ate struggle  between  the  police  and  an 
armed  mob  of  enraged  whites  that  a 
double  lyndjing  was  prevented. 

A  woman's  Hallowe'en  prank  started 
the  trouble,  which  ended  in  the  killing 
of  George  A.  Alrie.  chief  of  police  of 
Morgan  Park,  by  Mack  Wiley,  a  young 
negro.  Mrs.  James  Payne,  who  is  a  sis- 
ter of  Wiley,  and  three  friends  started 
out  for  a  lark,  and  while  they  were 
overturning  a  lumber  pile,  it  is  said, 
the  woman  was  struck  by  Chief  of 
Police  Alrie.  The  negroes  v^ent  for 
reinforcements,  and  upon  their  return 
a  second  meeting  with  Airie  resulted  iii 
a  tight,  in  which  he  was  stabbed  in  the 
neck  by  Wiley. 

The     news   of     the     tragedy     spread 
through   the  suburb  and  soon  a  crowd 
of    half    a    huntlred     men      and     boys 
marched   to     the     Morgan     Park    jaii, 
where    four    of    the    negroes    had    been 
locked   up.     While    the   place   was   sur- 
rounded by  a  mob  clamoring  for  ven- 
geance, several  shotguns  being  in  evi- 
dence   in    the    croud,    Wiley    and    his 
'  companions    were    placed    between    a 
i  number    of    policemen,    who    had    been 
!  summoned    from      Harvey    and      other 
nearby  suburbs,  and  a  dash  was  made 
i  for  a  carriage  that  had  been  sent  for. 
'  Despite  the  threats  of  the  officers  that 
any   interference   by   the   crowd   meant 
instant    death,    the    eiiraged    villagers, 
who  by   this  time  had  secured  a   rope, 
rushed  on  the  prisoners.     A  tierce  fight 
followed,    in    which    the    negroes    were 
severely    cut    and    bruised    with    sticks 
and  stones,  but  the  officers  finally  man- 
aged   to    get    the    negroes    in    the    car- 
riage and  drove  off  under  a  shower  of 
bricks,   stones  and   other   missiles. 

The  prisoners  were  taken  to  Engle- 
wood  jail,  where  yesterday  Wiley  con- 
fessed to  having  killed  Airie. 


There  was  a  hot  time  in  Duiuth  Sat- 
urday night.  The  ever-present  .small 
boy  was  busy  playing  Hallcwe'en 
pranks  and  his  industry  kept  the  police 
and  the  people  In  general  In  a  scew 
until  early  Sunday  morning.  What  the 
youngsters  didn't  do  wasn't  worth  do- 
ing, and  what  the  older  folk  would 
have  done  to  them — well,  what  they 
would  have  done  to  them,  had  they  not 

been    so    elusive,    would    have    been    a 
plenty. 

Nothwithstanding  the  vigilance  of  the 
police,  the  boys  played  all  sorts  of 
tricks.  Some  were  harmless,  but  there 
were  others  that  were  serious,  and  it 
was  to  prevent  destruction  of  property 
and  wanton  maliciousness  that  tho 
police  were  so  watchful.  At  police 
headquarters  calls  were  recelvo-d  from 
all  parts  of  the  city,  citizens  com- 
plaining that  the  youngsters  had  gone 
beyond  the  limit  in  their  playfulness. 
It  would  have  required  a  police  force 
as  large  as  that  of  Chicago  to  supprecs 
all   the  disturbances. 

Out  in  the  East  End  a  mailbox  was 
removed  from  its  post  and  carried  1=>0 
feet  and  deposited  in  the  doorway  of  a 
store.  Tampering  with  Uncle<  Sam's 
property  Is  a  grave  offense  and  if  thf* 
youngsters  who  did  it  are  caught  there 
is  a  deal  of  tft)uble  in  store  for  them. 

The  guard  rails  on  sidewalks  over 
enibankments  were  torn  down,  leaving 
no  protection  for  the  unwary,  who 
might  have  been  hurt  seriously  if  they 
missed  their  footing  and  fallen  over  the 
embankment.  The  damage  from  this 
source  is  lare:e.  Ropes  were  fastened 
to  doorknobs,  and  householders  nearly 
broke  their  backs  in  straining  to  open 
their  doors.  In  fact  what  the  boys  did 
not  do  Is  not  in  the  catalogue  of  Hal- 
lowe'en pranks. 

One  Irate  citizen  in  the  neighbor- 
hood of  Twenty-eighth  avenue  west  and 
.Superior  street,  telephoned  headquart- 
ers several  times.  A  gang  of  about 
seventy-five  youngsters  had  made  it 
unpleasant  for  him  most  of  the  evening. 
They  had  piled  slabs  so  high  in  fiont 
of  his  door  that  he  could  not  get  out. 
they  had  soai>ed  his  windows  and  upset 
his  chlckencoop.  The  affair  had  gone 
too  f,ir  for  one  policeman  to  handle, 
and  he  asked  that  several  officers  be 
sent  out  there  to  quell  the  disturbance, 
saying  that  "the  entire  gang  ought  to 
be  shot." 

.Shortly  after  midnight  a  complaint 
was  received  at  headquarters  that  a 
gang  of  boys  had  smeared  gates  and 
fences  with  warm  coal  tar.  At  Eighth 
avenue  east,  near  Second  street,  fences 
were  torn  down  and  windows  were 
broken  with  stones.  These  are  only  a 
few  of  the  things  that  were  done.  The 
boys  had  their  fun,  but  they  may 
here  more  about  Hallowe'en  later.

Have  Greatly   Increased 

According  to  Richard's 

Report. 

■Washington,  Nov.  2. — The  annual  re- 
port  of  W.   A.   Richards.  comrni:<sloner 
of   the  general   land  office,   which   was  j 
made  public  yesterday,  says  that  tliere  ] 
was   in   tlie   past    year   large   increa.ies  1 
in    the    total    number      of      supposedly ' 
fraudulent    land    entries    over    the    pre- 
ceding year.     He  attributes   their  dis- 
covery largely  to  an  order  of  the  sec- 
retary   of    the    interior,    dated    Nov.    2, 
IWJ,   directing  an   Investigation   of     all 
entries   made   under   the     timber     and 
sione  act  in     the  states  of     California, 
C'regon   and   Washington.     Under     this 
order  alone,    10,"00   entries  have     been 
suspended    and    there    are    now    tifteen 
special  agents  of  the  land  office  in  that 
field  engaged  in  ferretting  out  tlte  frau- 
dulent entries. 
Connnissioner    Richards    also    states 

there  v.ere  le- 
porled  vio  uniawrui  enclosures  of  pub- 
lic lands,  covering  an  area  of  i,*)U6,3yo 
acres.  Seventy-nine  of  these  enclos- 
ures have  been  removed  and  proceed- 
ings are  pending  to  compel  the  re- 
moval of  the  remainder. 

Complaint  is  made  of  the  operation 
of  the  act  of  March  11,  1902,  to  facili- 
tate the  entries.  Referring  to  the  law, 
the  commissioner  says: 

The  privileges  gained  by  the  act  have 
been  greatly  often  abused,  particularly' 
by  United  States  commissioners,  who 
liave  t»een  often  parties  to  wholesale 
frauds  in  connection  with  entires  made 
before  them.  Affidavits  and  entry 
papers  have  been  prepared  in  the  names 
of  fictitious  entry  men.  and  a  variety 
of  other  ways  have  been  devised  by 
these  officers  to  assist  parties  to  evade 
compliance  with  the  requirements  of 
the  law."

VATICAN  IS 
SCORCHED 

Disastrous   Fire   Breaks 

Out  In  the  Papal 

Palace. 


Many    Valuable    Manu- 
scripts Were  Destroyed 
or  Damaged. 


Rom?,  Nov.  2.— Fire  broke  out  at  8:30 
o'clock  last  evening  in  that  portion  of 
the  Vatican  containing  the  hall  of  in- 
scrltlons,  where  the  pope  gives  his  aud- 
iences and  which  is  adjacent  to  the 
famous  Pinacoteca,  or  gallery  of  pic- 
tures. The  alarm  caused  much  confu- 
sion and  excitement  in  the  Vatican. 

Strenuous  efforts  were  made  to  con- 
trol the  flames,  and  the  firemen  of 
Rome  were  called  to  lend  their  iielp. 
At  11:15  the  fire  was  under  control.  No 
lives  were  lost.  No  idea  of  the  dam- 
age can  yet  be  obtained.  The  pope 
came  to  the  scene  in  person  and  re- 
mained until  the  arrangements  to  fight 
the  fire  were  completed. 

The  fire  caused  a  greater  sensation  lu 
Rome  than  has  any  other  event  since 
the  death  of  Pope  Leo. 

The  first  intimation  of  fire  was  when 
smoke  was  seen  issuing  from  the 
apartments  of  M,  Marie,  which  is  lo- 
cated above  that  of  Father  Ehrle.  the 
librarian,  who  lived  over  the  library 
itself.  M.  Marie  is  a  celebrated  French 
restorer  of  ancient  manuscripts  and 
illuminated  books;  he  Is  at  present  en- 
gaged In  copying  work  and  his  first 
reproductions  have  been  selected  for 
part  of  the  Vatican's  exhibit  at  the  St, 
Louis  exposition. 

The  famous  Bramante  staircase  leads 
to  that  part  of  the  Vatican  where  the 
fire  broke  out.  The  gendarmes  broke 
in  the  doors  of  M.  Marie's  apartment 
and  found  him  in  a  heavy  sleep.  It  is 
supposed  that  he  retired  and  forgot  to 
take  proper  precautions  with  his 
kitchen  fire,  which  probably  blazed  up 
and  ignited  some  nearby  hangings. 
Thus  the  fire  started  and  It  rapidly  as- 
sumed such  proportions  that  the  gend- 
armes, who  were  the  first  on  the  scene.

The  greatest  football  battle  ever  fought  in  the  West 
was  witnessed  on  Northrop  field  at  Minneapolis  on  Sat- 
urday afternoon,  when  Minnesota  and  Mich'igan  met  for 
what  was  conceded  to  be  the  contest  for  the  Western 
championship.  It  is  safe  also  to  say  that  never  in  the 
history  of  football  in  this  country  was  there  a  grander 
exhibition  of  strength,  skill  and  desperate  determina*ion. 
The  fierce  playing  of  the  Minnesota  team  in  the  very 
last  minutes  of  the  game,  jvhen  by  desperate  rushes  they 
scored  a  touchdown  and  goal  and  saved  themselves  from 
defeat  will  long  be  remembered  by  thousands  who  wit- 
nessed the  gallant  struggle.

The  Michigan  team  came 
to  Minnesota  expecting  a  victory  and  they  certainly 
played  a  wonderful  game,  yet  they  met  their  match  in  the 
sturdy  sons  of  the  North  Star  state.

AN  INTERESTING  SHOWING. 

Some  interesting  facts  are  shown  by  the  tabulations 
in  Bradstrcet's  of  the  aggregate  earnings  and  expenses 
of  the  Great  Northern,  the  Northern  Pacific  and  the  Chi- 
cago, Burlington  &  Qiiincy  railroads,  whose  ownership 
is  combined  in  the  Northern  Securities  company.  F'or 
instance,  it  is  shown  that  the  Great  Northern  was  operat- 
ed for  52.34  per  cent  of  its  gross  earnings,  the  Northern 
Pacific  for  52.10  per  cent,  while  the  Burlington  absorbed 
no  less  than  64.72  per  cent  of  i(s  gross  revenues  in  ex- 
penses. These  figures  show  in  the  case  of  tjie  two  first 
named  roads,  how,  under  the  Hill  methods,  the  ratio  of  op- 
erating expenses  to  revenue  is  kept  down.  When  they 
►  are  applied  to  the  Burlington,  there  will  undoubtedly  be 
a  material  decrease  in  operating  expenses  as  compared  to 
income. 

Another  fact  worthy  of  note  is  that  while  the  net  in- 
come of  the  Great  Northern  from  operations  is  slightly 
less  than  that  of  the  Northern  Pacific,  and  still  less  than 
that  of  the  Burlington,  the  fixed  charges  of  the  Great 
Northern  are  ^o  much  less  than  either  that  when  these 
are  deducted  the  Great  Northern  comes  out  considerably 
ahead  of  the  two  others,  having  a  balance  of  $16,100,773 
against  $14,745,800  of  the  Northern  Pacific  and  $13,326,108 
of  the  Burlington.  Its  capitalization  is  so  much  less 
than  either  of  the  other  two  that  after  dividends  are  paid 
it  has  a  surplus  of  $7,426,800  again.>^t  $4,670,947  of  the 
Northern  Pacific  and  $4,491,538  of  the  Burlington. 

Bradstreet's  also  gives  a  combined  statement  for  all 
the  companies  for  this  year  and  the  preceding  one.  The 
net  earnings  in  1902-03  were  $62,512,003,  and  in  1901-02 
they  were  $55,045,642,  showing  an  increase  of  $7,466,361. 
After  deducting  the  fixed  charges  and  the  interest  on 
the  collateral  4  per  cent  Burlington  bonds,  the  table 
shows  the  earning  power  of  the  system  in  1892-03  was 
$35,566,019,  against  $29,509,913  in  1901-02,  in  increase  of 
$6,056,106.  This  enormous  increase  of  over  13.5  per  cent 
in  a  year  in  the  earning  power  of  the  united  system  of 
roads  since  they  were  brought  under  one  ownership,  is 
the  result  maiiily  of  the  reciprocal  interflow  of  business 
between  the  members  of  the  combined  system.  It  should 
also  be  remembered  that  this  large  increase  in  the  earn- 
ings of  roads  has  been  made  despite  a  considerable  de- 
crease of  freight  rates  on  the  Great  Northern  and  the 
Northern  Pacific  and  an  increase  of  wages  on  the  three 
roads,  showing  that  the  increase  of  tonnage  carried  was 
greater  than  the  increase  of  earnings.  It  is  alleged  in  the 
complaint  in  the  Northern  Securities  case,  soon  to  be 
heard  by  the  United  States  supreme  court,  that  the  com- 
bination of  these  railroads  is  in  restraint  of  trade.  In 
view  of  the  figures  above  given,  showing  the  increased 
business  of  the  roads  sitice  the  conihine  was  effected,  it 
can  hardly  be  contended  now  that  there  has  been  any 
serious  "restraint  of  trade."

A  COLONIAL  SECRETARY? 

The  clamor  for  another  member  of  the  president's 
cabinet  grows  more  pronounced.  The  supporters  of  this* 
proposition  insist  that  our  insular  affairs  have  become 
far  too  large  for  merely  a  bureau  and  that  the  need  of  a 
department  is  becoming  very  urgent.  In  fact,  it  is 
stated  that  an  opening  wedge  in  this  line,  in  the  shape  of 
a  bill,  may  be  enacted  at  the  next  session  of  congress. 
It  would  not  be  expected  to  pass,  however,  on  account 
of  the  prevailing  desire  for  economy  in  the  last  session 
before  the  presidential  election.  The  bureau  of  insular 
affairs  now  attached  to  the  war  department,  has  a  staff 
of  lOO  clerks,  and  it  is  not  able  to  do  anywhere  near  all 
that  many  persons  think  it  should.  There  is  already  the 
basis  for  a  good-sized  department.  Better  unification 
of  colonial  relations,  and  a  more  systematic  supervision 
from  Washington,  it  is  thought,  can  only  be  secured  by 
definite  representation  of  the  colonies  in  the  presi- 
dent's cabinet.  Fortunately  our  tropical  possessions 
consists  ©f  islands  so  that  the  name  "insular"  rather  than 
"colonial"  may,  in  deference  to  republican  traditions, 
with  propriety  be  used. 

One  trouble  with  the  present  arrangement  is  that  an 
island  like  Porto  Rico  has  no  Washington  headquarters. 
Not  a  day  passes  that  many  persons  do  not  call  at  the 
insular  bureau  to  inquire  something  about  Porto  Rican 
affairs,  although  it  has  had  nothing  to  do  with  that 
island  since  May,  1900.  There  is  nobody  in  Washington 
to  answer  inquiries  of  this  sort  and  they  are  referred  to 
Governor  Hunt.  Certain  Porto  Rican  governmental  ac- 
tivities have  a  Washington  end,  or  Washington  super- 
vision, like  the  agricultural  department  bureaus,  the 
weather  bureau  and  the  coast  survey,  but  as  a  whole 
there  is  no  administrative  headquarters  here  for  Porto 
Rican  affairs,  and  but  for  the  intense  personal  interest 
of  Secretary  Root  in  the  island's  welfare  its  government 
would  have  been  far  less  successful.  The  position  of 
P'orto  Rico  is  anomalous.  It  has  been  divorced  from 
the  United  States  in  most  of  its  essentials;  it  collects  and 
keeps  its  own  revenues.     The  things  which  the  govern-

The  rigid  enforcement  of  the  new  law  passed  by 
congress  last  March  relating  to  contract  laborers  has 
aroused  considerable  feeling  among  interested  parties 
and  a  number  of  actions  have  been  brought  to  test  the 
validity  of  the  act.  Since  the  new  law  was  passed  many 
immigrants  have  been  deported  under  its  provisions.  The

The  definition  of  a 
contract  laborer  was  greatly  broadened  as  well  as  tlu'. 
meaning  of  the  word  "contract."  The  old  act  merely 
prohibited  the  importation  of  aliens  under  a  contract  or 
agreement.  The  new  act  says  that  aliens  shall  not  be 
induced  to  come  to  this  country  through  any  offer,  solici- 
tation, promi.se  or  agreement.  It  was  held  by  the  su- 
preme court  some  years  ago  that  the  contract  referred  to 
in  the  immigration  act  must  be  one  that  was  enforceable 
by  law;  otherwise,  the  offense  of  bringing  a  person  to  this 
country  was  not  within  the  penal  provisions  of  the  act. 
The  court  also  virtually  held  that  the  law  contemplated 
only  a  low  grade  of  manual  labor,  and  did  not  exclude 
skilled  labor  at  all.  The  new  law  was  changed  so  as  to 
cover  these  points,  and  it  now  provides  that  both  skilled 
and  unskilled  labor  shall  be  excluded  when  brought  over 
under  contract.  It  is  further  provided  that  skilled  labor 
shall  only  be  imported  when  labor  of  a  like  kind  cannot 
be  found  unemployed  in  this  country,  the  okl  law  not 
barring  skilled  contract  laborers  when  imported  to  de- 
velop new  industries. 

Three  different  batches  of  imported  laborers  are 
held  at  rhiladelphia  and  New  York,  under  orders  of  de- 
portation. The  enforcement  of  these  orders  is  suspended 
pending  appeals  that  have  been  taken  against  them.  One 
lot  is  made  up  of  a  number  of  Welsh  and  English  miners 
who  were  arrested  at  Ellsworth,  Pa.  At  the  barge  of- 
fice on  Ellis  island  there  are  several  lace  makers  and 
some  glass  blowers,  the  former  being  arrested  at  Paw- 
tucket,  R.  I.,  and  the  latter  at  Corning,  N.  Y.  The  at- 
torneys for  the  lace  makers  have  entered  an  appeal  for 
a  reconsideration  of  the  evidence  on  which  the  warrant 
for  the  arrest  of  the  aliens  was  issued.  The  other  ap- 
peals are  from  the  decision  of  the  local  examining  boards. 
The  decision  of  the  supreme  court  will  settle  the 
whole  matter.  With  a  verdict  in  favor  of  the  immigra- 
tion officials,  it  is  safe  to  say  that  no  alien  can  come  to 
this  country  under  engagement  with  any  firm.

New  York,  November  2.— Twenty-one 
men.  throe  women  and  a  ten-months- 
old  babe  were  burned  to  death  or  suf- 
focated in  a  fire  that  started  early  yes- 
terday morning  in  the  House  of  All 
Nations,"  a  flve-story  tenement  house 
at  No.  426  .Eleventh  avenue,  and  which 
the  police  and  coroner  believe  to  have 
been  of  incendiary  origin.

A  Town  Clerk  Protests. 

To  the  Editor  of  The  Herald: 

In  your  valuable  paper  of  Oct.  28  ap- 
pears an  article  under  the  caption  of 
•"Bungling  Clerks,"  in  whiih  it  appears] 
that  the  town  clerk  of  the  town  of  I 
Midway  is  a  person  devoid  of  even 
ordinary  Intelligence.  I  shall  leave  it 
to  my  ac  quaintances  to  say  whether 
3UC  h  Is  the  case  or  not.  but  permit  me 
to  say  a  few  words  in  self-defense  and 
explan.ntion.  It  would  no  doubt  be  a 
good  thing  to  hold  a  school  for  town 
clerks,  particularly  if  they  keep  on 
changing  the  wolf  bounty  lieiws  as  often 
as  of  late.  At  least  there  ought  to  be 
some  provision  made  for  Informing  the 
town  clc>rks  what  to  go  by  and  what 
particular  form  to  u.se  in  making  the 
certificates.  I  do  not  know  whether  It 
Is  the  county  auditor's  duty  to  keep  the 
town  clerks  posted  on  this  subject  or 
not,  but  I  know  that  I  have  received  no 
Instructions  or  papers  from  him  until  a 
couple  of  days  ago.  In  making  out  thft 
papers  in  question,  I  used  the  forms 
printed  by  a  Minneapolis  firm,  who  fur- 
nish nearly  all  blanks  used  by  town- 
ship officers.  It  now  appears  that  these 
art?  not  right,  but  how  was  I  to  know 
without  being  .informed.'  All  town 
clerks  are  not  lawyers,  and  they  ar>i 
liable  to  make  ml-stakes  aa  well  as 
other  people.  The  wolf  bounty  law  as 
printed  in  the  township  manual,  which 
is  the  book  of  guidance  for  township 
ofhcers.  Is  misleading,  and  I  believe 
nine  out  of  ten  ordinary  men  would  In- 
terpret It  the  same  way  as  I  did  in  re- 
gard to  bringing  the  wolf  skins  to  the 
county  auditor.  In  reading  the  law  as 
It  appears  In  the  Manual,  one  is  led  to 
beli<>ve  that  only  the  hides  of  wolfs 
killed  in  unorganized  townships  need  be 
brought  to  the  counay  auditor.  The 
law  i!i  the  book  furnished  by  the  county 
auditor  reads  quite  difCerentlj'.

Two   Contests  Dismissed  By 
General  Land  Office. 

Two  important  de<islons  in  swamp 
land  cases  have  been  received  at  the 
local  land  office. 

One  is  that  of  Byron  J.  Culbert.^on 
against  the  State  of  Minnnesota.  The 
plaintlCC  contested  certain  land  in  sec- 
tion 14,  62-1,  as  being  non-saline  in  its 
character.  No  hearing  of  the  case  was 
held  prior  to  the  receipt  of  the  decision 
of  the  seeretary  of  the  Interior,  on 
March  16,  whiih  statetl  that  all  swamp 
land  contests  must  be  decided  by  the 
fiela  notes  of  thi^  surveyor.  The  contest 
was  therefore  dismissed  by  the  local 
officials,  under  section  2  of  the  decision, 
which  held  that  existing  contests,  on 
which  no  hearing  had  been  held,  should 
be  decided  by  the  notes  of  the  sur- 
veyor, unless  there  had  been  some 
homestead  or  pre-emption  settlement 
on  the  land. 

The  plaintiffs  appealed  from  the  de- 
cision of  the  local  officials  to  the  gen- 
eral land  office  at  Washington.  The 
letter  today  upheld  the  decision  of  the 
local  officials. 

The  second  case  was  much  similar  in 
Its  nature.  The  land  in  this  cast-  Is 
situated  in  section  15.  62-1,  adjoit  Ing 
that  concerned  in  the  former  case.  The 
plaintiff  in  this  case  was  L.  L.  C^ul- 
bertson. 

The  local  officials  dismissed  his  con- 
test under  the  same  ruling,  on  Aug.  31. 
It  was  ai'pealed  to  the  authoritlci.  at 
Washington,  who  in  the  letter  received 
today  upheld  Register  Culkin  and  Re- 
ceiver Smith  of  the  local  office,  and  dis- 
missed this  case  also.

New  York,  Nov.  3.— Election  day  in 
this  city  dawned  clear  and  bright, 
ideal  weather  for  getting  out  a  heavy 
vote,  and  the  early  morning  polling 
was  especially  heavy,  not  only  In  the 
Democratic  strongholds  down  town,  but 
in  the  up- town  precincts  where  the  fu- 
sionists  are  strong.  In  these  districts, 
long  before  the  polls  were  opened  at 
6  o'clock,  waiting  voters  stood  in  line. 
The  voting  was  extremely  rapid. 

Major  Low  voted  early,  going  alone 
to  the  polls  in  Stark  avenue  near  Sixty- 
fourth  street.  Policeman  were  stationed 
at  the  various  polling  places  to  prevent 
any  disturbances. 

During  the  night  twenty  men  sus- 
pected of  being  thieves  were  arrested, 
and  they  will  be  held  at  police  head- 
quarters forty-eight  hours  as  a  pre- 
cautionary measure. 

Reports  from  the  state  indicate  that 
the  vote  would  be  heavy,  the  early 
morning  vote  in  all  cases  being  large. 
No  stormy  weather  was  reported,  but 
In  several  sections  heavy  clouds  gave 
warning  of  possible  rain  later  in  the 
day.  Some  districts  report  a  third 
of  the  vote  cast  In  the  first  three  hours. 

At  Troy  a  shooting  affray  occurred, 
Philip  J.  Riley  being  shot  by  a  special 
deputy    sheriff    during    an    attempt    to

Both 
parties  expressed  confidence  of  carry- 
ing the  state  for  governor,  though  the 
Democrats  admitted  that  it  would  not 
be  easy  to  overcome  the  37,000  plurality 
received  by  Governor  Bates,  the  Repub- 
lican candidate  last  year.

Secretar>'  Cortelyo\i  of  the  depart- 
iiicnt  of  commerce  and  labor,  who  ac- 
companied the  president  from  Wa.sh- 
ington,  left  him  at  Mlneola.  where  he 
took  the  train  for  Hempstead  lo  cast 
hijj  vote. 


X'ew  York,  Xov.  3.— Election  day  in 
this  city  dawned  clear  and  bright, 
ideal  weather  for  getting  out  a  heavy 
vote,  and  the  early  morning  polling 
was  especially  heavy,  not  only  in  the 
Democratic  strongholds  down  town,  but 
in  the  up-town  precincts  where  the  fu- 
sionists  are  strong.  In  these  districts, 
long  before  the  polls  were  opened  at 
6  o'clock,  waiting  voters  stood  In  line. 
The  voting  was  extremely  rapid. 

Mayor  Low  voted  early,  going  alone 
to  the  polls  in  Stark  avenue  near  Sixty- 
fourth  street,  i'olicemen  were  stationed 
at  the  various  polling  places  to  prevent 
any  disturbances. 

During  the  night  twenty  men  sus- 
pected of  being  thieves  were  arrested, 
and  they  will  be  held  at  police  head- 
quarters forty-eight  hours  as  a  pre- 
cautionary measure. 

Reports  from  the  state  Indicate  that 
the  vote  would  be  heavy,  the  early 
morning  vote  in  all  cases  being  large. 
No  stormy  weather  was  reported,  but 
in  several  sections  heavy  cloud-3  gave 
warning  of  possible  rain  later  in  the 
day.  Some  distri<'ts  report  a  third 
of  the  vote  cast  in  the  first  three  hours. 

At  Troy  a  shooting  affray  ocourrtd, 
Philip  J.  ftiley  being  shot  by  a  special 
deputy  sheriff  duri.'-g  an  attempt  to 
keep  Riley  at  the  prescribed  distance 
away  from  the  polls.  The  bullet  enter- 
ed Riley's  side,  but  his  condition  is  not 
considered   dangerous. 

Arrests  for  alleged  illegal  voting  be- 
gan early,  but  in  small  numbers,  eight 
arrests  in  Manhattan  and  two  In  Long 
Island  City  being  reported  during  the 
first  hour.  At  the  police  courts  the 
ordinary  cases  were  disposed  of  early, 
and  the  courts  Tere  held  optn  for 
pr(.»mpt  action  on  election  cases,  at- 
torneys representing  the  fusionlsts  and 
Democrats  being  present  in  each  couit. 

State  Superintendent  of  Elections 
Morgan  denied  the  report  that  he  had 
e\  idence  of  illegal  registration  against 
3000  men.  He  said  he  had  "clear  cases' 
.'igainst  only  l.iOO,  while  600  others  were 
under  suspicion. 

Most  of  those  arrested  early  were 
quickly  discharged  their  arrests  being 
exi)Iained  as  due  to  misunderstandings, 
and  mistakes. 

Senator  Fitzgerald,  Timothy  D.  Sull- 
ivan's successor  at  Albany,  was  arre.'d- 
ed  in  the  polling  place  of  the  tir^t  elec- 
tion district  of  the  sixth  a.ssembiy  dis- 
trict on  complaint  of  a  Repiibllcan 
watiher,  charging  hlin  with  di;;orderly 
conduct.  The  watcher  allegeil  that 
Fitzgerald  followed  a  voter  into  the 
booth  and  tried  to  talk  with  him,  re- 
fusing to  stop  when  ordered  by  the 
election  oftlclals.  Fitzgerald,  who  den- 
led  the  charge  was  paroled  until  to- 
morrow. 

In  a  number  of  assembly  districts  in 
Manhattan  from  30  to  50  per  cent  of  the 
total  registration  was  voted  In  the  first 
three  hours.  It  was  estimated  that  half 
the  vote  of  the  Bronx  was  cast  in  this 
'leriod.

While  the  Democratic  leaders  do  not 
anticipate  the  election  of  any  of  their 
candidates  on  the  state  ticket,  they  say 
the  Republican  estimate  is  greatly  ex- 
aggerated, and  will  be  cut  down  nearly 
one-half.  • 

Reports  from  many  counties  r<»ceived 
at  Republican  state  headtiuarters  here 
ui>  to  11  a.  m.  show  a  quiet  election. 

In  Philadelphia  a  conservative  esti- 
mate places  the  fot.il  vote  at  not  over 
200,000.  Some  Interest  is  displayed  in 
the  vote  of  the  independence  party,  an 
offshoot  of  the  "regular"  Democratic 
party,  which  Is  endeavoring  to  make  a 
show  of  strength. 

Increased  activity  has  been  notice- 
able about  the  polls  during  the  noon 
hour,  especially  in  the  mill  districts. 
The  Democratic  vote  is  slightly  above 
the  normal.  The  Republican  leaders' 
prediction  of  at  least  100,000  majority 
for  the  state  and  county  candidates  in 
this  city  is  likely  to  be  realized. 


Baltimore,  Xov.  3.  -The  polls  opened 
in  Baltimore  at  6  o'clock  this  morning, 
and  at  that  hour  there  was  a  crowd 
waiting  at  every  polling  place  ir.  each 
of  the  30S  precincts  of  the  twenty-four 
wards.  The  majority  of  those  appear- 
ing thus  early  were  laboring  men  and 
factory  operatives  on  their  way  to  work. 
The  indications  point  to  a  heavy  vote 
in  the  city  as  well  as  In  the  counties  of 
Maryland.  The  day  is  perfect  in  point 
jf  weather  and  all  the  conditions  are 
favorable  for  bringing  out  a  full  vote. 
The  ballot  is  unusually  complicated  at 
this  election,  there  being  twenty-three 
canddldates  to  be  voted  for,  and  under 
the  law  voters  must  iilace  a  cross  mark 
opposite  the  name  of  each  candidate. 
For  this  retison  the  count  will  be  ted- 
ious and  slow  and  it  is  not  probable 
that  the  result  will  be  known  until 
tomorrow.  The  polls  close  at  5  o'clock 
this  afternoon  In  Baltimore  and  6  oclock 
in  the  counties. 

In  the  counties  of  Maryland  the  polls 
opened  at  !S  oclock  this  morning  and 
will  close  at  6  p.  m.  Bulletins  so  far 
received  report  that  the  election  is 
progressing  quietly  everywhere,  and 
the  indications  are  that  a  full  vote  will 
be  polled. 

So  far  as  known  there  will  be  no  cut- 
ting of  tickets  anywhere,  the  vote  being 
a  fair  test  of  the  party  strength  in  the 
state. 

In  the  mining  counties  in  Western 
Maryland  and  in  tho  southern  counties, 
where  the  negro  tiopulation  predomi- 
nates, there  will  be  large  majorities  for 
Williams,  the  Republican  candidate  for 
governor,  while  the  eastern  shore  coun- 
ties, with  one  or  two  exceptions,  will 
go  strongly  for  Warfield,  the  Demo- 
cratic candidate.

Aerial  Carriers  Will  Cover 

Fifty  Miles  In  Two 

Hours. 


Bt.  Joseph,  Mo.,  Nov.  3.— An  aerial 
mail  'airier,  designed  to  serve  rur.^1 
routed  is  an  Invention  that  was  tested 
here  this  week.  O.  C.  Kittermun.  of 
Blockow,  is  the  inventor. 

The  aerial  mail  carriers  can  be  oper- 
ated .It  the  rate  of  forty  miles  aj^  hour, 
he  says.  A  circuitous  route,  fifty  miles 
In  length,  can  be  covered  with  ease  In 
two  hours,  leaving  at  each  farm  liouse 
Its  consignement  and  plckhig  up  the 
mail  to  be  sent  out. 

According    to    Mr,    Kitterman    eight 
rotUes  ma.v  l)e  operated  out  of  one  city 
at  a  total  i  ost  of  only  $2  a  day,  besides      ^^ 
the  salary  of  the  man  in  charge  of  ll'»^|  should 


to    manufacture 
each. 

A  dynamo,  a  small  engine 
and  the  carrier  with  a  receptacle  at- 
tached to  and  suspended  from  it.  uie 
the  coiniioneut  parts  of  this  system. 
From  each  pole  along  the  line  a  wooden 
arm  extends.  Ilea-:hing  down  from  eaeh 
arm  are  two  iron  rods  about  two  I'eet 
apart,  with  hooks  on  the  ends  to  hold 
the  wires  The  carrier,  a  machine  with 
four  small  wheels,  and  weighing  about 
ten  riounds,  runs  along  on  top  of  the.-'e 
wires.

These  boxes  are  arranged 
from  the  bottom  upward  in  the  order  in 
which  the  farm  houses  are  situated. 

Each  box  h  is  a  number  corresponding 
to  the  number  of  the  patron  to  whom  it 
is  destined.  Each  farmer  along  the 
route  is  provided  with  a  corresponding 
box  in  which  he  puts  mail  going  out, 
and  then  places  it  on  a  small  zinc  .:,heU" 
attached  to  the  pole  in  front  of  hi.s 
home.  When  the  receptacle  reaches 
the  hrst  station,  an  iron  finger  project- 
ing from  the  pole  pas.ses  through  an

Steamboat  Experience  on 

Way  From  St.  Louis  to 

Fort  Benton. 

Warrensburg,  Mo.,  Nov.  3.— Capt.  Will- 
lam  K.  Ihivall,  once  a  pilot  on  the  Mis- 
sissippi and  Missouri  rivers,  has  been 
visiting  relatives  here  for  some  time.  For 
many  vears  he  lived  In  St.  IajuIs.  Since 
his  retirement  from  business  he  is  often 
scan  In  Warrensburg  and  Is  always  no- 
ticeable for  his  scrupulously  correct  at- 
tire; his  habit  of  good  dressing  learned  in 
the  old  uays  when  river  pilots  drew  large 
.salaries  and  were  the  dandles  of  the 
countrv,  has  never  deserted  him. 

Capt.    Duvall   was   a   pilot  on   the   larg- 
est  steamboat  used     as      a      government 
transport  to  carry  Grant's  army  to  Pitts- 
burg I^anding  on  the  Tennessee  river  be- 
fore   tlie    battle    of    Shiloah    In    mY2.     He 
saw  Grant's  boat  come  up  the  river  Stiii- 
I  day    morning.     April    6;    saw    him    land, 
I  mount  his  hor.-^e  and  ride  away  to  the  bat- 
j  tlefleld  from  which  he  did  not  return  un- 
I  til    the    following    Wednesday.

The  trip  was  ;v  iiazardous  one  at  all 
timps.  but  particularly  s.>  in  !*>•'>.  as  the 
Sioux  Indians  were  on  the  warpath  and 
2iX»  miles  of  the  run  had  to  l»e  made 
througli  a  hostile  eountry. 

On  her  waj  up  tlie  Roanoke  reached  the 
buffalo  country  about  June  1.  and  for  T!)"> 
miles  the  buffalo  were  constairtly  in  sight. 
The  animals  were  just  ciming  up  from 
the  South  and  were  crossing  the  .Ml.s.souri 
l>y  millions.  In  pUnes,  Capt.  Duvall  smvs. 
he  could  see  a  plain  five  or  six  miles 
square  black  with  them.  Tlie  thought 
never  crossed  bis  mind  tnat  they  could 
>e  exterminated  In  a  few  years.  Some- 
times there  won  d  be  such  a  ma.ss  oi  tiie 
animals  swimming  aero.ss  the  river  tluU 
the  passage  of  the  Roanoke  would  be 
blocked  and  slio  would  have  to  stiitid  lo. 
It  was  on  such  occasions  that  every  man 
on  the  boat,  l'J»)  or  mote,  would  shoot  into 
the  herd.  It  wa«  done  for  simple  slaugh- 
ter. Tliousands  of  buffaloes  perished  in 
th^  quicksands  .  n  the  banks  of  th*^'  river. 
When  thev  would  Pinerge  from  tie-  water 
they  wouid  imnnnedtately  sink  into  the 
uulcksands  and  go  out  of  siglit,  otlier.s 
coming  on  top  i>f  tliem.    .     ,    ,  ^    ,  „, 

The  rate  charged  on  Ireight  from  St. 
l^ouis  to  Benton  at  tlial  time  was  10  cents 
a  pound  or  $Ji)«  a  ton.  Thf>  Roanoke  cur- 
ried Sn-t  tons  which,  at  that  rate  would 
mean  a  freight  bill  of  fltii;,t»i)  Yet  Uie 
owners  of  tlie  boat  made  little  or  no 
monev,  so  great  was  the  expense  <d  tli>» 
trip  "Because  of  low  water  the  steamer 
was  compelled  to  land  ninety  miles  below 
Fort  Benton,  dls<-harge  her  cargo  and  s'-nd 
it  up  by  wagons  overland.  Duvall  and 
Bixby  brought  the  Roanoke  safely  back  to 
St  1/onis  In  the  fall  of  'tJS.  but  tii»»y  never 
again  went  up  .he  Missouri  to  the  head 
of  her  navigable  waters;  the  risk  and 
worry  were  too  great.

cheapest  and  hurry  is  least  known.

John  D.  Murphy,  ex-mayor  of  Tower 
and  a  well-known  range  citizen,  is  to 
be  examined  for  insanity  before  Judge 
of  Probate  Mlddlecfoff  this  afternoon.

who  have  visited  the  range.  He  was 
particularly  prominent  at  the  time  of 
the  unveiling  of  the  McKinley  monu- 
ment at  Tower,  when  the  honors  of  the 
occasion  were  In  his  hands  as  mayor. 

•Since  his  retirement  from  office  Mr. 
Murphy  is  said  to  have  displayed  si;;ns 
of  being  mentally  unbalanced  at  tiniej, 
but  only  of  late  has  his  trouble  taken 
a  violent  turn. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  examination 
before  Judge  of  Probate  Middlecoff,  this 
afternoon,  Mr.  Murphy  of  Tower  was 
found  to  be  insane  and  the  court  issued 
an  order  committing  him  to  the  slate 
asylum  at  eFrgus  Falls.  Mr.  Murphy 
appeared  very  much  excited.  He  labor- 
ed under  the  halluncination  that  he  is 
('hrlst  and  that  he  has  been  sent  back 
to  earth  to  preach  religion  and  tem- 
perance. He  believes  that  he  is  going 
direct  to  see  the  pope  about  his  mission 
and  declares  that  every  knee  shail  bow 
to  him. 

Mr.  Murphy  will  be  taken  to  the  asy- 
lum by  Deputy  Sheriff  Bates  this  even- 
ing.

These  artists  operated  In  the  largest 
cities,  under  the  noses  of  the  police,  and 
Beleoted  as  tlv^ir  victims  men  whose 
shrewdness  no  one  would  question,  in- 
cluding brokers,  m.anufacturcrs,  retirtd 
capilalists  and  lawyers.  Many  victums 
nursed  their  losses  In  silence,  although 
tlie  police  discovered  $15u,(.K.iO  worth  of 
profits  In  the  last  three  months  of  busi- 
ness done  by  the  gang,  and  It  is  to  be  re- 
membered that  they  had  worked  for  mere 
than  two  years  without  mishap. 

Among  the  heavy  losers  were  a  Boston 
lawyer,  who  parted  with  $:i5.W0;  a  to- 
bacco man  who  mourned  540,000,  and  a 
New  York  umbrella  manufacturer, 
swindled  for  fSOOO  and  three  Baltimore 
merchants,  whose  bank  balances  were  de- 
pleted by  a  total  of  $20,000.  All  these, 
and  many  other  large  sums,  were  ob- 
tained in  cash,  paid  down  "in  a  lump," 
making  the  industry  singularly  attract- 
ive, because  there  was  no  delay,  and  the 
gentlemanly  operators  were  always  in 
funds  to  cover  their  tracks  or  to  pay 
lawyers  if  the  trail  became  warm.  In 
all  these  cases,  the  victims,  who  were 
prominent  men  in  their  business  and 
financial  communities,  were  swindled  by 
the  same  plot,  worked  in  the  same  way, 
with  only  a  change  of  scene. 

The  program  usually  opened  with  the 
insertion  of  this  advertisement  in  llie 
most  conservative  of  the  newspapers  of 
the  city  marked  for  the  next  campaign: 

"A  man  with  $6000  can  make  |«K)0  in 
three  days;  absolutely  no  risk,  fullest  in- 
vestigation invited;  no  agents;  must  be 
taken  at   once." 

Thet  bait  was  nearly  always  swallowed. 
and  a  letter  to  the  address  mentioned 
brought  an  immediate  call  by  a  gentle- 
manly a),  solid-looking  person,  who  was 
polite   but   businesslike.    He   said: 

"I  do  not  wish  to  appear  rude,  but  you 
must  show  me  that  you  have  the  sum  of 
money  mentioned,  I  have  received  so 
many  other  answers  to  my  advertise- 
ment that  1  have  no  time  for  trltlers." 

When  the  fiscal  agent  was  assured  that 
the  cash  was  In  sight,  the  complicated 
machinerv  began  to  work.  In  the  Park 
Row  building.  New  York,  there  wen 
handsome  offices,  labeled  "The  Horse 
Shoe  Copper  Mining  company,  of  Ariz- 
ona." This  was  a  real  concern,  with 
tangible  assets.  But  these  offices  were 
also  the  headijuarters  o  fthe  "Hor.se  Shoe 
Mining  company,"  a  corporation  of 
mythical  value,  uhed  only  as  a  trap  for 
victims.  The  Arizona  company  liad  re- 
putable officers  among  them  Former 
Postmaster  Wilson,  of  Brooklyn,  but 
,^..ey  were  ignorant  of  the  existence  and 
purixise  of  the  other  "Horse  Shoe  com- 
pany." There  was  a  bright  young  man 
with  .a  past,  with  an  able  assistant  who 
had  a  picture  in  the  rogues'  galery,  as  the 
president  and  secretary  of  both  com- 
panies having  secured  reputable  names 
for  t.-e  directorate  of  the  "Horse  Sho< 
Copper  Mining  company."  The  two  or- 
ganizations were  needed  in  the  plot. 

When  the  victim  was  found,  the  scheme 
was  unfolded  by  the  gentlemanly  oper- 
ator after  this  fashion: 

"I  have  a  brother  who  has  been  an  en- 
gineer for  the  Horse  Shoe  Copper  Mininj; 
company  of  Arizona.  A  letter  came  from 
him  a  few  days  ago,  telling  me  that  a  rich 
vein  had  been  struck  which  is  sure  i" 
make  the  st^ck  soar  like  a  skyrocket  when 
tlie  news  is  known.,  The  officers  of  tin 
company  are  buying  up  all  the  stock  they 
can  lay  their  hands  on,  on  the  dead 
Quiet.  My  brother  informed  me  that 
there  is  a  man  in  the  city  who  was  for- 
merly an  engineer  with  the  company 
who  was  given  500  shares  of  the  stocK  fo: 
Ills  services  when  the  stock  was  practi- 
cally worthless.  This  man  is  penniless, 
he  knows  nothing  about  the  present  wortli 
■  of  this  stock,  and  he  will  probably  let  it 
!  go  for  a  song.  You  car«  buy  It  and  makt 
a  fortune,  and  all  I  want  Is  a  decent  com 
mission." 

The  victim  would  make  an  Investigation 
and  be  reas-sured  convincingly.  He  was 
referred  to  the  New  Y'ork  offices  of  the 
"Horse  Shoe  Copper  Mining  company,' 
and  either  ca*lled  or  sent  a  letter.  He 
found  the  names  of  well-known  citizens 
in  the  directorate.  The  genial  prasl- 
dcnt  and  the  guileless  secretary  allayed 
all  su-spiclons,  and  ccaifessed  their  anxiety 
to  purchase  all  the  stock  that  could  be 
found.  These  organizations  usually  end- 
ed with  the  pledge  In  writing,  given  by 
tlie  uflicers: 

"We  will  give  $25  a  share  for  every 
share  of  the  lIor.se  Shoe  Copper  Mining 
stock  you   bring  u.«." 

Then  the  vivtim  met  his  friend  of  the 
advertisement,  and  they  tried  to  lind  the 
engineer  who  had  the  stock.  The  con- 
spirator found  him,  in  a  hotel_  or  board- 
ing liouse,  bv  means  of  directions  in  his 
brother's  lelLer.  The  destitute  engineer 
was  alwavs  discovere<l  to  be  in  a  very 
bad  way."  He  lay  In  a  darkened  room, 
his  head  swathed  in  band.n.Tes,  and  in 
such  pain  tliat  conversation  was  an  el- 
fort.  The  pitiful  wreck  enlisted  the  sym- 
pathy of  the  caller,  who  was  willing, 
nowever,  to  buy  this  mining  stock,  at  a 
sacrifice.  The  pick  engineer  acknowledged 
that  he  had  500  shares  of  the  stock,  and 
from  under  the  mattress  produced  a  cer- 
tificate, worn  and  crumpled.  When  asked 
the  price,  he  said: 

"I've  be^n  hanging  on  to  this  stuff  for 
a  long  time,  and  although  it  is  not  worth 
I  much  now.  I  believe  there's  money  in 
I  that  mine  some  day.  and  I  am  not  at  ail 
j  anxious  to  sell.  But  1  am  sick,  and  down 
I  and  out,  and  I  make  any  old  sacrifice  for 
ready    cash.  ' 

Asked  to  set  a  price,  he  usually  named 
$15  a  share.     With  a  wink  to  the  victim. 
I  the  other  caller  said:     "Oh,  is  Isn't  worth 
it.     You   know   it    Isn't." 
I     After  a    lot   of   h.iggling.    the    deal   was 
'  closed    at    $10    a    share.       The    purchaser 
.  was  unwilling  to  believe  In   his  good   for- 
tune,   so    he    rushed    to    the    nearest   tele- 
'■  graph   office  and  wired   the  offices  of  the 
I  "Horse    Shoe    Copper    Mining    company." 
The   reply   always   came    back,    "Twenty- 
five    dollars    offered." 

Then    the    machinery    began    to    whizz. 
The  purchaser  hastened  to  the  headcjuar- 
ters    of    the    company    in    the    Park    Row 
j  building,    and    presented    the    «tock.    ex- 
pecting  to   clear   ST.WO   by    a   turn    of    the 
I  hand.     Here    his   experience    became    dis- 
heartening.    The   polite    president    or    th^ 
soft-spoken     seciirtary     wa.s     encouraging 
at    the    outset:      "Why.    rertainly.    we    are 
1  ready   and    glad   to    pay    the   price    agreed 
for  the  shares.    A  check  will  be  drawn  at 
I  once.    Let  us  see  the  stock.    Five  hundred 
;  shares,  do  you  say?" 

Then  the  face  of  the  official  clouded 
with    disappointment. 

"Why."  said  he.  "these  are  not  shares 
of  the  Hor,«e  .Shoe  Copper  Mining  com- 
pany, but  of  the  Horse  Shoe  Mining  com- 
pany, a  New  Jersey  corporation  absolute- 
Iv  worthless.  We  thought  all  the  wliile 
that  you  had  snapped  up  the  500  outstand- 
ing shares  of  the  Iforse  Shoe  Copper 
'  Mining  compan>  of  Arizona.  You  have 
been  \ictlmlzed.  my  dear  sir.  I  advi.se 
you  to  see  the  police  at  once." 
!  These  details  sound  a  lilt  confusing,  and 
they  were  Intended  to  fuddle  the  Intellect 
of  the  victim.  In  a  few  words,  the  Ari- 
zona company,  with  "Copper"  Inserted 
in  Its  title,  was  a  real  corpTiratlon.  whose 
nfficers  were  using  it  to  promote  their 
own  professional  roguery,  and  they  would 
have  picked  out  anv  f>ther  mining  com- 
I  pary  as  readily.  If  they  could  have  found 
a  directorate  as  unsuspecting  and  care- 
less as  the  gentlemen  who  were  reputably 
Interested  in  the  TTorse  Shop  Copper  Min- 
ing company.  The  olpverest  iiart  of  the 
plot,  a  touch  rlslnp  to  the  level  of  genius, 
lay  in  the  fact  that  there  was  also  incor- 
porated, on  paper,  this  second  "Horse 
Shoe"  company,  with  a  New  Jer.sev 
charter,  and  its  only  mission  on  earth 
was  to  further  the  schemes  of  the  "Sick 
Engineer"    gang. 

This  device  caused  the  police  no  end  of 
trouble  and  perplexity,  for  when  the  con- 
spirators were  arrested  In  Baltimore    last 
year,  they  were  able  to  set  un  a  defense 
that    made   conviction    impossible   at    that 
time.     It  was  alleged  that  the  victim  had 
been  the  loser  .solely  bv   hl.s  own   blunder 
in    buying   stock    of    the    "sick    engln'»er." 
which  stock  was  not  that  of  the  company 
I  from  which  he  had  received  the  glittering 
I  promises.      It    Is    not    impo.sslble    that    an 
!  eager    Investor,    dazzled    by    the    sight    of 
quick    profits,    should    have    confused    thf^ 
"Horse    Shoe    Copper    Mining    company" 
I  with  the  "Horse  Shoe  Mining  company." 
I     On  the  surface  of  thing.'?,  the  victim  had 
no    redress,    for   he    could   not    prove    thn. t 
the   officers    of    the    "Horse    Shoe    Copper 
Mining     company"    had    any      connection 
with  the  swindle.

Thty 
were  prepared  and  eager  to  take  advant- 
age of  t/ie  distress  and  emergencies  of 
other  men,  and  by  sharp  dodges  of  their 
own  to  reap  hug.-  profits.  They  were,  in 
a  measure,  overmatched  at  their  own 
game.

Acts  of  vandalism,  either  intentional  or 
through  thoughtlessness  have  caused 
damage  to  the  St.  Louis  river  bridge  on 
the  Miller  trunk  road  tliat  may  have  seri- 
ously weakened  the  structure  and  will 
cause  a  heavy  expen^se  to  repair  it. 

Commissioner  Edward  Patterson,  of  the 
county  board,  and  Superintendent  of 
Roads  John  Armstrong,  have  just  re- 
turned from  a  trip  over  the  road.  They 
found  that  some  perstsn  or  persons  have 
been  making  targets  of  the  steel  plates 
or  hangers  on  the  St.  Ix»uis  river  bridge, 
that  su-spend  the  floor  of  the  structure 
irom   the   overhead  truss. 

Itifles  loaded  witli  steel  bullets  have  evi- 
dently been   the  cause  of  tlie  damage    the 
plates   being  found   perforated  in   over  hW 
places.      Some   of    ihe    throe-eighitis    inch  , 
steel  plates  have  as  high  as  seven  or  eight  ■ 
bullet    holes,     the    gun    being    discharged 
so   close    that   the   steel   bullet   after   p^r-  ' 
forating    on^    plate    severely    dented    the ' 
adjoining  plate.  | 

While  the  presence  of  a  few  bullet  holes  I 
in    the   steel   plates   would    not    seemingly  j 
be   of  .serious  damage,   one  of  tiie  bridge 
constructors  has   informed  Mr.    Patterson  |

For  Tuberculin  Test. 

.Mthougli  the  board  of  iioalth  iliscussed 
the  question  at  its  monthly  meeting  yes- 
terday, no  decisive  action  was  taken  in 
regard    to    tlie    tuberculin    test    of    dairy 

cattle.  Action  will  be  deferred  until  the 
board  has  more  money  at  its  disposal  to 
carry  out  its  plans.  The  Koch  milk  test 
therefore  Is  not  compul.sory.  but  dairy- 
men  may   use   tuberculin  at  option. 

Inspector  I.,angsiow,  who  went  to  the 
Twin  Cities  to  prepare  liimself  to  make 
these  tests,  said  that  he  was  ready  to 
begin  work  wliene\er  ordered.  He  has 
\olunteered  to  do  the  work  officially  for 
llie  dairymen  at  their  expense.  The  tuber- 
culin test  is  a  preventltive  against  tuber- 
culosis infection  through  milk.  The  tem- 
peraluro  of  the  d.ilry  cattle  is  taken 
three  times  the  first  day  of  the  test  and 
a  serum  known  as  Koch's  tuberculin  is 
injected.  If  the  animal  shows  symptoms 
of  a  feverish  condition  it  is  condemned, 
(|uarantined  and  killed.

"If  a  wagon  is  on  the  track  In  front  of 
the  oar  ilio  hor.ses  .are  made  to  go  aside  by 
electric  force.  When  tho  oar  gets  within 
fifty  feet  of  a  wogan  the  current  catches 
the  horses'  feet,  turns  them  off  toward 
the  right,  and  before  the  dri\er  can 
protest  tho  horses  are  <.-lear  of  tho 
tracks.  In  case  of  a  blockade  the  cars 
stop  themselves,  as  tho  electricity  Is  so 
arranged  that  if  another  .iiipnratus  of  the 
same  kind  is  at  a  standstill  ahead  the 
car    necessarily    stops. 

"Who  collects  the  fares?  Why.  that's 
the  simplest  part  of  the  new  cars.  An 
electric  arm  is  placed  over  the  step  at 
the  phitform.  It's  easy  to  lift  the  arm 
to  get  off.  but  a  nickel  must  be  placed  In 
a  groove  In  the  arm  before  one  can  get 
on.  The  nickel  placed  in  tho  groove,  tho 
arm  contr.acts.  opening  up  spiice  for  one 
or  more  persons  to  get  on.  It  drops  sud- 
dontly  and  with  groat  force,  and 'anyone 
caught  underneath  trying  to  get  on  with- 
out paying  his  nickel  is  given  a  turrlble 
shock  and  hurled  back  to  the  street  again. 
"But  tho  nio.st  miraculous  part  of  the 
iicw  cars  is— Oh.  but  here's  Craig  .«treet. 
.\  transfer,  please."  and  seizing  tlio  ploc« 
of  paper  he  darted  off  the  car,  leaving 
the  conductor  In  such  amazement  that 
he  called  out  "Brady  street"  Instead  of 
the  street  at  whii:h  the  car  was  at  a 
stand-still. 

When  the  conductor  pulled  himself  to- 
gether tho  other  passengers,  many  of 
whom  had  rlddon  pa.st  their  street  to  hear 
the  end  of  tho  narrative,  were  giving  vent 
to  their  pent-up  merriment.  Then  the 
conductor  said  something  that  sounded 
like   "liar  "   and   tlie   incident    was  cloaed.

POLICE  BUSY 
IN  OCTOBER 


Acts  of  vandalism  either  intentional  or 
through  thoughtlessness  have  caused 
damage  to  the  St.  Louis  river  bridge  on 
the  Miller  trunk  road  tliat  may  have  seri- 
ously weakened  tho  structure  and  will 
cause  a  heavy  expen»sc  to  repair  it. 

Commissioner  Edward  Patterson,  of  the 
county  board,  and  Superintendent  of 
Road.s  Jol-.!i  Armstrong,  have  just  re- 
turned from  a  trip  over  the  road.  They 
found  tiiat  some  person  or  persons  have 
Uecii  makmg  targets  ut  the  steel  plate.i 
or  hangers  on  the  St.  Louis  river  bridge, 
that  suspend  the  floor  of  the  structure 
irom    tho   overhead   truss. 

Kiflcs  loaded  with  steel  bullets  have  evi- 
dently been  the  cau.se  of  t!;e  damage,  ino 
plates  being  found  perforated  in  over  1«W 
places.  Some  of  the  throo-elghiiis  inrh 
.steel  plates  liave  as  high  as  seven  or  eight 
bullet  holes,  the  gun  being  discharged 
so  close  that  the  steel  bullet  after  per- 
forating on^  plate  severely  dented  the 
adjoining   plate. 

While  the  presence  of  a  few  bullet  holes 
in  tue  steel  plates  would  not  seemingl.y 
be  of  serious  damage,  one  of  ti»e  bridg"..- 
constructors  has  informed  Mr.  Patterson 
lliat  wlien  the  structure  was  put  up  liie 
tension  strain  was  figured  very  clo.se  and 
every  bullet  hole  that  has  be^ni  made  in 
tlie  steel  supports  has  weakened  ih^' 
strength  of  tiie  bridge.  Just  how  much 
this  Weakness  will  be  felt  remains  to  be 
.^een,  but  tliere  are  grave  fears  that  liie 
damage  already  dono  will  be  sufficient 
t'l  require  a  large  number  of  new  .steel 
plates  at  additional  expense  to  the  county. 

The  bridge,  by  reason  of  recent  repairs, 
is  comparatively  a  new  structure  and  lo- 
cated but  seven  miles  out  of  Eveleth  is 
on  a  heavily  used  higliway. 

Cnmniissioner  Patterson  is  inclined  to 
tiiii,k  tlie  damage  to  the  bridge  has  been 
done  by  ih.oughtless  hunters  who.  in  dis- 
puting (jver  the  penetrating  powers  of 
thtir  respective  weapons  have  been  ac- 
customeii  to  making  a  test,  using  tiie 
bridge  steel  as  a  target.  He  cannot  be- 
iic-\i-  that  there  is  anyijody  in  the  county 
wlio  could  have  so  low  a  purpose  as  to 
inieiitionally   weaken   the  big  bridse. 

At  any  rate  the  damage  has  been  done 
anil  it  is  undeistood  Ihat  at  the  next 
meeting  of  th.e  board  of  county  ci«mmi.^- 
siniifirs,  which  will  occur  Thursday,  of 
this  week,  a  reward  of  %'S>  will  lie  offered 
by  tile  county  for  the  apprehension  of 
the  perpetrators  of  the  damage  and  for 
evidence  sufficient  to  warrant  their  con- 
viction.

Of  these  classes  the  first  only  has  the  right  to  the 
full  payment,  the  payment  for  natural  invalidity,  for  old 
age,  and  for  non-accidental  death  being  reduced  one-half 
for  the  workmen  of  the  second  class,  and  completely  sup- 
pressed for  those  of  the  third.  The  employers  contrib- 
ute 120  hellers  per  workman  at  the  beginning  of  the  year, 
and  the  .states  gives  an  annual  fixed  subsidy  of  100,000

Chicago.  Nav.  3.— Four  severe  electrical 
disturbances,  one  following  the  other  so 
closely  that  In  some  parts  of  the  country 
they  seemed  as  one,  have  practically  held 
up  telephone  and  telegraph  business  In 
the  Cnlted  States.  Canada  and  Mexico 
for  more  than  forty-eight  hours,  and  ex- 
perts declare  that  similar  disturbances 
may  recur  at  frequent  Intervals  for  a 
week. 

The  cause  of  the  disturbance  lies  In 
some  law  of  nature  not  yet  known  to 
scientists.  It  is  definitelii  known  that 
tiie  aurora  borealis  and  ilie  aurora 
au.strails  are  in  some  way  connected 
with  the  'storm,"  and  the  fact  that 
scientists  have  found  that  the  aurora 
and  sun  spots  are  linked  together  by 
another  unknown  law.  Is  the  basis  of 
the  a.sserllon  that  the  sun  spots  are 
the  cause  of  the  present  <i»:turbance. 

Powerful  currents  during  the  last 
fortj-eight  hours  have  swept  In  circular 
waves  from  the  North  Pole  south  through 
Canada,  the  l.nited  States  and  Mexico. 
The  fact  that  tlie  greatest  disturbance 
was  observed  In  liegina,  in  the  North- 
west territory;  Helena,  Mont.;  Denver 
and  Trinidad,  Col.;  I>a3  Vegas.  N.  M. ; 
Kl  Pa.so,  Texas,  and  Guadalajara,  Mexi- 
co, and  that  all  of  these  cities  are  within 
a  few  miles  of  the  one  hundred  and  fifth 
meridian,  seems  to  indicate  that  the 
c<jurse  of  the  current  was  along  that  line. 
I  The  disturbance  was  not  so'  sovere  In 
Mexieo  as  in  Regina,  where  it  reached  lis 
maximum. 

From  tha  one  hundred  and  llfth  mer- 
idian the  current  radiated  east  and 
west  and  electrical  machinery  and 
Instrunu'nts  in  every  part  of  the  country 
were  moie  or  less  affected  l>y  It.  In  Chi- 
cago telegraph  and  long-uistance  tele- 
phone lines  were  seriously  interfered  with, 
and  wireless  telegraphy  was  almost  Im- 
possible. 

From  points  in  the  north  and  western 
parts  of  the  I'nlted  States  come  reports 
of  brilliant    display    of    the    northern 

lights,  and  even  in  Chlcapo  above  th-i 
smoke  of  the  city  a  faint  red  glow  hung 
In  thrt  northern  sky.  In  Siilt  Lake  City 
the  auror.a  was  mistaken  for  a  fire  north 
of  the  city  Saturday  morning  ajid  In  Du- 
iuth it  took  the  form  of  huge  wavins 
columns,  apparently  blown  by  the  wind. 

The  dlscturbance  first  manifested  Itself 
about  1:'$0  Saturday  morning  and 
it  continued  until  late  in  tlie  afternoon. 
The  climax  of  the  first  "storm"  came  at 
8:30  o'clock  In  the  morning  and  telegraph 
men'  In  Chicago  agree  that  It  was  the 
worst  In  years.  Toward  sun.set  the  waves 
became  less  frequent  and  in  some  parts 
of  the  coimtry  nearly  ceased  for  a  few 
hours.  During  the  evening  the  second 
"storm"  began  and  it  continued  all  night. 
A  third  severe  disturbance  was  felt, 
early  yesterday  morning.  Telegraph  llne.g 
coming  Into  Chicago  from  the  north  and 
northwest  were  most  affected.  Lines 
coming  from  southern  points  were  barely 
affected.  The  current  came  In  pulsations, 
gradually  becoming  strong  ana  then  di- 
minishing to  return  at  Intervals  ot  a  few 
minutes  or  seconds.  Thi-^  morning  there 
was  another  "storm,"  but  of  less  sever- 
ity. 

Extreme-s  of  heat  or  cold,  and  dense 
fogs  along  the  lines  frequently  cause 
trouble  for  telegraph  men,  but  It  Is  as- 
serted that  none  of  these  difficulties  is 
so  damaging  to  telegraphic  communica- 
tion as  the  .storm  now  In  progress. 

Scientists  have  recently  agreed  that 
.somewhere  In  the  universe  is  a  great 
fund  of  electrical  energy.  Occasionally 
this  energy  breaks  loose,  and  centering 
itself  on  the  earth  Indulges  In  freakish 
antics. 

Professor  E.  C.  Freeman,  a  head  of  the 
department  of  electrical  engineering  In 
Armour  Institute,  believes  that  the  dis- 
turbance Is  due  to  the  aurora  borealis, 
and  that  as  a  result  the  northern  lights 
will  be  visible  in  Chicago  for  several 
nights. 

"The  aurora  borealis  is  now  generally 
conceded  to  be  caused  by  electrical  dis- 
charges in  the  higher  atmosphere,"  sahl 
he,  "and  It  Is  known  to  be  la  some  way 
connected  with  the  sun  spots.  Just  what 
the  connection  has  not  been  determined. 
Theoretically  such  a  disturbance  as  that 
of  ve.sterday  If  Intensified  might  exter- 
minate all  life  on  the  face  of  the  earth, 
but  there  Is  little  likelihood  of  this.  Had 
the  currents  been  more  conthiuous  and  of 
a  slightly  higher  voltage  they  would  hav4

With  the  Russo-Chinese 

Troubles  In  Manchuria 

at  Present. 

Washington,  Nov.  3.— Sir  Chentung 
Liang  Cheng,  the  Chinese  niini;?ter  here, 
acting  under  instructions  from  his  gov- 
ernment at  Pekin.  has  been  jiarticu- 
larly  active  recently  in  the  effort  to  In- 
terest the  United  States  government 
in  China's  behalf  in  her  Maiuhurlan 
troubles. 

He  uas  at  the  state  government  yes- 
terday, in  pursuance  of  that  ol>ject.  It 
appears,  however,  that  Secretary  Ha> 
has  not  l)eeii  enal>U«l  to  hit  upon  any 
plan  of  action  that  would  promise  to 
serve  China  in  thi'<  nianner.  Theie  Ih 
no  que.^tion  that  the  events  reported 
aa  having  liappened  at  Mukden  regard- 
ing the  reoccupatlon  of  that  town  are 
not  looked  upon  with  friendly  eye.s  by 
the  ollicials  here,  but  so  long  ats  the 
iTiited  States  government  secures  and 
retains  trade  in  Manchuria  It  v%ill  not 
be  drawn  into  the  present  complicutlou 
of  the  present  situation. 

Immediately  after  his  visit  to  the 
state  departn:ent.  Sir  Liang  <able<1  to 
Pekin  the  answer  of  Secretary  Hay  lo 
China's  appejtl  for  as.si«»tance  in  check- 
ing Russia  in  Manchuria.  The  Pekin 
authorities  are  aware  by  this  time  that 
until  the  ratlficallon  of  the  Anierl<  an- 
Chinese  treaty,  whi<h  was  signed  on 
Oct.  S),  jiledging  to  tlie  world  the  open- 
ing of  Mukden  and  Ahtung.  it  will  be 
Impfi.ssible  for  this  government,  in  view 
of  traditional  policy  of  steering  <  lear  of 
forelHii  alliances  to  pi-otest  against 
Russia's  continued  occupation  of  Maji- 
churia. 

It  has  been  pointed  out  to  China  that 
although  the  sy^npathy  of  the  rnlle<l 
States  is  hf'is  the  time  for  American 
Interference  has  not  yet  come.  It  1« 
expected  that  the  commercial  treaty, 
whlfh  should  arrive  In  We^lilngtou 
this  week,  will  be  ratified  at  thr  'Xtra 
session  of  congress,  when  the  I'nlietl 
States  will  be  In  a  position  to  insiMt 
upon  a  strict  regard  for  her  treaty 
rights  t'liroughout  China. 

The  I'ekin  government  has  been  told 
that  infrit>gement  by  Russia  of  Ameri- 
can treaty  rights  In  Manchuria  will 
furnish  tho  Washington  go\eniment 
the  opportunity  for  at  least  a  reitera- 
tion of  its  desire  for  the  preservation 
of  the  integrity  of  ("'hlna. 

Japan,  it  was  learned,  has  instituled 
a  vigorous  investigation  reg.n<iip.g  the 
exte^nt  and  character  of  Uussla's  re- 
occupation  of  Mukden.

AN  ANCIENT 
SCHOOL  FOUND 

Unearthed  In  Perfect  Con- 
dition In  tlie  Baby- 
lonian Ruins. 

London.     Nov.      2.— The      details      have 
readied   London  of  an  interesting  discov- 
ery    amid    the   ruins    of    the     Babylonian 
town    of   Scippara.      Father     Schiel.      the 
French    archaeologist,     has    unearthed    a 
i  perfect    schoolroom,    with    materials      for 
I  writing    and    Instruction.      Lesson-s      were 
I  taught    and    learned    in    this    Babylonian 
1  .schoolroom   nearly    400<)   yeans    ago.    much 
I  like  today.     Where  Scipara  once  stood  is 
now  only  a  mound  of  earth  covered  with 
J  potsherds.      lieneath    the    surface    Father 
.Schiel   found   bits   of  walls   and   remnants 
I  of  houses  and  public  buildings.    The  most 
\  interesting  find   was    the  schools,    located 
I  in    a    house    opposite    the    temple.      Clay 
tablets,  the  predecessors  of  modern  slates. 
were  abundant.     One   tablet   bore   this   In- 
.scriptlon;     "He  who  distinguishes  himself 
in   the   school   of   writing  will  shine  even 
as  the  sun." 

The  schoolhouse  contained  seven  rooms, 
one  filled  with  clay  tablets,  arranged  in 
rej^ular  order.  Most  of  the  tablets  being 
unbaked  the  inscriptions  have  become  un- 
decipherable. Many  of  the  tablets,  how- 
ever. Were  in  as  perfect  condition  as 
i  when  they  were  laid  aside  forty  centuries 
i  ago  bv  childish  Babylonian  hands.  Some 
of  the"  tablets  contained  hymns  in  the  old- 
est Sumerian.  namely,  the  pre-Semitlc 
Turanian  language  of  Babylonia.  Others 
contained  primers;  dicllonarie.s  and  aritli- 
1  nutic  problems.  Some  of  the  tablets  had 
served  as  copybooks,  as  was  proved  by 
the  beautiiul  clearness  of  the  letters, 
rhey  were  used  for  cla.ss  exercises,  for  im 
seveVal  tablets  could  be  seen  how  pupils 
ha.l  .scratched  out  faulty  wriUng  and 
smoothed  the  clay  over  again  with  a 
stylus. 

Vll  dated  texts  Father  Schiel  found  bore 
the  name  of  King  Hammurabi,  about 
whom  the  recent  controversy  between 
Profe.ssor  Delltsch  and  the  Kaiser  arose. 
Wherefore  it  is  known  the  school  mu.st 
have  hti  n  used  as  late  a.s  twenty-one  cen- 
turies ago.  Despite  the  difficulties  of 
cuneiform  writing  the  tablets  show  the 
pupils  were  bright. 

Nothing    was    found    to    show    that    the 
mayor  of  Scippara  had  not  provided  room 
for    all    pupils   desiring    an 
ma  yors  of  more  modern 
to  do.

The    woman    re- 

ii-r  rtvil   nam.^.   and  .said 

her    nonj   de   plume    for 


AN  ANCIENT 
SCHOOL  FOUND 

Unearthed  In  Perfect  Con- 
dition In  the  Baby- 
lonian Ruins. 

London.  Nov.  S.— The  detail,^  have 
reached  London  of  an  Interesting  discov- 
ery amid  the  i  ulns  of  the  Babylonian 
town  of  Sclppara.  Father  Schlel.  the 
F'rench  arehaeologist,  has  unearthed  a 
perfect  schoolroom,  with  materials  for 
writing  and  Instruction.  I^essons  were 
taught  and  learned  in  this  Babylonian 
.sehoolr.)om  ne.irly  4(K)rt  year.s  ago.  much 
like  today.  Where  Sci[»ara  once  .stood  Is 
n.>w  onlv  a  mound  of  earth  ef)vered  with 
potsherds.  Beneath  the  surface  Father 
Schiel  found  bits  of  walls  and  remnants 
of  hou.ses  and  public  buildings.  The  most 
interesting  find  was  the  schools,  located 
In  a  hous.'  opposite  the  temple.  Clay 
tablets,  the  preilecessors  of  m.)dern  slates. 
were  abundant.  One  tablet  bore  this  In- 
.scrlptlon:  "He  who  distingulslies  himself 
in  the  sehool  of  writing  will  shine  even 
as   the  sun." 

The  schoolhou.-<e  contained  seven  rooms, 
one  filled  with  day  tablets,  arranged  in 
rei<ular  order.  Most  t)f  the  tablets  l»etng 
unbaked  the  inserlpllons  have  beiome  un- 
decipherable. Many  of  the  tablets,  how- 
ever, were  in  as  perfect  condition  as 
when  they  were  laid  aside  forty  centuries 
ago  by  childish  Babylonian  hamls.  S<mie 
of  tiie"  tablets  c.)ntained  hymns  in  tlie  old- 
est Sumerian,  namely,  the  pre-Semitlc 
Turanian  language  of  Ral>yloni.i.  Others 
e.intaini-d  i)rinieis.  dl.-llonarie-s  and  arith- 
metic problems.  Some  of  the  tablets  had 
I  served  as  e.ipybouks,  as  was  proved  by 
the  beautiiul  .-learness  of  the  letters. 
I'hey  were  used  for  cla.ss  exercises.  f.)r  on 
I  several  tablets  could  be  .seen  Idw  pupils 
ha.l  scratched  out  faulty  wriUng  and 
smoothed    the    clay    over    again      with     a 

Vlldatcil  texts  Father  Schlel  found  bore 
the  name  of  King  Hammurabi,  about 
whom  the  recent  controversy  between 
ProfH.ss.)r  Delltseh  and  the  Kai.^er  arose. 
Wherefiue  it  is  known  the  school  must 
have  iKen  used  as  late  a.s  twenty-one  cen- 
turies ag.>.  Despite  the  difficulties 
cuneiform  writing  the  tablets  show 
pu[)ils  weie  bright.

Foreign    consumers    have   been    tending  '  to   l»e    Sioux   from   the   Pine   Hidge   and 

Rosebud  agencies  in  South  Dakota. 

They  have  been  hunting  in  Converse 
county,  Wyomijig,  in  violation  of  the 
game  laws  of  the  state.  Sheriff  Miller, 
with  a  pos.'^i  went  to  the  scene  uf  their 
depredatioi,^  li^t  Saturday  to  arrest 
the  Indians.  The  Indians  had  received 
warning  of  the  coming  of  the  whites, 
and  prepared  an  ambuscade  for 
them. 

The  po.sse  would  have  been  entirely 
annihilated  but  for  the  fact  that  tiiey 
were  proceeding  cautiously  and  weie 
in  a  measure  prepared  for  some  trick 
on  the  part  'of  the  Indians. 

At  the  first  volley-  from  the  Indians, 
Sheriff  Miller  and  his  deputies  hctstily 
ran  to  cover  and  then  ensued  a  genuine 
Indian  fight.  The  whites  found  refuge 
behind  the  trees  and  bonders. 

It  is  thought  that  at  least  six  In- 
dians were  killed  and  several  others 
wounded,  among  the  latter  being  Eagle 
P^eather.  a  sub  thief.  The  batte  lasted 
almost  an  hour,  when  the  Indians  be- 
gan to  make  their  e.scape  by  ones  and 
twos  on  horseback.  They  carried  their 
dead  and  wounded  v.'ith  them,  and  are 
now  believed  to  be  well  on  their  way 
to  the  "Bad  Lands"  in  Nebraska. 

The  officers  did  not  attempt  to  fol- 
low, but  sent  a  courier  to  Dusk,  the 
nearest  telfgraph  office,  with  a  message 
to  Governor  Chatterton,  apprising  him 
of  what  had  occurred. 

The  news  of  the  battle  spread' rapidly 
and  every  ranchman  for  miles  .iround 
armed  hiniself  and  joined  one  of  the 
numerous  posses.  The  governnor 
wired  the  i'lterior  department  at  Wash- 
ington that  the  Indians  must  be  imme- 
diately arre.'-ted. 

For  the  past  two  weeks  the  Indians 
have  been  in  Northeastern  "Wyoming 
slaughtering  game  in  violation  of  the 
laws.  In  addition  the  settlers  have 
been  complaining  bitterly  that  the 
Indians  have  been  killing  and  stealing 
their  cattle.  Settlers  warned  the  lead- 
ers of  the  baud  to  leave  the  country, 
but  the  redskins  only  laughed  at  them. 
They  claimed  that  the  government 
had  so  reduced  the  amount  of  the  ra- 
tions that  they  were  forced  to  kill 
game  to  keep  from  starving.  Charlie 
Carries  Elk  openly  declared  that  if  he 
and  his  followers  were  driven  too  far 
they  would  fight.

TWO   BIG  BOATS   ASHORE. 

Buffalo,  Nov.  3.— In  a  dense  fog  that 
prevailed  over  Lake  Erie  at  dusk  last 
night  two  big  lake  boats  ran  ashore  on 
the  Canadian  side  near  Point  Abino.  They 
are  the  Mataafa  and  the  G.  W.  Wat«on. 
The  former  is  owned  by  the  United  States 
Steel  corporation  and  has  on  board  the 
largest  cargo  of  grain  ever  carried  by  yne 
boat  between  Ohicago  and  Buffalo.  The 
cargo  approximates  294  oiX)  bushels.  The 
Watson  is  owned  by  J.  C.  Gilchrist  of 
Cleveland. 

The  boats  were  close  together  when 
they  ran  aground.  The  fog  was  so  dense 
that  it  was  impossible  to  see  twenty  feel 
away  from  the  bridge.  Each  could  hear 
the  otlier's  whistle  and  both  boats  had 
slowed  down  to  avoid  a  collision.  The 
^Vatson  struck  the  beacli  first  and  al 
once  sounded  a  warning.  It  was  too  lale 
to  save  the  Mataafa,  however,  and  in  a 
few  moments  she  was  also  hard  aground.

Reports  frrtm  Port  Arthur  slate  that 
the  water  al  the  dock  of  the  big  elevator 
at  Fort  William  is  so  sliallow  that  the 
boats  cannot  get  close  enough  to  the 
elevator   to  Ipad. 

The  bi«  Canadian  steamer  Rosemount 
Is  said  to  have  commenced  loading  at 
this  elevator,  but  was  compelled  to  go 
to  Port  Arthur  to  flnisli,  on  account  of 
the   shallow   water. 

The  channtil  at  this  point  was  recently 
dredged  to  a  depth  of  JO  feet,  but  since 
that  time  the  earth  at  the  side  is  believed 
to  have  washed  down,  until  the  water  is 
less   than    1.")   feet   in    depth. 

The  crijipling  of  this  elevator  v/ill  have 
a  serious  effect,  as  the  great  bu-k  of  the 
wheat  wiiieh  has  come  from  the  West  to 
Fort  William  is  stored  in  elevator  K. 
This  is  due  to  a  fight  between  the  Cana- 
dian Pacific  railway  and  the  Insurance 
companies.  The  latter  have  refused  to 
Insure  grain  in  wooden  elevators,  and  all 
grain  in  store  has  been  moved  to  the 
tanlis  where  it  is  insured  by  the  railway. 

A  dredge  will  be  placed  at  elevator  l-.i 
at  once,  to  deepen  the  channel  to  the  re- 
quired depth.

The  goats  will  be  of  the  finest  .-Xngfira 
breed,  and  will  be  kept  on  a  5o00-acre 
ranch,  already  purchased  in  the  Ozark 
mountains,  near  St.  Louis.  It  is  expected 
that  the  company  will  be  in  operation 
prior  to  the  opening  of  the  exposition,  and 
an  extra  effort  will  be  made  to  acom- 
plish  this.

— At  8  oVlotk  this  i 
morning  the  returns  from  254  precincts 
of  the  308  in  Baltimore  city  have  been 
counted,  and  these  show  a  majority  of  i 
4842  for  Edwin  Warlleld,  Democrailc 
candidate  for  governor.  It  is  quite 
certain  that  the  returns  from  the  le- 
maitiing  precincts  will  increase  this 
lead.  Complete  returns  have  not  been 
received  from  any  one  of  the  twenty- 
three  Maryland  counties,  but  the  re- 
turns received  Indicate  that  there  will 
be  a  Democratic  majority  of  1:000  in  the 
counties,  and  that  Warfield's  plurality 
III  the  city  and  county  will  probably 
reach  7000. 

The  Democrats  in  Baltimore  city  elect 
their  entire  local  ticket,  including  three 
sui>reme  judges,  three  orphans  court 
judf;es.  court  clerk  and  sheriff.

Washington,  Nov.  4. — Vice  I'nited 
States  Consul  Ehrman,  at  Panama, 
cables  the  state  department  under  to- 
day's date  that  the  Colombian  gcvern- 
ment  warship  Bogota  is  shelling  the 
city.  Eleven  Chinamen  have  been 
killed. 

If  the  consul's  protest  is  not  sulllcient 
the  commander  of  the  L'nited  States 
steamer  lioston,  which  by  this  time  is 
on  her  way  to  Panama  from  San  Juan 
liel  Sur,  600  miles  distant,  w  ill  promptly 
seize  the  Colombian  gunboat  if  neces- 
sary to  stop  the  bombardment. 

This  bombardment  is  in  violation  of 
all  the  rules  of  war,  beginning  as  it 
did  without  the  requii'ed  notice.  More- 
over, the  I'nited  States  government 
takes  the  ground  that  it  certainly  in- 
terferes with  the  freedom  of  tiansit 
acro-ss  the  isthmus,  which  this  govern- 
ment is  in  treaty-bound  to  maintain. 

The  greatest  activity  was  exhibited 
in  the  state  and  navy  departments  this 
morning,  and  there  was  frequent  con- 
sultations between  the  officials,  the 
naval  officials  particularly  intent,  on 
vcrking  out  the  details  for  the  plan  of 
protection  of  the  isthmian  traffic  out- 
lined by  the  state  department. 

It  is  quite  evident  that  the  navy  is 
making  preparations  for  a  larger  dem- 
on.-^tration  in  isthmian  waters  than  it 
has  made  for  many  years,  and  the  fact 
is  not  disguised,  that  all  of  the  infor- 
mation that  has  come  from  the  secret 
agents  of  the  government  points  to  the 
ultimate  success  of  the  revolution.  Hut 
meanwhile  extremely  delicate  questions 
are  to  be  answered  for  the  occupation 
of  one  end  of  the  Panama  railroad  by 
the  government  force,  and  of  the  other 
end  by  the  revolutionists  makes  the 
situation  extremely  complicated.

their  way.  The  last  part  of  the  insi ruc- 
tions is  particularly  significant  a«  it 
forecasts  a  more  active  interposition 
by  the  I'nited  States  government  in 
the  troubles  on  the  isthmus  than  has 
perhaps  ever  before  been  displaye<l. 
1  These  orders  were  the  result  of  the 
conferences  that  were  held  last  night 
at  the  White  House,  between  the  presi- 
dent, Secretary  Hay  and  Assistant  Sec- 
retary I^oomis,  Acting  .Secretary  of  the 
Navy  Darling  and  Rear  Admiral  Tay- 
lor, chief  of  the  bureau  of  navigation. 
So  it  is  not  doubted  that  under  the 
authority  thus  conveyed  this  United 
States  naval  commanders  will  land 
marines  and  sailors  at  the  railroad 
termini;  indeed,  it  is  not  doubted  that 
Commander  John  Hubbard  of  the

Governor  (Jbaldo  and  a  few  others 
who  were  arrested  by  the  revolution- 
ists at   Panama  yesterday  are  still   in 


custody,  according  to  the  advices  re- 
ceived here.  No  bloodshed  resulted 
from  the  movement,  whi<'h  is  supported 
by  the  people  of  the  highest  intelligence 
and  wealth  at  Panama,  as  well  as  by 
the  troops  of  that  city. 

It  was  at  first  arranged  that  the 
revolution  should  take  place  at  2  p.  m. 
on  Wednesday,  but  when  a  telegram 
was  received  from  Colon  announcing 
that  Gen.  Tovar,  with  a  detachment  of 
500  troops,  had  arrived  there  from  .S<i- 
vanllla  on  the  cruiser  Cartagena,  some 
of  the  revolutionists  became  discour- 
aged and  it  seemed  likely  that  the 
movement  would  collapse.  The  more 
determined  leaders  of  the  revoution- 
ists.  however,  called  on  Dr.  Amador 
and  urged  taking  immediate  action, 
while  others  advised  postponing  the 
uprising.  But  Dr.  Amador  was  full  of 
enthusiasm  and  would  not  listen  to  any 
proposals  to  postpone  the  outbreak 
until  later  than  Tuesday  evening.  This 
was  the  situation  throughout  the  after- 
noon of  Tuesday,  when  all  the  revolu- 
tionists were  anxiously  avyaiting  for 
orders  from  Dr.  Amador.  Gen.  Tovar 
and  Gen.  Amaya,  who  arrived  here 
with  the  former  from  Colon,  the  gover- 
nor of  Panama  and  others,  were  aware 
of  the  situation,  and  they  went  to 
headquarters  of  the  battalion  of  the 
Colombian  garri.son  here,  believing  that 
they  could  prevail  on  the  soldiers  not 
to  take  part  In  the  movement.  The 
revolutionists  finally  dec  ided  on  5  p.  m. 
as  the  hour  to  proclaim  the  indepen- 
dence of  the  isthmus,  but  a  change  oc- 
curred in  their  plans,  and  word  vras 
sent  to  Santa  Ana,  where  more  than 
2000  men  had  congregated  for  the  revo- 
lutionists to  disperse  until  7  p.  m. 

They  were,  however,  already  march- 
ing towards  the  Plaza  Chlrlqul,  clieer- 
ing  enthusiastically  for  the  independ- 
ence of  t'ne  isthmus.  Thereupon  the 
signal  wa.^  given  to  Gen.  Huertas,  of 
the  revolutionary  forces,  who,  in  the 
name  of  the  republic  of  Panama,  ar^ 
rested  Gen.  Tovar  and  his  staff  and 
escorted  them  to  police  headquarters 
amidst  wild  cheering  for  the  new  re- 
public, for  Dr.  Amador  and  for  the 
other  leaders  of  the  revolution.

FRIGHTFUL  CRASH  ON

For    the ' 
distance  of  eight  blocks  there  is  a  de- 
scent of  about  thirty  degrees.    At  Sum-  i 
mit  street  the  first  car  had  stopped    to 
let  off  a  passenger,  when  the  gripman  : 
lost  his  hold  m  the  cable.    Immediately  | 
the    train   started   back,    gaining   great ; 
speed.    A  heavy  fog  made  it  impo.s:-ible 
to  see  a  blocii  ahead,  and  indesciibable 
confusion    ersued    among    the    passen- 
gers, dozens  of  whom   were  too  closely  , 
packed   Inside   the  closed   car  to   make  I 
a  move  to  save  themselves.     Several  on  j 
the   grip   car    and   many   among    those : 
on  the  platfo  ins  of  the  rear  car  Jumped 
and   escaped    with    but   slight    Injuries. 
When  the  train  had  reached  the  top  of 
the  viaduct   it   was  going  at  a  rate  of, 
perhaps    thirty    miles   an    hour.       Two 
blocks  away,  midway  down  the  incline, 
another  hea^ily  laden   train   was  mak- 
ing its   way  up  the  hill.     The  fog  was 
too  dense  for  either  crew   to  see     the 
other,  and  not  until  the  runaway  train 


was  within  a  few  feet  of  the  second 
train  did  those  on  the  latter  realize 
any  danger.  The  cai-s  came  together 
with  terrific  force,  throwing  the  pas- 
sengers In  all  directions,  several  beinjj 
thrown  over  the  viaduct  railing,  falllng^ 
twenty  feet. 

When  order  was  restored  and  the  in- 
jured removed  it  was  found  that  one. 
Miss  Emma  Homer,  a  clerk  from  Kan- 
sas City,  Kas.,  had  been  killed,  and 
nineteen  others  more  or  less  seriously 
hurt,  four  perhaps  fatally. 

W.  J.  LawFon,  gripman  of  runaway 
trajn,  hurt  internally,  serious:  Charles- 
Slack,  conductor  of  runaway  train,  hurt 
in  head,  serious;  W.  J.  Kunnell,  grip- 
man  of  second  train,  hurt  In  chest  and 
shoulder,  serious;  J.  A.  Lynch,  of  Wi- 
chita, Kas.,  fell  from  viaduct,  lightiiuf 
on  his  head,  serious;  Hammond  Wat- 
kins,  an  employe  of  the  Methodist  book 
concern,  probably  fatally  hurt. 

The  condu<'tor  of  the  seicond  trala 
escaped  Injury. 

Besides  the  iiineteen  more  or  less  ser- 
iously hurt,  twenty-two  others  received 
bruises  and  cuts.  It  was  a  long  tini* 
before  a  complete  list  of  injured  wa» 
secured,  as  many  of  the  less  serlot^sly 
hurt  either  left  the  scene  unaided  and 
failed  to  report  their  injuries,  or  vitrm 
taken  to  their  homes. 

Nellie  Luscombe,  aged  20,  a  dr>'  goods 
clerk,  died  of  her  injuries  about  noon.

Ottawa,  Nov.  4.— There  appears  to  be 
no  likelihood  of  a  speedly  abatement  of 
Canadian  resentment  against  Britain  ovjr 
the  Alaska  decision.  It  is  becoming  a 
disturbing  elament  in  the  present  political 
situation.  The  Conservative 
Canada  is  diligently  exploiting 
defeat  Viefore  the  boundary 
claiming  It  to  be  the  result  of 
iler  government's  blundering, 
proacn  of  the  general  election 
Dominion  is  thehefore  calculated  to  In- 
flame popular  irritation  over  the  matter. 

As  anotlier  outi-ome,  the  declaration  of 
Sir  Wilfred  Laurier  that  the  time  1h  at 
hand  for  Canada  to  demand  from  the 
mother  cotuitry  the  right  to  make  lijr 
own  treallis  Is  also  taking  form  as  a 
parl;y  question.  This  is  regarded  in  many 
Quarters  as  Ijeing  a  long  step  t<jwards  a 
quiet  seces!*ion  from  the  crown,  and  V"on- 
gervatlves  will  probably'  again  raise  the 
loyalty  cry  against  tiieir  rixals.  But  tile 
temper  of  the  Canadian  people  today  is 
not  what  it  was  some  years  ago  wiien 
th^  late  Sir  John  Macdonald  swept  tue 
country  over  this  same  election  cry.  The 
boundry  award  has  strained  the  senti- 
ment of  loyalty  in  most  Canadians  to  the 
breaking  point;  particularly  has  their 
anger  been  aroused  at  the  contcmptj- 
ous  indifference  which  Britisn  opinion 
treats  the  surrender  of  the  two  islands 
at    the  moutli   of  the   Portland   canal. 

There  is.  however,  no  stronger  feeling 
manifested  against  the  F'nited  Slates 
other  than  that  which  naturally  cornea 
to  the  unsuccessful  suitor  in  any  ordin- 
ary contest  at  law  in  respect  to  his  suc- 
cessful opponent.  The  more  the  matter 
is  dispassionatelj-  considered,  the  more 
are  leaders  of  public  opinion  in  Canada 
becoming  convinced  that  the  American 
contention  whs  the  strongest.  Sir  Sand- 
ford  Fleming;.  Of  this  city,  who  is  an 
authority,  and  who  properly  reflects  the 
llg'iit  in  which  purbJi>  opinion  is  gradually 
coming  to  vijfW  the  mater  in  respect  to 
th*  Cniied  State.s,   says:

New  lork,  Nov.  4.— In  the  fourthcomlng 
Issue  of  the  Independent,  Felix  Ziem,  the 
French  artist,  relates  the  alleged  circum- 
stances under  wiilch  Chopin  wrote  his 
"Funeral  March."  He  savs  it  was  writ- 
ten In  his  studio  In  1S40.  Parts  of  tlic  fur- 
niture of  this  studio  were  a  piano  and  a 
human  skeleton.  He  says  in  his  account: 
it  happened  on  a  iJay  which  since  be- 
came histotlc.  1  had  invited  a  friend  or 
two  to  dine  with  me.  After  the  meal 
some  other  frlen<ls  Joined  us  in  my  studio. 
I  may  mention  iMievaller  de  Valdrome, 
l.udre.  De  Polignac,  the  musician;  Chopin 
and  Ricard.  who  had  painted  my  por- 
trait. We  were  a  gay  party  and  prolonged 
»ur  'causerle'  into  tlie  small  hours  of  the

The  Bowers  murder  case,  tried  here 
in  circuit  court  before  Judge  Dick  last 
December,  created  the  greatest  inter- 
est of  an.v  trial  in  many  years.  Throe 
panels  of  talesmen  v  ere  exhausted  be- 
fore a  Jury  Avas  secured  and  the  case, 
which  looked  oie-sided  ut  the  start, 
beeame  hard  foug^ht  and  points  came  up 
during  the  trial  ;vhich  entirely  changed 
the  aspect  of  t:.  The  history  of  the 
killing  of  George  Bowers,  .<r.,  said  to 
have  been  done  by  his  son.  the  prisoner, 
was  harrowing  i  i  txtreme,  and  through 
it  all  Bowers  sat  unmoved. 

It  was  not  until  the  jury  lair.e  In  and 
announced  a  verdict  of  guilty  thai  the 
defendant  gave  way.  When  he  was 
brought  into  court  for  his  sentence  11 
took  .six  men  to  hold  him  and  to  all 
appearances  he  was  a  raving  maniac. 
He  wanted  to  fight  the  Judge  and  ask<'d 
T.  E.  Kyan,  who  was  inside  the  bar 
railing,  to  get  up  and  say  a  few  words 
fur  him. 

When  Bowers  was  taken  to  Waupun 
an  Immense  croad  congregated  at  the 
Milwaukee  depot  to  see  him  off.  He 
was  good  natuied,  and  the  last  that 
Waukesha  saw  of  him  was  as  he  stood 
on  the  train  plaitorm  waving  his  man- 
acled hands  an<j  shouting:  "cJood-bye, 
boys,  I'm  all  In.  '

placing ine  performer  himself,  sat  down 
on  the  stool.  Th«-  first  chords  that  he 
struck  were  with  skeleton  on  his  knees, 
but  warming  to  his  tlieme,  he  let  it  clat- 
ter to  the  floor.  Deep  silence  fell  on  us. 
It  was  the  'Funeral  March  he  was  play- 
ing. There  Is  no  need  for  me  to  enlarge 
on  the  anplause  which  greeted  Chopin  at 
its  conclusion.  We  knew,  and  he  knew, 
he  had  compo.sed  a  masterpiece.

WAS  A  WARM  MONTH. 

Temperature  In  October  Three 
Decrees  Above  Normal. 

October,  1903,  proved  to  be  a  much 
warmer  month  than  the  average  lor 
the  past  thirty-three  years. 

The  records  of  the  local  weather  bu- 
reau show  that  the  average  tempeia- 
ture  for  the  month  was  48  degrees, 
while  the  mean  average  for  the  past 
thirty-three  years  is  45  degrees,  or  3 
degrees  less  than  the  average  for  last 
month. 

The  warmest  month  in  the  history  of 
the  local  office  was  in  1900,  when  the 
average  temperature  was  54  degrees. 

The  prevailing  winds  were  from  the 
southwest,  the  highest  velocity  being

The  precipitation  for  the  month  was 
ZM  inches,  which  is  somewhat  more 
than  the  average,  which  is  2.66  Inches. 

During  the  month  there  were  thir- 
teen clear  days,  12  partly  cloudy  days 
and  6  cloudy  days.  There  were  live  kill- 
ing frosts  during  the  month.

The  younK  King  AIfon^^u  has  not  been 
on  his  thiuno  Iwu  years;  not  li,)ng  fn«<ui;.i 
t<j  make  his  i>iace  as  llie  ruler  ot  tlie  tur- 
bulent Sp;iiiisii  peojilf  either  stable  or 
generally  popular,  .says  the  IJrooklyn 
Kagle.  ile  Is  liked  by  his  people  becdu.se 
of  his  boyish  desire  to  promote  tlie  wel- 
fare of  the  lower  classes.  In  whose  sad 
ftatf.  both  moral  and  Jinancial,  In.-  takes 
a  deep  and  abiding  Interest  in  whose  sad 
liked  by  a  certain  elemi-nt,  powerful,  un- 
scrupulous, scheming,  which  has  for  gen- 
erations l)atteried  upon  the  superstitions 
of  the  Spanish  people.  The  king  openly 
declares  his  hostility  to  shams  and  the 
endle.ss  efforts  at  houdwinkin^  his  poor 
subjects.  lie  has  made  tummies  of  great 
bishops  by  his  straightforward  declara- 
tions that,  while  lie  is  in  favor  of  relig- 
ious fervor,  he  abhors  religious  shams: 
and  ho  lias  not  been  slow  in  exposing 
those  humbugs  about  saintly  gugaws, 
which  litter  Spain  almost  ankle  deep  from 
end  to  end.  Only  in  August  of  last  year  i  which  is  just 
the  young  king  paid  a  visit  to  Oviedo  ■  to  l)e  the  onl 
cathedral  and  was  duly  shown  the  relies 
Tind  pewels.  Among  these  latter  was  the

troops. 

It  was  found  that  the  laws  of  many  states  are  very 
lax  in  the  matter  of  punishment  for  the  failure  to  attend 
drills.  It  is  proposed  that  any  officer  who  shall  have 
been  absent  without  leave  for  a  period  of  six  months  or 
more  shall  at  once  be  dismissed  by  the  governor.  It  is 
also  proposed  to  denounce  as  a  deserter  any  member  of 
the  militia  ordered  out,  who  volunteers  or  is  drafted, 
who  does  not  appear  at  the  time  and  place  designated 
by  his  commanding  officer  within  twenty-four  hours  of 
such  time  and  to  punish  him  according  to  the  articles  of 
war  of  the  United  States.  The  only  excuse  accepted 
for  such  a  failure  shall  be  a  certificate  of  physical  dis- 
ability from  a  physician  in  good  standing. 

The  war  department  wants  the  states  to  legislate  so 
that  the  articles  of  war  for  the  United  States  army  shall 
extend    to    the    state    troops    whenever    any    portion    of 
militia   shall   be   on   duty  to   suppress   a   riot,   tumult  or 
other  disturbance  of  the  peace.     It  is  proposed,  however, 
,  that  the  death  sentence  shall  not  be  inflicted  except  in 
I  time    of   actual    war,    invasion    of    insurrection,    declared

about  21,000,000  taels,  those  frotn  Russia  being  valued 
at  less  than  3,400,000  taels.  Briefly,  in  the  last  year  of 
which  the  completed  figures  are  at  hand,  the  exports  of 
Russia  to  Chint  were  only  one-seventh  of  the  value  of 
those  of  the  United  States.  Of  course  Russia  has  not 
invested  between  $200,000,000  and  $300,000,000  in  the  de- 
velopment of  Manchuria  to  content  herself  with  selling 
China  $2,000,000  or  $3,000,000  worth  of  goods.  She  as- 
pires to  control  the  trade  of  China,  to  dominate  Chinese 
consumption  of  foreign  goods. 

That  .Mukden  in  Mancluiria  will  be  an  open  port  for 
the  United   States,   there   can   be   no   doubt.     China   has 
granted  it,  and  Russia  has  said  she  would  offer  no  op- 
position to  China's  action  in  that  province.     If  she  does—

Interest  in  the  elections  all  over  the 
country  ran  high  in  Duluth.  All  of  last 
evening  and  late  into  the  night  poli- 
ticians, business  men  and  citizens  gen- 
erally filled  the  various  places  where 
election  returns  were  received,  waiting 
eagerly   for   results.

Among  the  Republicans,  while  there 
was  satisfaction  over  the  results  in 
Ohio,  Massachusetts,  Iowa  and  Nebras- 
ka, there  was  considerable  gloom  over 
the  overwhelming  defeat  in  New  York 
city.  It  was  generally  believed  by 
Duluth'  Republicans  that  the  result 
would  be  a  close  one,  especially  by 
those  who  have  grown  to  place  con- 
fidence in  the  New  York  Herald's  esti- 
mate, which  was  that  Low  would  win 
by  something  more  than  30,000  votes.

Washington,  Nov.  3.— (Special  to 
The  Herald.)— The  New  York 
Avenue  Pre.«byterian  church,  the 
"Church  of  the  Presidtnts,"  as 
it  is  known  because  of  the  large 
luiMiber  of  presidents  who  have  wor- 
shipied  there,  will  soon  observe  its 
lOOth  auniver.sary  \\\i\\  a  celebration 
that  will  be  of  inu(  h  hi-storic  interest. 
This  oelt'biati(ui,  which  will  be  held 
during  the  week  of  Nov.  1."),  will  include 
historic  addresses  by  men  cunsiiieuous  j 
In  national  affairs,  a  historian  of  na- 
tional itputation,  and  ministers  who  j 
hold  high  I'tisltliins  in  the  organization  1 
<'f  the  l're.><b.vt('rian  church  of  the  Unit- 
ed States.  There  will  also  be  an  ex- 
hibit of  the  church  records  and  other 
manuscripts,  publications  and  objects  ' 
of  historic  value  identified  with  the 
(  hurchs  organization  and  development. 
This  celebration  is  expected  to  bring 
to  Washington  a  large  gathering  of 
people  interested  in  church  work  and 
church  history  from  ail  parts  of  the 
country. 

The  New  York  Avenue  Presbyterian 
chun  h  dates  its  oripin  from  the  organ- 
ization of  the  F  Street  Presbyterian 
church  in  1803.  The  pastor  of  tliat 
chur(  h  was  the  Itev.  Mr.  Lowrie,  a 
clerk  in  the  treasury.  In  ISl'O  the  Sec- 
ond Pr*-sbyterian  church  was  organized. 
The  <  ongregation  met  in  a  corridor  of 
the  old  navy  department  building, 
which  was  offered  free  of  charge  for 
that  purpose.  On  Saturday  afternoon.-?, 
after  the  clerks  had  left  the  building, 
(hairs  were  placed  in  the  corridor  for 
the  wiiishipers  and  they  were  removed 
early  Monday  morning.  Later  the  F 
Street  church  and  the  Second  church 
were  consolidated  into  the  New  York 
Avenue  Presbyterian  church.  The  rec- 
ords of  the  tliree  churches  show  that 
they  have  had  as  worshii)ers  a  long  list 
of  statesmen  and  that  they  were  aided 
by  some  of  the  distinguished  men  In 
this  country's  history.  John  Qulncy 
Adams  was  identified  with  the  Second 
Presbyterian  church  and  once  rescued 
It  from  bankruptcy.  The  congivgati<  n 
hud  started  to  build  a  new  church  on 
the  site  now  occupied  by  the  New  York 
Avenue  Presbyterian  church,  which 
had  been  purchased  by  Nicholas  Blddle, 
president  of  the  famous  Bank  of  the 
United  States.  The  walls  were  con- 
structed  and    fi:\rt   of   the   roof   put   on 


when  the  money  gave  out.  The  con- 
tractors demanded  payment,  and  after 
endeavoring  unsuccessfully  to  raise  thc- 
mont-y  elsewhere,  the  finance  cominittefc 
went  to  .Mr.  Adams,  then  secretary  of 
state  under  President  James  Monroe, 
and  he  iinmedi;itely  responded  to  then- 
appeal  for  aid.  About  twenty-two 
years  afterwards,  and  just  before  Mr. 
Adams'  death,  the  congregation  paid 
him  back  and  presented  him  with  a 
pew  which  he  occupied  up  to  the  time 
of  his  death. 

£'resident  Andrew  Jackson  attendcsl 
the  second  church  and  flgiired  conspic- 
uously in  one  of  the  quarrels  of  the 
congregation.  It  was  over  Mrs.  Eaton, 
"Peggy  O'neil"  who  had  a  staunch 
friend  in  '•Ofd  Hickoi-y."  Th©  pastor, 
the  Kev.  Mr.  (^"ampbell,  a  young  man 
who  afterwards  olUained  considerable 
reputation  as  a  pulpit  orator  and  who 
had  a  church  in  Albany,  refused  to 
recognize  Mrs.  Eaton  and  on  ner  ac- 
count Mr.  Jackson  left  the  church  and 
never  went  back.  Among  the  other 
presidents  who  attended  the  two  older 
churches  and  the  New  York  avenue 
church  were:  James  K.  Polk,  Frank- 
lin Pierce,  James  Buchanan,  Abrahajn 
Lincoln  and  Andrew  Johnson.  The  pew 
ocupied  by  Mr.  Lincoln  has  never  been 
removed  from  the  New  York  avenue 
church  although  the  other  pews  have 
been  replaced  at  intervals  since  he 
worshipped  there.  It  is  well  to  the 
front  of  tiie  church.  It  is  small  of  dark 
oak  and  its  old  fashioned  apptarance 
is  in  striking  contrast  with  tlie  modern 
appointments  of  the  stately  interior. 
The  church  is  kept  open  during  certain 
hours  of  the  morning  and  many  strang- 
ers in  Washington  go  there  to  msp'ct 
the  Lincoln  pew.  It  will  be  made  a 
feature  of  the  celebration.  Among  the 
distinguished  men  who  worship  at  the 
New  York  avenue  church  are  Associate 
Jutice  Jc>hn  M.  Harlan,  of  the  supreme 
court,  who  is  an  elder  and  teacnes  a 
class  in  the   Sabbath  school;   Secretary 

AV'ilJlon  of  the  Agricultural  depari- 
ment,  Senator  Gorman,  of  Maryland, 
Senator  Burrows,  and  Senator  Alg*"- 
of  Michigan;  Senattor  Blackburn  of 
,  Kentucky,  and  other  members  of  con- 
gress and  government  offlcials.  The 
pastor  of  the  New  York  avenue  1  iiurcl. 
is  Rev.  Wallace  Radcliffe  who  is  well 
known  throughout  the  country  as  one 
of  the  foremost  orators  of  the  Pre:-^by- 
terian  church.  Under  his  pastorate  the 
church  has  prospered  until  now  It  Is 
stronger  than  ever  before  in  its  hls- 
,  tory.

Minneapolis,  Nov.  4. — The  usual  crop 
of  stories  that  follow  the  more  import- 
ant championship  games  are  at  hand, 
and  this  time  a  wail  is  heard  from  Ann 
Arbor,  the  stamping  grounds  of  the 
Michigan  eleven.  Uhaiges  of  assault 
and  battery  and  other  serious  accusa- 
tions have  been  made  against  the  Min- 
nesota team,  and  as  a  result  it  is  said 
that  Michigan  will  sever  relations 
with  the  (.ophers. 

The  charge  that  Minnesota  "slugged" 
and  played  rough  ball  is  denied  at  the 
ui:iversity.  Manager  Barnard  says  he 
saw  nothing  in  the  maroon  and  gohl's 
play  that  would  call  for  criticism  of  the 
nature  toming  from  ("oach  Yost's  men. 
The  fact  that  only  one  of  the  visitors 
was  forced  to  leave  the  game,  the 
manager  believes,  goes  far  to  show  that 
the  maize  and  blue  players  were  nut 
roughly  handled. 

Regarding  the  statement  that  indi- 
cations point  to  a  break  in  the  relation 
between  the  athletic  departments  of 
the  two  universities.  Manager  Barnard 
had  nothing  to  say.  He  said  nothing 
oHicial  had  been  rceived  from  Michi- 
gan, and  that  if  the  matter  was  to  be 
taken  up  by  the  athletic  board  it  would 
not  be  before  two  weeks  or  more.  The 
matter  of  arranging  a  game  for  next 
year  was  not  discussed  between  him 
and  Manager  Baird. 

Dr.  Williams  being  in  Fargo  with  the 
second  team,  no  statement  could  be 
secured  from  him.  W.  W^.  (Pudge) 
Heffelfinger,  who  assisted  In  the  coach- 
ing three  weeks  previous  to  the  Miciii- 
gan  game,  was  surprised  to  hear  that 
any  of  the  Michigan  men  made  accusa- 
tions of  rough  play  on  the  part  of  Min- 
nesota. He  dec  lared  that  it  was  not 
his  belief  that  Coach  Yost  himself 
made  any  charges  of  rough  play  or 
slugging.    Said  he: 

"It  was  not  a  rough  game  aojd  I  saw- 
no  rough  work  on  either  side.     It  was 
a     hard     played     game,  howevei-,     and  I 
both  teams  suffered      much      wear  and  • 
tear.     It  is  only  reasonable  that  some  ! 
of     the   players     should  have  received , 
bruises    in    such    a    contest.      Even      if 
every    man    to    have    played    fair    and 
square  and  strictly  according     to     the  1 
rules,    injuries    could     not   have     been 
a%  oided.

Nov.  i.—tn  response  to 
the  request  of  citizens  of  North  Da- 
kota, the  United  States  geological  sur- 
vey has  been  conducting  preliminary 
investigation  of  certaiu  sections  of 
that  state,  with  a  view  of  ascertaining 
the  advisability  of  constructing  iiriga- 
iion  works.  An  especially  ijiiportaiit 
plete  of  reconnaissaiKte  work  has  been 
completed  on  both  sides  of  the  Yellow- 
stone river  from  Olendlve^  Mont.,  to  its 
(onlluence  in  North  Dakota  wim  the 
Missouri. 

This    valley,    lying    in    Montana    and 
North    Dakota,    Is   described   as    jne   of 
the  prettiest    in    the   west,    with   a   soil 
of   unsurpas.sed   fe^rtility.    Just    back  of 
the   valley,    on   each    side   of   the    river, 
are  large  areas  of  grazing  lands.     Dur- 
ing  tlie   years   of   ample   rainfall,    large 
crops  are  grown   in   the  valley   without 
irrigation,    proving    the    productiveness 
of   the   soil.    Ordinary   seasons   are   too 
dry  for  sucessful  farming  without  irri- 
gation.    The    survey    was    started    op- 
posite-  Terry,    with    a    view    of    laking 
out  a  canal  at  that  jjoint  and  tuutuiu- 
ing    to    the    Missouri    river.     The    sur- 
vey  proved    that   nearly   as   much    land 
could  be  covered  at  much  less  cost  by 
I  taking  out  a  canal  near  Glendive. 
1     The      preliminary    survey     is    alnio.st 
lompleted,    and,      when    finished,      the 
practicability    of    the    project    w  til    be 
determined.        The    rapid     increase    ot 
settlers  in   the  western  or  arid  poriiun 
of  North  Dakota  In  the  last  three  years 
has  not  been  tmnotioevl  by   the  survey, 
whose  efforts  are  being  directed  to  se- 
cure for  them  an  ample  supply  of  v.a- 
ter    against    the    occurrense   of    insulh- 
clent    rainfall.    Owing    to    the    unusual 

problems  presented,  the  work  niuit 
necessarily  be  slow,  as  it  will  tequlre 
very  careful  consideration  of  methods 
and  cost. 

The  Missouri  river  is  the  principal 
source  of  water  for  thjj- region  in  which 
irrigation  will  be  regult'ed.  Owing  to 
Its  slight  fall  in  the-^,tate  gravity  ca- 
nals are  practically  "impossible  unless 
they  head  in  MontafiR.  •"  Such  pielim- 
inary  work  as  has  "be^  done  .ihowg 
that  such  diversion  Is  p'pssibl^  but  ex- 
pensive, and  only  de£ail(sd  surveys  can 
settle  the  cjue«tion  ot  its*  practicability.

N.  Y.,  Nov.  4.— Sixteen  men 
are  reported  dead  and  a  number  woun- 
ded as  a  result  of  a  series  of  explosions 
today  on  Tona  island.  In  the  Hudson, 
used  by  the  government  as  a.  store- 
house for  dynamite  and  powder.

The  explosion  was  heard  for  moiQ 
than  ten  miles.  The  Island  la  500  yards 
from  the  west  shore  of  the  Hud.son,  but 
rocks  and  dirt  were  hurled  to  the 
banks,  falling  on  the  tracks  of  me 
West-.^hore  railroad.  The  island  is 
eight  miles  above  Haverstraw,  V>ut  all 
connection  with  it  was  broken  by  the 
explos.ion. 

A  large  amount  of  explosives  for  the 
North  Atlantic  squadron  was  stored 
on  the  island  and  several  hundred  men 
were  stationed  there. 

The  blaze  and  noise  of  bursting  ex- 
plosives made  a  terrific  spectacle,  whicii 
was  watched  by  hundreds  of  iiersons  on 
this  side  of  the  river.  Four  years  ago 
the  government  purchased  the  entire 
island,  for  the  purpose  of  converting  it 
into  a  naval  magazine.  The  work  was 
begun  immediately  after  the  purchase 
and  was  in  progress  today.

In  m.v  opinion,  a  mistake  was  made  In 
precipitating  the  fight.  Would  recom- 
mend that  the  I'nited  States  attorney  of 
this  district  be  directed  to  act  on  behalf 
of  the  department,  and  ma.ke  a  thorough 
investigation.  Am  assured  by  officers  of 
this  county  that  no  further  trouble  will 
occur."

New   York,    Nov.    5.— An   alleged   plot 

whii  h  might  have  resulted  In  the  death 
of  Samuel  I>ewis,  a  clothing  manufac- 
turer in  Mercer  street,  has  been  dis- 
closed by  information  which  reachtd 
Distil,  t  Attorney  Jerome  a  few  days 
ago.  Kdward  Devau,  employe  of  a  i)ri- 
vate  detective  agencj-,  is  under  arre.-^t 
on  I  barges  of  attempting  to  commit 
grand  laneny.  assault  and  robbery. 
Miss  Ella  Eagan,  a  handsome  young 
etenogiapher,  al.so  is  in  the  hands  of 
the  iioli<e.  She  is  being  held  in  the 
house  of  detention  as  a  witness  charged 

with  having  knowledge  of  the  plot. 

Several  days  ago  Walter  Nelson 
railed  upon  the  district  attorney  and 
deelaied  he  had  information  of  a  plot 
to  rob  Mr.  Lewis.  Nelson  said  he  was 
employed  by  a  private  detective  con- 
tern,  and  that  Devau,  a  clerk  in  the 
office,  had  tried  to  hiri-  him  to  assault 
Lewis-.  Agents  of  the  district  attorney 
took    the    matter    in    charge.      Nelson 


was  instructed  to  accept  the  proposi- 
tion. He  managed  so  well  that  one  of 
the  county  detectives  was  taken  into 
the  scheme.

Western  roads  which  last  June  sold 
tickets  from  points  in  the  Northwest  to 
New  York  based  on  a  St.  Paul-New

Gives  the  Rate. 

The  Burlington  road  has  announced 
that  it  will  grant  homeseekers  a  spe- 
cial rate  of  one  and  one-third  for  the 
round  trip  from  points  in  the  Dakolas 
and  Minnesota  to  points  in  Iowa  and 
Missouri,  including  Missouri  river 
lioints. 

The  tickets  will  be  good  going  until 
Dec.  15  and  returning  until  April  1.5. 
With  this  announcement  the  Burlington 
Joins  with  the  Great  Northern,  Northern 
i'acilic  and  Soo  roads  in  granting  the 
extension  in  homeseekers'  rates.  It 
was  thought  that  none  of  the  roads 
would  act  with  the  Great  Northern. 
Northern  Pacific  and  Soo  lines,  but  now 
that  the  Burlington  has  decided  in  fa- 
vor of  the  date,  it  Is  thought  that  the 
other  lines  will  follow  suit.

Berlin.  Nov.  5.— One  of  the  things  about 
which  a  visitor  to  Germany  has  to  be 
careful  is  the  choice  of  his  forms  of  ex- 
pression when  he  wishes  to  be  emphatic, 
as  the  natives  are  always  rushing  into 
court  with  actions  for  beleidigung.  which 
literally  translated,  means  imaginary  in- 
sult.

I  These  vaporous  masses  gather  gradu- 
ally in  that  altitude  where  there  is  no 
heat  except  as  their  slowly  augmenting 
volume  presents  increasing  resistance 
to    the   passing   streams   of   electricity, 

j  and  finally  the  masses  attain  such  den- 
sity that  the  degree  of  heat  becomes 
great  enough  to  cause  their  separation 
again.  The  process  of  separation  and 
of  gradual  cooling  is  as  slow  as  that  of 
accumulation;  when  a  certain  degree  of 
cold  is  reached  the  dispersion  ceases 
and  concentration  begins.  The  ar- 
rangement runs  in  periods  which  Mr. 
Young  thinks  extend  over  about  seven 
years,  though  he  has  not  yet  figured 
It  out  very  closely— seven  years  of 
plenty  closely  followed  by  seven  yearJ 
of    drought    and    famine. 

While  these  atmospheric  sun  spots, 
as  Mr.  Young  terms  them,  in  contra- 
distinction to  the  real  spots  on  the  sun, 
are  gathering,  and  especially  at  about 
the  climax,  great  meteorological  dis- 
turbances take  place  near  the  earth's 
surface  and  volcanic  commotions  con- 
vulse the  crust.

The  ground  is 
I  perpetually  frozen,  and  tlie  material  has  to  be  thawed 
i  before  it  can  be  worked.  By  adopting  hydraulic  methods 
I  splendid  results  have  been  obtained.

THE  POLITICAL  OUTLOOK. 

As  the  full  returns  of  Tuesday's  elections  are  studied, 
several  facts  stand  out  prominently.  First  and  foremost, 
it  is  apparent  that  New  York  is  likely  to  go  against  the 
Republicans  in  the  presidential  contest  next  year.

and  attract  the  favor  of  the  large  independent  vote  in 
the  country,  thej-  will  stand  a  good  chance  of  electing 
the  next  occupant   of  the   White    House.

A  NOVEL   PROVISION. 

The  feature  of  the  proposed  Cuban  treaty,  which  is 
to  be  acted  upon  at  the  special  session  of  congress, 
which  commits  the  United  States  to  maintain  its  existing 
sugar  schedule  for  five  years  after  granting  Cuba  a  re- 
duction of  20  per  cent,  is  a  novel  point  in  revenue  legis- 
lation. It  is  very  unlikely  that  there  will  be  any  re- 
duction of  the  sugar  duty  in  the  ne.xt  five  years,  what- 
ever the  clianges  of  parties  or  of  opinion  within  the  now 
dnminant  party.  .At  the  same  tim.e  it  will  prove  an  in- 
tere^ting  bit  of  diplomatic  history  to  pass  a  convention 
which  continues  for  a  definite  period  a  tariff  schedule. 
The  possibilities  under  such  an  arrangement  worked  on 
a  larger  scale  might  be  far-reaching.

The  final  figures  regarding  the  gold  and  silver  output 
of  the  United  States  for  the  year  1902,  complete,  are  now 
available  and  make  a  wonderful  showing,  the  total  coin- 
age value  being  $i5i,0(X),ooo  or  29  per  cent  of  the  world's 
production  of  the  two  metals.  In  the  figures  of  the  di- 
rector of  the  mint  the  total  f>i  gold  inined  in  this  country 
last  year  is  estimated  at  $80,000,000.  Colorado  still  holds 
the  lead,  with  an  aggregate  of  $^8,(X)0,ooo.  California  is 
second,  with  $i(),ooo,ooo.  Alaska  is  in  third  place,  with 
$8,000,000.  South  Dakota  is  not  far  behind,  its  total  al- 
most reaching  $7,000,000.  Then  follnv  in  order  Montana, 
with  $4,300,000,  and  Arizona,  $4,100,000.  Next  in  line 
stand  Utah,  $3,500,000;  Nevada.  $j.<Soo.ooo;  Oregon,  $1,- 
8oo,(X)0,  and  Idaho.  $1,400,000.  Eight  states  produced 
gold  below  $1,000,000.  New  Mexico  makes  a  good  show- 
ing, with  $531,100.  All  the  same  states  and  territories, 
with  the  exception  of  Maryland,  which  mined  a  little 
gold,  also  produceil  silver  last  year.  The  total  coinage 
value  of  this  frc^h  .\merican  silver  was  $71,000,000.

of  police  officers  and  oL'  political  heelers 
j  connected  with  thom.  Through  a  sort  of 
union  of  terrorism  and  corruption  these 
police  and  those  whose  tools  or  allies  they 
ari^  appear  to  exercise  a  most  demoraliz- 
ing and  dangerous  Influence  upon  elec- 
I  tions,  especially  in  primary  districts  of 
the  city. 

"3.  Criminals  are  blackmailed  by  the 
police  offictrs  and  forced  to  divide  with 
the  police  officers.  Criminals  are  ordered 
by  police  officers  to  steel,  and,  in  some 
cases,  actually  aided  in  their  operations 
by    police    officers. 

4.  When  criminals  are  arrested,  if  they 
have  a  i)ull  or  a  'stand-in,'  they  are 
cleared  by  police  officers  and  police 
judges  by   means  of — 

"(a)  Organized  perjury. 

"(b)  Intimidation  and  tiring  out  of  wit- 
nesses. 

"(c)  Booking  on  minor  charges. 

"(d)   Straw  bail  or  bridewell  pardon. 

"Those  of  the  criminal,  unfortunate  and 
vicious  ila.'^Kes  who  '.squeal'  or  convplain 
of  the  police,  frequently  are  subjected  to 
violence  and  persecution.  They  have  be- 
come known  as  'snitchers.'  and  frequently 
are  'jobbed,'  this  lattt-r  being  the  process 
of  petty  persecution  or  false  accusation."' 


Next  Tuesday  morning  the  deer, 
moase  and  caribou  season  will  open. 

The  law  this  year  allows  deer,  moose 
and  caribou  to  be  shot  during  the  time 
between  Nov.  10  and  Nov.  30  inclusive. 
No  hunter  is  allowed  to  kill  more  than 
I  three  deer,  one  moose  and  one  caribou, 
and  every  hunter  must  have  a  license. 

The  license  fee  is  $1  for  residents  of 
Minnesota  and  $25  for  non-residents. 

I  The  deer  hunting  never  fails  to  bring 
I  a  large  number  of  sportsmen  from  all 
parts  of  the  country  to  Duluth.  Last 
1  year  about  forty  non-resident  licenses 
'  were  taken  out,  but  this  year  the  nuuii- 
ber  will  be  more  than  double  that. 

Among  the  non-resident  Nimrods 
that  make  Duluth  their  Mecca  each 
year  is  a  party  of  members  of  the 
Cook  Hunting  club,  Cleveland.  The 
party  this  year  is  composed  of  S.  R. 
Harrison,  W.  R.  Harrison,  James 
Peck,  Dr.  George  E.  Follensbee,  Dr.  A. 
J.  Cook  and  Dr.  R.  W.  Parker.  They 
are  bound  for  Independence,  where 
they  will  spend  a  couple  of  weeks  in 
the  woods.  This  is  the  tenth  consecu- 
tive year  that  the  party  has  visited  Du- 
luth in  search  of  deer. 

About  600  licenses  in  all  have  already 
been  Issued  from  the  office  of  the 
county  auditor,  and  the  rush  is  Just 
commencing. 

The  number  of  Duluth  hunters  to  go 
to  the  woods  this  year  will  probably  be 
greater  than  during  any  other  year  in 
the  history  of  the  city.  A  large  num- 
ber of  them  will  leave  the  city  Satur- 
day and  Sunday  in  order  to  be  on  the 
ground  early  and  have  an  opportunity 
tl  pitch  their  camp  before  the  season 
opens.

Chicago,  Nov.  C— William  Kent,  of  the 
Citizen's  as.sociatlon,  in  a  public  state- 
ment charges  the  police  of  Chicago  with 
an  alllanoe  with  the  criminals  of  the  city. 

Williout  any  qualifications  he  declares 
that  police  officers  often  ordered  thieves 
to  steal  and  afterwards  blackmailed  them 
for  a  division  of  tiie  profits.  In  some 
cases,  he  asserts,  they  shared  in  the  act- 
ual crimes. 

Mr.  Kent  describes  police  methods  in 
dealing  with  the  vickm.-j  classes  as  "a 
■ort  of  unioii  of  terrorism  and  corrup- 
tion." He  laid  the  final  responsibility  at 
the  door  of  tlu!  chief  of  police  by  stating 
that  there  was  'no  organized"  effort 
anade    to   suppress   crime    in    Chicago.'' 

Willi  Mr.  Kent's  spectacular  accusa- 
tions came  the  disclosure  of  much  of  the 
evidence  the  Citizens'  association  has  col- 
lected again.st  William  Piper  and  William 
Lewis,  the  deposed  levee  saloonkeepers 
and  protossioiuil  bond.-<men,  and  against 
four  of  the  five  policemen  suddenly  trans- 
ferioii  l.tst  week,  John  Schweikert,  John 
O.  Kahoe,  Jeremiah  Collins  and  Thomas 
Flynn. 

A  charge  of  robbery  was  also  made 
against  I'oliecnian  William  Jones  of  tiie 
Twenty-second  street  siatiijn. 

Indijimeht.'!  were  to  have  been  asked 
against  tlie.se  seven  men  by  Attorney 
Hoyt  King  of  the-  Citizens'  association. 
Two  charges  of  con.spiracy  and  one  of 
bribery    were    outlined    for    presentation. 

The    witnesses    in    all    the     cases     were 

!akeu  to  the  criminal  court  building  in 
he  afternoon,  and  Assistant  Stales  At- 
torney Harry  Olsun  induc<-d  the  jurors  to 
defer  the.r  adjtiurnnient  until  the  stories 
could  be  t>>Id.  While  he  left  the  room 
to  get  the  witnesses,  liowever.  the  grand 
jury  lecunsidercd  its  decision  and  voted 
not  to  hear  the  testimony  on  the  ground 
that  the  life  of  tho  jury  ended  with  the 
session  and  that  it  was  too  late  to  enter 
a  new  field  of  inquiry. 

The  decision  was  not  satisfactory  to  Mr. 
King,  and  it  was  determined  that  the 
Citizens'  association  should  deliver  a 
me.ssage  to  the  pu!>lic. 

Not  only  were  the  affidavits  Lssued,  but 
Mrs.  Carrie  Bird,  the  principal  witness, 
last  week  before  the  city  council  graft 
Investigating  committee  and  one  of  the 
witnesses  who  would  have  gone  before  the 
grand  jury,  was  allowed  to  relate  In  de- 
tail the  story  of  the  persecution  she  says 
she  suffered  from  grafting  poUcemen  and 
toll  collecting  l>ond.smen. 

"We  consider,"  said  Hoyt  King,  "that 
this  woman's  story  is  the  link  connecting 
the  police  with  levee  tribute  taking,  it  is 
a  typical  case  and  the  entering  of  the 
wedge  that  will  demolish  a  bold,  colossal 
system  of  official  robbery." 

Mr.  Kent  made  his  personal  statement, 
he  said,  because  he  believed  the  p-sycho- 
logical  moment  had  come  to  awaken  the 
city  to  greater  interest  in  the  city  council 
Investigation  and  in  Its  twin,  the  forth- 
coming grand  Jury. 

"There  is  no  question,"  he  stated,  "that 
the  evidence  thus  far  collected  tend.s 
strongly  to  show  the  following  abuses  in 
the  police  system  and  in  police  courts: 

"1.  There  is  no  adequately  organized 
and  .systematic  effort  to  suppress  crime 
In   Chicago.

Statement  of  Its  Condition  By 
Comptroller  McCormick. 

A  statement  of  the  condition  of  the 
permanent  Improvement  revolving  fund 
made  by  Comptroller  McCormick  yes- 
terday shows  that  there  are  thirty-one 
contracts  in  force,  with  unpaid  balan- 
ces on  them  amounting  to  $112,840.42.

A  party  of  ten  natives  of  Poland  ap- 
peared at  the  local  land  office  last  even- 
ing, and  made  it  known  in  some  manner 
to  the  offlcals  that  they  wished  to  gain 
some  information  concerning  the  new 
township*  which  are  to  be  thrown  open 
to  settlement  next  Tuesday  morning. 

As  the  Polanders  could  speak  but  a  few 
words  of  English,  Receiver  Smith  wac 
unable  to  give  them  much  information, 
and  directed  them  to  a  local  land  attor- 
ney. 

'fhe  party  consisted  of  miners  from  trie 
range  towns,  who  are  desirous  of  leaving 
the  work  of  mining  and  settling  on  farms. 

Many  such  cases  have  applied  to  the  au- 
thorities for  Information  concerning  the 
new  lands  during  the  past  few  weeks. 
From  ten  to  fifty  letters  per  day  have 
been  received  asking  for  information  and 
the  rush  on  Tuesday  morning  is  exi>ected 
to  be  unprecedented  since  boom  times. 

if  the  number  of  applicants  Is  large, 
there  cannot  fall  to  be  confusion  on  this 
occasion,  on  account  of  a  recent  letter 
received  from  the  land  office  at  Washing- 
ton . 

In  former  years  one  of  the  oftlcials  of 
the  local  office  has  come  down  in  the 
morning  at  6  o'clock  when  the  doors  of 
the  building  were  opened  and  distilbuled 
tickets  bearing  numbers,  which  assigned 
to  each  his  place  In  line.  This  plan  pre- 
vented all  confusion  among  the  waiting 
applicants. 

On  this  occasion,  however,  the  plan  will 
be  abandoned  on  account  of  instructions 
received  from  Washington,  which  stated 
that  the  officials  had  no  authority  out- 
side the  doors  of  the  land  office.  and 
that  the  applicants  would  liave  to  be  al- 
lowed to  take  their  chances.  If  there  Is 
as  large  a  crowd  as  is  expected,  therefore, 
there  will  will  be  a  wild  scramble  for 
the  stairs  as  soon  as  the  doors  of  the 
building  are  opened  at  6  o'clock,  and  the 
I  man  who  can  climb  a  flight  of  stairs  the 
fastest  will  get  his  choice  of  the  claims 
In  the  new  townships. 

Many  settlers  are  already  on  the  lands, 
and  these  will  have  the  prior  right  to 
their  claims.  The  local  officials  are  In 
receipt  of  a  letter  from  one  settler,  stat- 
ing that  he  had  cultivated  10  acres  of  the 
claim  he  is  on  and  had  erected  a  house 
costing  nearly  $1500.

Cleveland,  Ohio,  Nov.  5.— Senator 
Hanna,  referring  to  the  renewed  sug- 
gestions made  In  various  quaitirs  to 
the  effect  that  he  is  the  logical  Republi- 
can candidate  for  the  presidency  next 
year,  as  a  result  of  the  unprecedented 
victory  won  in  Ohio  at  Tuesday's  elec- 
tion, made  this  statement  last  night: 

"The  resultsi  of  the  elction  i;i  Ohio 
yesterday  In  no  wise  changes  my  opin- 
ion in  reference  to  my  proposed  candi- 
dacy for  the  presidency,  of  which  po- 
sition the  public  has  been  fully  ad- 
vised." 

Tom  L.  Johnson,  the  defeated  Demo- 
cratic candidate  for  governor  of  Ohio, 
last  night  gave  out  the  following  Btalo- 
nient  relative  to  the  election  in  this 
state: 
-•'The  result  in  Ohio  is  due  to  several 
causes,  of  which  the  chief  was  the 
sucessful  attempt  of  Senator  Hanna 
to  impress  upon  the  people  of  this  state 
that  a  continuance  of  undisturbed  busi- 
ness conditions  demanded  his  return  to 
the  senate. 

"In  the  last  few  weeks  of  the  cam-

In  the  southern  part  of  the  ?tate  the 
slate  board  of  health  will  have  parties 
in  tlie  field  this  winter  te.--tlng  the  waters 
to  determine  the  amount  of  pollution 
from  the  sewerage  deposited  wltli  a  view 
lo  its  effect  on  the  water  .•^upjilies  of 
cities  in  tiiat  section.  These  parties  will 
start  their  investigations  on  Lakei;  Big 
Suine  and  Traverse  and  will  take  thO 
water  from  the  Minnesota  and  Zumbro 
rivers  and  from  the  Mississippi  as  far 
sou  til    a.s   Lake   Pepin. 

The  federal  government  and  state  gov- 
ernment are  c'j-operatlng  in  this  work, 
eacli  bearing  lialf  the  expense,  the  re- 
ports of  both  parties  to  be  made  simu]- 
taneously  to  the  authorities  in  Washing- 
ton and  St.  Paul.  The  headuaqrters  of 
the  stale  e.xpert  have  been  establibhed  at 
the  I'lilvor.sity  of  Miiinesoia.  where  their 
tests  will  be  conducted. 

Mr.  Dule  will  have  headquart*^r.«!  at  the 
university  and  at  Duluth.  He  will  alter- 
nate  his  woik   in    Minnesota    with   similar 

,  work  in  Iowa,  spending  the  entire  winter 
In  traveling  back  and  forth,  taking  sam- 
ples uf  water  from  streams  at  different 
points.

TREASURE 
HUNT 

Maryland's  Eastern  Shore 

Is  Looking  For 

Pirate  Gold. 


The  Horde  of  Sir  Henry 
Morgan,  the  Buc- 
caneer. 


Ea.ston,  Md..  Nov.  5.— The  eastern  shore 
Oi  Maryland  has  been  thrown  Into  a  slate 
of  intense  excitement  by  the  linding  of 
several  gold  coins  supposed  to  be  part  of 
a  large  horde  of  treasure  which  tradition 
has  it.  was  buried  more  than  2(A/  >ears  a^o 
by  the  celebrated  priate.  Sir  Htury  Mor- 
gan. 

Morgan  occasionally  visited  these  quiet 
waters.  Old  records  show  him  to  have 
been  an  owner  of  lands  in  these  parts, 
and  It  is  supposed  that  much  of  liis  trea- 
sure is  burled  along  tht  banks  of  the 
tributaries  of  tin-  Chesapeake. 

Of  this  liurled  treasure  many  .a  tale  has 
been  told.  Planters  and  slaves  have 
searched  for  It  apparently  in  vain.  al- 
though there  have  been  rumors  of  the 
discovery  of  parts  of  it. 

The   unusually   heavy   gales   of  the   past 
few    weeks    have    wasiied    away   much    of 
the  banks   of  the  Chesapeake  and  Us  tri- 
butaries.      Where  once  was  soh<I   ground 
is    now    water   and    great   trees,    centuries 
undermined    by    the    waves,        have 
I  fallen    and   carried    with    them    large    poi - 
!  tions  of  the  bank  on  which  they  grew,  re- 
■  vealing   among   their   tangled    roots       the 
I  fK>sslble    hiding    places    of    ancient    trea- 
I  sure. 

I      During  tliis  week  excessively  high  tides 
;  have    been    followed    by    the    extreme    re- 
verse,   and.  for    the    past    three    davs    the 
'  oyster  and  sand  bars  of  the  bay.  which  In

.\  day  or  two  ago  I'ncle  Solomon  Coobv. 
;  formerly  a   faithful   slave   of  an  old   Ta"l- 
,  hot    county    family,    was    picking    up   eels 
j  on  the  sand  in  a  little  cove  near  a  historic 
residence   on    the   Tred    Avon    river.    Hav- 
ing filled  his  wheelbarrow.  Just  as  he  was 
starting   home,    he   discovered,    near       the 
;  roots   of  a    falen   cedar  and   imbedded  In 
the  sand,  the  projecting  corner  of  a  brasd- 
character.s  !  bound  box.

Traditions  and  early  histories  of  Mary- 
land state  that  on  this  spot  was  once  a 
graveyard,  and  as  the  present  owner  of 
the  plantation  has  papers  bearing  the 
seal  of  <.>illius  Calvert  and  proving  the 
former  ownership  of  Sir  Henrv  Morgan, 
the  famous  bucaneer,  in  \^'.^.  it  is  iiuite 
natural  to  suppose  that  this  is  a  part  of 
the  treasure.  Several  men  of  Easton  and 
Baltimore  are  tiying  to  buy  the  planta- 
tion,   hoping   to   find    more   treasure. 

Stories  of  hidden  treasure  have  long 
been  be.ieved  by  residents  of  Talbot 
county,  i  ne  finding  of  this  treasure  is 
curiously  corrolxiraLive  ol  a  story  told 
some  sixty  years  ago.  and  now  almost 
forgotten,  by  a  peculiarly  constituted  boy 
named  Jerry  Lamont.  the  son  of  an  over- 
seer on  the  plantation  of  Samuel  Har- 
ringt'jn  of  this  county. 

Lamont  at  the  age  of  10  a.sserted  that 
he  had  a  vision  in  which  a  man  in  "old 
World  clothes  "  pointed  out  to  him  a  sp<")t 
in  tne  ancient  gravey.ird  of  the  Harring- 
tons where  gold  was  burled.  .Mthough  the 
boy's  fatiier  strenuously  denied  the  find- 
ing of  tnis  treasure,  it  is  a  fact  that  he 
soon  blo.s.somed  out  from  an  overseer  on 
a  mere  pittance,  with  a  log  cabin  as  a 
domicile,  into  a  large  land  owner. 

He  purchased  Keen's  island,  now  known 
as  Duck  island,  a  tract  of  8i)*>  acres  in 
Chesai)eake  bay.  paid  $35u»t  for  it  and  built 
a   fine   house   there.     Hi;?   daughters,    for- 


long.  Other  boatmen  soon  noticed  tlie 
magical  effect  of  the  centipede  as  a  rear 
guard,  and  tjiey  adopted  the  same  token.

THE  EARTHS  ATMOSPHEiiE, 
One  of  the  many  uncretain  elements 
in  meteorology  is  the  height  to  which 
the  earth's  atmosphere  extends,  says 
iK^ndon  Telegraph.  In  former  days  It 
was  taught  somewhat  dogmatically 
that  a  height  exceeding  forty-five  miles 

was  unthinkable  for  a  gas  constituted 
as  the  air  is.  This  belief  was  shaken 
by  calculations  respecting  the  altitude 
of  meteors,  which  became  Incandts- 
cent  by  collision  with  our  atmospherlo 
envelope,  and  were  certainly  reiidere(J 
visible  in  this  way  at  altitudes  of  over 
seventy  miles.  Prtjfessor  New«omb  de- 
duced from  the  meteor  shower  of  Nov. 
m,  1867,  that  the  air  must  reach  to  lOa 
or  110  miles  from  the  earth's  surface. 
Dr.  T.  J.  See,  of  Washington,  has  es- 
sayed to  determine  the  problem  by 
watching  the  disappearance  of  blue  sky 
after  sunset.  Accepting  Lord  Ray- 
leigh's  theory  that  the  blue  color  of  the 
nky  IS  due  to  reflection  of  sunlight  from 
minute  particles  of  oxygen  and  nitro- 
gen in  the  upper  layers  of  the  atmo- 
sphere. Dr.  See  has  recently,  on  a  series 
of  evenings,  traced  with  the  eye  "the 
last  footsteps  of  departing  day,"  by  the- 
evanlshment  of  the  final  trace  of  blu» 
in  the  ilrmainent.  He  has  then  com- 
puted from  the  data  of  the  Nautical 
Almanac  the  position  of  the  sun  at  the- 
time,  and  a  simple  calculation  in  spher- 
ical trigonometry  give  the  approximate 
height  of  the  reflecting  layer.  The  mean 
of  several  observatories  Is  131  iqiles^ 
and  to  this  altitude  Dr.  .See  thinks  there  ' 
can  be  no  doubt  our  atmosphere  ex- 
tends— an  elevation  which  is  nearly 
thirty  times  as  great  as  that  of  the- 
loftiest  mountains  on  the  globe.

"The  'yegg"  is  the  most  dangerous  crlm- 
llnal  In  existence,  and  an  ordinary  "gun' 
like  me  can't  stand  up  against  him.  In 
the  tlrst  place,  the  "yegg'  has  no  e.\pen.«-e.s, 
While  a  'gun'  of  any  pretense  to  respect- 
ability has  to  tracvel  In  good  style. 

"The  only  tools  a  modern  'yegg'  has  to 
carry  in  his  safe  cracking  expedition  are 
a  hunk  of  putty,  a  bar  of  soap,  a  small 
steel  wedge  and  a   vial   of  nitro-glycerlne.

13  the  chemical  rays  which  cause  so- 
called  sunburn,  says  the  Hygienic  Ga- 
zette. 

The  sun  is  the  source  of  energy  lo 
the  world.  The  marvelous  energy  man- 
ifested in  plant  life  is  derived  from  the 
sun  acting  upon  the  green  parts  to  or- 
ganize and  vitalize  the  elements  of  the 
earth  and  air  into  living  substances. 
The  same  energy  of  the  sunlight  is 
essential  to  animal  life,  Invigorating 
and  vitalizing  the  tissues  anti  qucken- 
ing  all  the  processes  of  life.  The  sun 
bath  is  now  a  well-recognized  and 
much-valued  therapeutic  agent. 

In  this  form  of  treatment  the  whole 
body  is  exposed  to  the  direct  action  of 
the  sun's  rays.  Persons  who  arc  not 
accustomed  to  exposure  to  the  sun,  ami 
individuals  who  have  light  hair  ex- 
light  .skins,  should  make  the  flrst  ex. 
posure  to  the  sun  of  short  duratiori — 
ten  or  fifteen  minutes.  Longer  expo- 
sures are  likely  to  produce  sunburn. 
No  particular  harm  is  done  by  sunburn 
excepting  the  Inconvenience  occasioned 
by  it.  The  pigmentation  of  the  skin 
induced  by  sunburn  protects  the  skin 
from  further  Injury  in  this  way. 

The  body  may  be  exposed  either  in 
the  open  air  or  before  a  window.  When 
tiie  sun's  rays  are  .so  intense  that  the 
heat  is  depressing,  the  heat  rays  may 
be  riltered  out  by  means  of  a  blue-glass 
screen  placed  between  the  patient  and 
the  sun, 

Rvery  home  should  be  provided  with 
a  convenient  place  for  taking  the  out- 
dooi  aun  bath  In  summer  time,  and  sun 
bath  indoors  during  the  cold  season. 
Civilized  human  beings  suffer  greatly 
because  of  the  seclusion  from  the  sun 
occasioned  by  modern  modes  of  lite.

To  tho.se 
famaliar  with  the  history  of  the  Utte  it  is 
not  necessary  t<j  explain  who  Mrs.  Hop- 
kins ia,  and  why  her  likeness  deceives 
a  place  in  the  state  portrait  gallery 
among  those  of  other  distinguished  Ala- 
bamlans  and  why  she  has  been  so  fit- 
tingly called  the  Florence  Nightingale 
of   the    South. 

Juliet  Opie  Gordon-Hopkins  V>elonged 
to  one  of  the  most  dlstinguislied  famiaes 
of  Virginia;  her  fatlier.  Hiiam  Lindsey 
Opi".  of  Jefferson  couiitv.  X'irginia.  Ije- 
ing  a  direct  descendant  of  the  Right  Rev. 
David  Dindsey,  D.D..  bishop  of  Ross,  and 
American  representative  of  the  Church  of 
England  In  the  early  part  of  the  seven- 
teenth century.  An  old  tombstone  In 
Northumberland  county  still  marks  the 
spot  where  his  b«.)dv  lies  interred  in  the 
same  grave  with  lliat  of  his  grandson. 
Cant.  Tlioinas  Opie.  of  Bristol,  the  son 
of  Helen  Lindsey.  tiuly  child  of  the  afore- 
said bishop  Tills  David  Lindsey  i)roud- 
\y  claimed  descent  from  Robert  II  of 
Scotland  throiigh  l*i'incess  Katlierine.  tlie 
daughter  of  the  king,  who  married  David 
Lind.«ey.   earl    of  Crawford. 

When  quite  young  Juliet  Opie  became 
the  wife  of  «."api.  tyordon  of  the  I'nited 
State  navy,  and  upon  his  death  she  after- 
wards married  Judge  A.  F.  Hopkins,  chief 
justice  of  tlie  supreme  court  of  .\labama. 
Vpon  the  declaration  of  war  between  the 
states  Mrs.  Hopkins  zealously  espoused 
place  the  pirtrait  of  Mrs.  Judge  Hopkins  ] 
that  tlie  South  must  needs  utilize  ail 
available  resmirces  In  order  to  preiiaro 
for  the  coming  struggle,  ar.d  that  there 
would  I>e  work  for  the  women  as  well  as 
the  men.  she  generously  determined  t<» 
place  hotli  her  services  and  lier  substance 
at  the  command  of  her  country.  At 
once  disposing  of  her  several  valuable 
estates  in  New  York.  Virginia  and  Ala- 
bama, she  gave  the  proceeds,  amounting 
to  $L'(K),OtiO  to  the  Confederate  govern- 
ment, to  l>e  used  in  the  establislinieiit 
of  hospitals,  and  as  socn  as  the  ho>,pital 
corps  was  organized  at  Ri<'hmond  she 
was  appoint  'd  chief  matron.  Iiaving  under 
her  carfl  the  special  supervision  of  the 
Alabama  division,  with  full  powi-r  to 
control  all  matters  pertaininR  to  this 
work.  She  was  also  clo.selv  associated 
with  tho  hosjiital  work  of  Oen.  Lee's 
army,  and  there  are  still  retained  among 
the  family  relics  letters  from  Oen.  L.e 
to  Mrs.  Hopkins,  some  of  th^i^i  written 
in  cipher,  notifying  her  of  tlie  move- 
ments of  his  Army  and  Jtd\  islng  wliere 
iter  services  might  be  utilized.  There 
are  Iwsldes  letters  from  Gens.  Storewall 
Jackson.  Charles  Bra.gg.  George  E.  Pick- 
ett. Joseph  E.  Johnson.  VV.ide  Hampton, 
n  large  number  from  Governor  Shorter 
aiid  several  from  Gen.  Hardee,  whom  she 
nursed   during   his   last    hours   of   illness. 

No  Woman  was  -ver  better  fitted  for 
the  great  Work  which  she  had  undertaken 
than  Mrs.  Ibipkins.  Possessed  of  a  strong 
personality  and  a  wonderful  executive 
ability,  she  soryn  became  the  moving  snirit 
of  the  hospital  work.  Energetic,  tireless 
and  systematic,  loving  profoundly  the 
cause  and  its  defenders,  she  neglected  no 
detail  that  could  afford  comfort  and  aid 
to  the  sick  and  wounde<l.  Her  first  object 
of  ministration  was  to  reliex'e  suffering 
and  save  life;  her  next  to  fit  men  for  thi> 
service.  I'pon  her  devolveil  also  a  duty 
of  re<eiving,  accounting  for  .and  distrili- 
uting  the  contents  of  the  hundreds  of 
lioxes  which  were  sent  dally  from  her 
own  and  otlu-r  states,  containing  delica- 
cies and  clothing  for  the  sick  and  wound- 
ed. Most  of  Mrs.  Ho]»kins's  time  was 
necessarily  devoted  to  executive  dulie.-. 
besides  keeping  up  with  a  voluminous  cor- 
lespondeiice.  I)ut  she  found  lime  each  day 
to  visit  in  i>erson  the  wards  and  hospital.s. 
Owing  to  the  limited  facilities  for  caring 
for  the  wounded,  Jhe  captor  and  captive 
were  often  placed  in  the  same  hospital, 
where  each  and  all  received  equal  care 
and  attention,  whethtr  he  wore  the  blue 
or    the   gra.v. 

It  was  wliile  caring  for  a  wounded  Fe^l- 
eral  soldier  on  the  field  of  battle  that 
Mrs.  Hopkins  received  lier  first  wound, 
and  later,  during  the  cr>nflict  ne.ar  Rich- 
m-md.  she  was  again  wounded  while  sup- 
p<»rting  a  Confederate  soldier  whose  limb 
was  being  amputated.  On  tills  occasion 
the  wound  proved  so  serious  as  to  neces- 
sitate her  being  carried  from  tlie  battle 
field  in  an  ambulance.  She  never  entirely 
recovered  from  its  effe<-is.  ijut  was  lame 
for  the  rest   of   her   life. 

Mrs.  Hopkins's  efforts  were  exerted  not 
only  in  establishing  hospitals  and  nursing 
the  sick,  but  also  in  endea\"'')ring  to  dis- 
cover the  surest  and  'piickest  methods  oi 
giving  relief  and  restoring  health  to  the 
Wounded. 

As  a  public  recognition  of  the  high  e.=!- 
teem  in  which  her  services  were  held  tlie 
vignette  of  this  lieroic  woman  was  placed 
uixjn  the  face  of  the  twenty-five  cent  note 
of  the  Confederate  currency  of  the  state 
of    Alabama. 

The  surrender  at  Appomattix  left  Mrs. 
Hopkins,  as  it  did  many  another  brave, 
.self-sacrificing  Southern  -woman,  desti 
tute.  She  had  given  her  all  to  "'The  Lost 
Cause."  and  had  declined  to  accept  any 
compensation  for  her  services  during 
those  four  years  of  warfare.  A  year  after 
the  war  closed  Judge  Hopkins  died  and 
her  circumstances  then  became  most  dis- 
tressing. The  facts  relating  to  her  true 
condition  Ix'coming  known*  a  purse  was 
at  once  started  throughout  the  Southern 
states  for  her  benefit,  made  up  of  vol- 
untary contributions  from  grateful  sol- 
diers. 

Ipon  hearing  their  intention,  Mrs.  Hop- 
kins at  once  declared  that  not  one  cent 
would  she  accept  from  the  Impoverished 
Confederate  soldiers  who  were  struggling 
against  such  fearful  odds  to  pr^jvide  for 
their  own  poverty  stricken  famllie.a  and 
reclaim    their   devastated    homes. 

In  ISTa  while  on  a  visit  to  Mrs.  Barne- 
well  of  Mobile.  Mrs.  Hopkins  was  wailed 
upon  bv  a  delegation  of  honorary  and 
active  riiembers  of  the  Mobile  rifle.s.  The 
company  stacked  arms  iti  front  of  the 
house,  and  while  the  band  playe<l  "Dixie  " 
they  marched  into  the  spacious  drawing 
riHim  where  the  family  was  as.sembled. 
and  here,  forming  a  .solid  .square,  with 
inclined  lieads  and  car»s  in  hand,  stood 
at  salute,  while  theiBX-aptain  pre.sented  to 
Mrs.   Hopkins  a  han<Jsome    silver  service. 

Near  the  close  of  the  war  Gen.  Romayn 
Ayres.  one  of  the  most  distinguished  offi- 
cers of  the  federal  service,  while  sta- 
tion€Hl  in  the  Slienandoah  valley  was  ex- 
ceedinglv  annoyed  to  learn  that  a  party 
of  his  soldiers  had  ruthlessly  .set  fire  to 
the  residence  of  Hiram  Opie.  one  of  the 
most  prominent  citizens  of  the  community. 
He  hastened  in  person  to  the  scene  and 
used  every  available  means  to  extinguish 
the  flames.  Finding  that  his  efforts  were 
in  vain,  and  liearing  that  the  mistress 
of  the  home  had  been  carried  from  a  sick 
bed  to  one  of  the  negro  cabins  on  the 
preml.ses.  he  immediately  repaired  thither 
to  offer  his  regrets,  and  also  his  services 
in  procuring  her  other  and  more  comfort- 
able quarters.  Now.  the  object  of  great- 
est interest  and  .solicitude  in  that  cottage 
at  that  time  was  a  wee  bit  of  humahity 
which  Ijad  but  two  days  before  opened 
Its  w&ndcring  eje^  upon  thj.s  v».'.'e  of  sor^ 


The  first  republic  in  this  hemispheic 
to  succeed  in  compelling  recognition  01 
its  independeiue  wa.s,  of  course,  the 
republic  whose  proud  capital  is  Wash- 
ington. D.  C.  says  the  Springtield  Re- 
publican. But  there  was  an  earlier  1  iie 
which  died  soon  after  its  birth,  of  wliJci 
little  or  nothing  is  said  in  our  Ameri- 
can histories.  The  Louisiana  Purcha.v; 
exposition  must  be  credited  with  a  re- 
vival of  the  memoty  of  the  "Republic 
of  Louisiana,"  which  had  its  trigi- 
little  t-xistence  some  years  l>efor( 
Patrick  Henry  and  Sam  Adams  wer. 
talking  about  revolution  In  th*»  North. 

When  France,  in  1764.  ceded  Louisi- 
ana to  .Spain,  the  subjects  of  Km^ 
Louis  XV  objected  to  the  transfer  with- 
out their  consent.  The  local  govern- 
ment submitted  the  question  to  the 
council,  which,  under  the  lead  of  Nich- 
olas Chauvin  de  Lafreniere,  rose  to  i«- 
volt.  Lafrenler-"  called  a  convention  of 
the  people  at  New  Orleans,  while  the 
ntw  Spanish  gevernor  was  on  his  Woy 
to  the  colony,  ind  the  con\ention  .se- 
lected a  delegate  to  go  to  Paris  to  di.^- 
suade  the  French  King  fr<un  his  course. 
Louis  XV,  however,  rebuffed  the  dele- 
gate and  sent  lack  word  that  the  peo- 
ple must  recognize  the  authority  of 
Spain. 

It  was  then  that  the  peojde  of  Louisi- 
ana resolved  on  a  radic.il  course,  on 
the  night  of  Oct.  28.  1768.  the  rcb'-ls 
took  pcssessioii  of  the  French  forts 
and  the  gates  of  the  town  in  the  name 
of  the  republic  of  Louisiana.  The  old 
French  governor  offered  no  resistance, 
while  the  new  Spanish  governor  took 
refuge  on  a  ship  and  sailed  for  lia,- 
vana.  On  Oct.  29.  176S.  the  council  at 
New  (Jrloans  adopted  a  formal  declara- 
tion of  independence,  officially  named 
itself  the  Republic  of  Louisiana,  elect- 
ed Lafraniere  'iirottK-tor"  and  prepared 
a  written  constitution.  This  interesting 
government  lasted  from  <,)ctober.  ITGs. 
to  July.  1759.  when  a  Spanish  squ;idro.i 
of  twenty-four  vessels,  with  an  army 
of  26iJ«l  men,  arrived  at  New  Orleans. 
The  w^w  republican  state  was  destroy- 
ed and  five  republican  leaders,  iticlud- 
ing  Lafreniere.  were  put  to  death. 
Then  all  the  republic's  official  papers, 
including  its  dei  iaration  of  indepen- 
dence and  constitution,  were  burned  in 
the  public  s<]uare. 

The  anniver.sary  of  the  exerntion  of 
the  leaders,  Oct.  28,  is  to  be  celebrated 
at  St.  Ixniis  by  the  laying  of  the 
cornersttjiie  of  i  monument  to  LKtfreii- 
iere  and  his  colleagues,  on  the  exposi- 
tion grounds.  .V  direct  descendant  of 
Lfifreniere,  no\c  living  in  Wisconsin, 
has  reteived  a  special  invitation  to  iie 
present  at  the  exerclss.  Tlie  Louisiana 
episode  of  17»)8-«;9,  whiih  has  never  won 
more  than  a  mere  footnote  in  history, 
merits  tlie  proposed  memfirial,  and  the 
celebration  at  .St.  Louis  ought  to  in- 
terest the  American  i>eople.  Republics 
have  some  right  to  our  sympathy.

THE JAPANESE  BRAIN. 

The  Japs  are  esteemed  a  clever  peo- 
ple, and  hence  'he  systematic-  m<^a.sure- 
ments  of  their  weight  of  brain  carried 
out  for  the  last  ten  years  by  Professor 
Taguchi.  of  Tokyo  university,  possess 
unu.sual  init-r(st.  .says  the  Boslr.n 
Transcript.  His  results  ar-  based  on 
n97  subjects.  421  males  and. 17*5  females. 
The  average  biain  weight  of  176  adult 
males  was  1367  grammes,  the  h'^aviest 
being  1790  granmes  and  the  lightest 
l<i€3  grammes.  For  1.5t>  females  the 
average  was  1214  grammes,  with  a 
maximum  of  1432  and  a  minimum  of 
961  grammes.  The  sexual  difference  of 
these  averages- -l;i3  gr.immes— is  about 
tliat  of  Europeans.  The  above  male 
average  agrees  fairly  well  with  that  for 
male  Germans,  according  to  the  Bish- 
off-Marchaiid  measurements. 

Taguchi  also  gives  the  brain  weights 
of  1.^6  children  from  2  months  to  14 
years,,  from  which  It  appears  th.at  tiie 
growth  of  the  Japanese  brain  is  slower 
than  that  of  European  children.  The 
brain  of  a  .la pa  1  esc  bo.v  of  9  to  14  years 
weighs  about  1235  grammes,  whll"  that 
of  a  European  boy  of  his  age  is  1.>H)  10 
1350  gr.immes.  Th^^re  is  a  gradual  in- 
crease of  brain  weight  in  male  Jap- 
anese up  to  the  fifth  decade,  in  which 
it  reaches  a  maximum.  In  female  Jap- 
anese there  are  two  maxim.s,  one  ia 
the  third  and  another  in  the  sixth  de- 
cade. On  the  whole  the  brain  of  the 
Japanese  compares  favorably  with  that 
of  Europeans  of  similar  st.ature.  and 
may  be  shown  to  be  superior  to  that 
of  other  races  of  the  same  general 
stature.

Change  In  Specifications 
Voided  Contract. 


St.  Paul,  Nov.  6.— (Spei  ial  to  The 
Heral'i.V  The  supreme  court  taday  tllc»J 
a  de(  l^-inti  in  the  case  of  J.  J.  Le  Tour- 
neau  \s  Mayor  Hujfo  of  Duluth,  in 
relaliou  u>  the  proposed  aerial  bridge 
over  the  Duluth  ship  canal.  The  lower 
court  is  reversed,  because  the  city's 
contract  was  voided  by  a  change  in  the 

Bpecilicatlons. 

The  court  holds  that  <  haptcr  7r.,  gener- 
al laws  of  llHil  is  constitutional.  This 
chapter  applied  only  to  cities  of  50,000 
or  rnoie  having  navigable  canaL^.  Du- 
luth is  the  only  city  in  the  state  affect- 
ed by  the  law  hfld  constitutional  by  the 
court.  The  <  ourt  holds  the  cla.ssinca- 
lon  by  populati<}n  a  proper  classifica- 
tion and  the  provision  as  to  canals  is 
not  regarded  as  an  element  of  the 
<las.sification.  the  operation  of  the  lav/ 
being  limited  to  «  Ities  of  the  designated 
poiiulation. 

Th»>  >  i.urt  ufiholds  the  action  brought 
by  a  I'uluth  taxpayer  to  restrain  the 
city  tnmi  building  a  bridge  over  a 
canal.  The  city's  contract  is  hi  Id  to 
have  been  made  void  because  of  a  mod- 
llication  of  the  speciJications.  The  court 
holds,  through  Justice  Brown,  as  fol- 
lows:

Second— Diamond  vs.  Mankato,  Min-

Third— In  such  case  the  municipal 
authorities  may  be  enjoined  at  the  .-^uit 
of  a  taxpayer  from  entering  into  a  con- 
tract so  proposed  to  be  modified  and 
changed,  and  it  is  not  necessary  for 
him  to  allege  or  prove  fraud  or  collu- 
sion, or  that  contractors  were  in  any 
way  deterred  from  bidding  by  reason 
of  the  terms  prescribed  by  the  specifi- 
cations or  that  fair  competition  was  in 
any  manner  prevented.  Brown,  J., 
dissenting. 

Fourth — The  general  provisions  of  the 
charter  of  the  city  of  Duluth,  requiring 
all  public  work  to  be  let  to  the  lowest 
bidder,  apply  to  the  bridge  authorized 
to  be  constructed  by  chapter  o.'i,  general 
laws,  ISOl. 

The  decision  has  a  bearing  on  the 
plumbers'  license  law  case  which  is  now 
m  the  supreme  court.

Bristol,,  Tenn.,  Nov.  6.— Edward  L. 
Wentz,  the  young  Philadelphia  mil- 
lionaire who  mysteriously  disappeared 
from  his  father's  home  at  Big  Stone 
Gap,  Va.,  Oct.  16,  Is  alive  and  a  cap- 
tive in  the  Cumberland  mountains,  A 
letter  has  just  been  received  from  him, 
addressed  to  his  parents,  in  which  he 
state.s  that  he  is  well,  and  asks  that  the 
ransom  of  $100,000  demanded  by  his  cap- 
tors be  at  once  paid,  so  that  he  can  get 
his  freedom.  Negotiations  for  his  re- 
lease are  being  made. 

A  strange,  well-dressed  man  appeared 
at  Big  Stone  Gap  last  Friday  and  in- 
quired for  the  Wentz  offices,  to  which 
he  was  directed  and  there  had  a  talk 
with  John  Wentz,  the  father  of  the 
missing  man,  D.  B.  Went,  and  the  chief 
detective  under  whose  directions  the 
search  was  being  carried  on  in  the 
mountains  of  .Southwest  Virginia  and 
p:astern  Kentucky.  The  strange  man 
told  them  that  E.  L.  Wentz  was  still 
alive,  and  that  for  $100,000  he  would  be 
delivered  to  his  family.  Dr.  Wentz  In- 
formed him  that  if  he  would  bring  him 
back  a  letter  from  his  son,  or  some  evi- 
dence that  his  son  was  still  alive,  he 
would  then  consider  the  proposition. 

The  man  said  he  would  do  so,  and 
then  left  on  a  Louisville  &  Nashville 
train  for  Esserville,  Va.,  from  which 
place  he  went  into  .stony  Mountain.  The 
stranger  has  just  returned  to  Big  Stone 
Gap  bringing  a  letter  from  young 
Wentz  himself,  who,  in  his  own  hand 
writing,  assures  his  family  that  he  Is 
alive  and  Is  being  held  captive,  and 
asks  that  they  at  once  pay  the  ransom 
and  effect  his  release. 

.T.  Wentz  left  here  last  night  for  Phil- 
adelphia. When  the  negotiations  are 
to  be  completed  and  Edward  L.  Wentz 
restored  to  his  family  cannot  now  be 
told,  but  it  is  known  that  he  is  still 
alive.

Tlieir  provisions  wVre  depleted,  and 
they  lived  partly  on  native  root.*.  In 
less  than  eiiglit  months  more  tiian  half 
of  the  entire  party  had  died.  The  party 
which  came  back  did  so  on  funds  fur- 
ailsh  by  their  former  employers  in 
Georgia.

AN  ULTIMATUM  FOR  THE  PORTE 


PARKS  SENTENCED  TO  SING  SING 


Constantinople,  Nov.  6.— In  conse- 
quence of  the  porte's  reply,  pU'ading  the 
superfluity  of  the  new  reform  scheme 
for  Macedonia,  on  the  ground  that 
Turkey   la   carrying  out   the   proposals 


previously  agreed  to,  it  is. believed  that

New  York,  Nov.  6. — Sam  Parks  was 
today  sentenced  to  two  years  and  three 
months  in  Sing  .Sing  prison.  This  sen- 
tence was  passed  on  the  charge  of  ex- 
torting JoOO  from  the  Tiffany  studios. 
It  was  alleged  that  Parks,  as  walking 
delegate  of  the  Housesmiths'  and 
Bridgemen's  union,  forced  the  Tiffany 
studios  to  pay  him  $500  to  call  off  a 
strike.  This  was  Parks'  second  sen- 
tence for  extortion.  On  the  first  he 
was  released  from  Sing  Sing  on  a  cer- 
tificate ot  reasonable  doubt. 


In  Imposing  sentence  today  Judge 
Newburger  said  he  took  into  consider- 
ation the  physical  condition  of  Parks, 
who  is  said  by  physicians  to  be  suffer- 
ing from  consumption  in  an  advanced 
stage.  Parks,  whose  customary  air  of 
defiance  has  entirely  deserted  him, 
heard  the  sentence  without  a  move- 
ment of  feature  or  outward  sign  of 
emotion.

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inspectors.  They  are  locally  distrihuted  in  industrial 
districts,  and  reside  near  their  work.  It  is  their  duty  to 
visit  tlie  factories  and  see  that  the  provisions  of  the  law 
are  carried  out.  Factories  in  which  women  and  youthful 
workers  are  employed  must,  in  Prussia,  be  visited  cmce 
every  six  months.  A  few  female  inspectors  have  been 
appointed  in  recent  years  for  certain  localities.  The  im- 
mediate superiors  of  the  inspectors  are  special  coun- 
cillors attached  to  the  provincial  government  offices. 
The  official  head  of  the  department  for  the  empire  is  the 
German  minister  of  the  interior;  for  Prussia  it  is  the  min- 
ister of  commerce.  The  Germans  appear  to  have  grasped 
the  fact  that  work  is  better  done  in  a  good  than  in  a  bad 
light,  and  great  care  is  taken  to  secure  it.  Ventilation 
is  also  well  managed.  But  the  most  striking  feature  of 
German  factories  is  their  clean,  orderly,  and  well-kept 
condition.  These  qualities  seem  to  be  universal,  and  they 
extend  to  the  dirtiest  and  most  untidy  departments.  Out- 
side the  rooms  German  factories  are  well  provided  with 
sanitary,  washing,  and  dressing  accommodation.  Baths 
are  common,  particularly  shower  baths  with  hot  and  cold 
water;  and  in  summer  thej'  are  much  used. 

All    these    conditions    are    worthy    of    commendation. 
Further  than  that,  they  are  worthy  of  emulation.

ERIE  CANAL  ENLARGEMENT^ 

The  people  of  New  Vurk  state  on  Tuesday  voted  in 
favor  of  the  constitutional  amendment  providing  lor  the 
expenditure   of  $101,000,000   for   the   enlargement   of  the  I 
state's   canals,   including  the    Eric.      A   strong   fight   was  ■ 
made  by  the  railroads  to  defeat  this  propo.^iiion,  but  it  ! 
was  unsuccessful.     By  means  of  the  railroad  influences,  I 
many  counties  were  arrayed  a-ainst  the  proposition,  but' 
the   people   of  the   cities   voted   for   the  amendment   and  I 
overcame  the  adverse  vote  in  the  outside  counties.  The  Op-  ' 
position  was  not  confined  to  tiu-  railroad.s,  however    It  ' 
was   argued   that   the   expenditure   of  $101,000,0^)  on   the  ! 
canals  would  not  make  them  equal  to  the  demands  of  the  ' 
times,  despite  the   fact  that  when   they  arc  improved  in  ' 
accordance    with    plans    the    canals    will     accommodate  j 
barges  having  a  capacity  of   looo  tons.     The  opponents  I 
of  the  canal  who  took   this   ground   included   many  who 
favor  the  construction  of  a  ship  canal  between  the  great 
lakes  and  tidewater,  so  that  direct  traffic  may  be  carried 
on   Iietween   the  upper   lake  ports  and  transoceanic  sea-  | 
ports.     There  was  also  opposition  to  canal  enlargement^ 
on  the  ground  that  the  canaU  are  of  no  benefit  to  the  ; 
state  at  large;  that  they  merely  contribute  to  New  York's  \ 
export  trade  by  serving  as  feeders  between  the  lakes  and 
the  sea.    Of  course,  the  railroads  took  advantage  of  these 
objections    and,    by    assiduously    cultivating    them,    tried! 
to  defeat  the  measure,  but  the  New  York  merchants  per- 
suaded  the   voters  of  the   metropolis  that   if  the  canals 
were    not   enlarged    the    export    trade   of   the    city   would 
continue   icj  decline. 

While  the  expenditure  of  $101,000,000  will  permit  the 
enlargement  of  the  Erie  canal,  so  that  1000-ton  barges 
can  be  drawn  by  electric  power  from  Buffalo  to  New 
York  harbor,  and  thercfure  a  restraining  influence 
will  be  exerted  upon  the  railroads  to  the  metropolis  in 
the  making  r.f  rates  on  miscellaneous  freight,  it  cannot 
be  denied  that  a  iooo-t»»n  barge  canal  will  be  entirely  in- 
adequate. Some  people  seem  to  have  gained  the  idea 
that  this  will  permit  the  direct  shipment  of  grain  in  ves- 
sels froiii  Duluth  to  New  York,  but  this  is  incorrect.  For 
instance,  the  Minneapolis  Times  says:  '"The  completion 
of  this  great  internal  improvement  will  mean  an  all-water  i 
route  for  grain  and  flour  from  Minnesota  to  the  .Atlantic 
ocean  without  breaking  cargo"  until  the  freight  is  trans- 
ferred from  the  barges  in  the  harbor  of  New  York  to  the 
ships  that  are  to  carry  it  across  the  Atlantic."  This  would 
be  important,  il  true,  but  unfortunately  it  is  not  true. 
A  1000- ton  barge  canal  will  not  permit  the  shipment  of 
grain  and  flour  from  Minnesota  to  the  .-eaboard  with- 
out breaking  l)ulk.  It  will  be  neoes.,ary,  as  at  present, 
to  break  bulk  at  Buffalo,  as  the  lake  vessel.^  are  too  large 
to  go  through  the  enlarged  canal.  The  advantage  gained 
will  be  that  the  canal  barges  will  be  of  increased  size 
and  moved  by  electric  power,  and  that  they  may  trans- 
fer their  loads  at  New  York  direct  to  the  ocean  vessels, 
thus  saving  the  heavy  lighterage  charges  at  that  port.  The 
canal  rates  may  also  be  lowered,  and  by  these  reductions 
in  the  cost  of  transportation  the  producers  and  shippers 
of  the  Northwest  will  be  benefited  and  the  export  trade 
which  has  been  gradually  leaving  New  York  in  favor 
of  the  St.  Lawrence  route  may  be  diverted  to  its  old 
channels. 

What    the    Nortliwe>t    needs.    wh;u    the    whole    great 
lakes    region   needs,    what    New    York   needs,    is   a    deep 
ship  canal  from   Lake    Erie  to  New   York   which  would 
enable  the  largest  grain   carriers  on  the  lakes  to  trans- 
port t'neir  cargoes  tlirect  to  the  metropolis  without  break- 
ing bvilk.     To  a  very  large  section  of  the  United  Stales 
the   construction    of   this    waterway    wotdd   be    of   vastly 
greater    commercial    importance    and    benefit    than    the  ' 
digging  of  the  isthmian  canal.     It  is  a  work  that  belongs  ' 
to    the    federal     government    and    not    to    the    state    of  1 
New  York.     If  the  members  of  both  branches  of  con-  \ 
gress  from  the  states  which  would  be  benefited  by  such  a 
waterv\  :iy  would  join  hands  and  demand  an  appropriation 
from   congre>s,  it   would  be   forthcoming,  because  their 
influence   is   sufficient  to  overcome  any  opposition   that  ! 
might  he  raised. 


THE  LYDICK  ALLOTMENTS. 

There  appears  to  be  some  very  queer  work  going  on 
in  connection  with  the  Lydick  claim  to  the  land  ad- 
joining the  townsite  of  Cass  Lake.  Twice  officials  of 
the  interior  department  have  heard  the  evidence  on 
both  sides  and  have  decided  that  Mrs.  Lydick 
and  her  children  are  entitled  to  the  land  as  Indian  allot- 
ments. This  view  agrees  with  the  opinions  of  all  dis- 
interested persons  who  have  investigated  the  matter. 
Now  word  comes  from  Washington  that  the  decision  has 
been  held  np  by  order  of  Secretary  Hitchcock,  pending 
a  hearing  on  a  motion  -for  review  "upbn  the  request  of 
Senator  Rnute  Nelson,  vvho  has  been  strongly  opposed 
to  the  granting  of  the  land  to  the  Lydicks."  It  is  al- 
leged that  new  claimants  have  appeared  who  claim  a 
prior  right  to  the  allotments,  but  the  papers  to  the 
case  are  kept  secret  by  the  department. 

It  is  well  understood  that  the  company  which  con- 
trols the  Cass  Lake  townsite  has  always  looked  with 
covetous  eyes  up<m  the  Lydick  allotments  and  has  left 
nothing  undone  to  prevent  the  Lydicks  getting  a  clear 
title  to  the  land.  Senator  Nelson's  activity  in  the  mat- 
ter is  ascribed  to  his  close  connection  with  the  stock- 
holders of  the  townsite  companj-.  Whether  it  was  in 
his  capacity  as  an  attorney  of  these  interests  or  by  virtue 
of  his  influence  as  a  L^nited  States  senator  that  he  in- 
duced the  secretary  of  the  interior  to  grant  another  hear- 
ing in  the  attempt  to  rob  the  Lydicks  of  their  allot- 
ments, is  not  made  clear  by  the  Washington  dispatches. 
But  of  one  thing  the  people  of  Northern  Minnesota,  out- 
side of  those  interested  in  the  townsite  company,  are  as-, 
sured — it  will  be  a  gross  injustice  if  the  scheme  suc- 
ceeds to  take  aw.iy  the  land  from  the  Lydicks  and  hand 
it  over  to  the  townsite  company,  which  is  undoubtedly 
behind  the  "new  claimants"  with  alleged  "prior  rights."

LEADS  IN  RAILROADS. 

Anyone  who  thinks  that  America  is  not  head  and 
shoulders  above  any  other  country  in  the  world  in  the 
matter  of  railroads  should  read  the  facts  and  statistics 
in  Leslie's  Weekly  concerning  this  great  enterprise.  It 
is  shown,  for  instance,  that,  in  service  today,  there  are 
single  rails  60  feet  long  and  100  pounds  to  the  yard,  as 
heavy  as  I'eter  Cooper's  old-time  locomotive.  Before 
the  civil  war  a  trainload  of  200  tons  was  considered  great. 
Some  freight  engines  haul  loads  of  2500  tons.  The  first 
locomotive  used  in  the  United  States  had  to  be  obtained 
in  England.  Today  United  States  locomotives  are  found 
on  the  railways  of  Europe,  Asia,  Africa  and  the  islands 
of  the  sea.  One  concern  in  Philadelphia,  the  Baldwin 
works,  has  made  more  than  JO,ooo  locomotives  since  it 
was  founded.  It  will  turn  out  in  1903  half  a  dozen  every 
working  day  or  1800  in  all. 

When  the  United  States,  seventy  years  ago.  began 
to  follow  Elngland's  lead  in  the  adoption  of  the  railway 
nobody  supposed  we  would  catch  up  with  that  country. 
Between  1880  and  1890  the  United  States  built  70,000 
miles  of  railway — more  than  England,  France  and  Ger- 
iTiany  had  constructed  in  fifty  years.  Today  there  are 
205,000  miles  of  railway  in  the  United  States,  as  com- 
pared with  180,000  in  the  whole  of  Europe,  and  England 
is  not  the  leading  country  in  Europe  either,  in  number 
of  miles  of  road.

FACTORY  INSPECTION. 

Restriction  of  the  labor  of  women  and  children  is  a 
topic  which  has  been  discussed  for  years,  with  the  nat-  j 
tiral    re.iult    of    a    steady    improvement    in    almost    every  1 
section    of    the    world.      Naturally   this    improvement    is  j 
brought  about  through  factory  regulation,  and  as  public  j 
sentiment  has   been   aroused,   more   and   more   stringent 
laws   have  been   enacted,  until   much  good  has  been  ac- 
complished.    Tn  Germany  most  satisfactory  progres  has 
been  made  in  factory  inspection,  and  the  results  would 
justify  the   adoption  of  the   methods   in  other  countries. 
The  ino>t  stringest  regulations  are  tliose  affecting  chil- 
dren and  women;  and  herein  the  state  clearly  has  in  view 
the  interests  of  the  community  as  represented  by  the  em- 
ployed.    Children  may  not  be  employed  under  the  age 
of  I,},  and  only  at  that  age  if  thej-  are  no  longer  liable  to 
attend  school,  a  condition  which  is  decided  by  the  school 
inspector.     For  such  children — that  is  from  13  to  14  years  I 
old — the    hours    are   limited   to   si.x   a    day,   with   half  an 
hour's  interval  for  meals.     In   1901   the  total  number  of  | 
children    under    14   employed    tliroughout   the    empire    in  I 
fabrikcn.  which  includes  a  good  deal  more  than  factor-  i 
ies  in  the   Engli>h  sense,  was  9454  (.5876  boys  and  3578  j 
girls). 

Female  hands  must  not  be  employed  between  8:30 
p.  m.  and  5:30  a.  m.;  on  Saturday  and  on  the  eve  of  a 
Jioly  day  they  must  not  be  employed  after  5:30  p.  m. 
Their  daily  hours  of  employment  must  not  exceed  eleven 
on  ordinary  days  or  ten  f»n  Saturday  and  on  the  eve  of  a 
holy  day.  They  must  have  at  least  an  hour's  pause  at 
midday,  and  those  who  have  a  household  to  look  after 
may  claitn  an  extra  half-hour.  The  number  of  women 
over  16  employed  in  1901  was  847,386,  of  whom  310,211 
were  under  21.

PROGRESS  OF  CUBA. 

The  success  of  the  new  republic  of  Cuba  in  the  past 
year  has  been  a  revelation  to  the  Cubans  themselves. 
The  November  number  of  Dun's  Review  is  international, 
and  more  than  half  of  the  issue  is  devoted  to  Cuba.  All 
its  statements  tend  to  conform  the  hopeful  reports  that 
from  time  to  time  throughout  the  year  have  come  con- 
cerning affairs  in  the  island.  Tn  May,  1902,  the  American 
military  government  turned  over  to  the  home  govern- 
ment less  than  $500,000,  while  the  treasury  balance  now 
shows  $4,000,000,  and  this  increase  within  a  year  and  a 
half  has  been  made  with  no  additional  taxation  or  de- 
crease in  educational  facilities  or  sanitation,  while  public 
works  have  by  no  means  been  neglected.  Furtlierniore, 
since  the  civil  war  a  trade  balance  of  $22,000,000  against 
her  has  been  converted  into  one  of  $4,000,000  in  her 
favor.  It  is  one  of  the  hopeful  signs  that  so  much  en- 
thusiasm is  still  manifested  in  the  cause  of  public  educa- 
tion, there  being  appropriated  nearly  $4,000,000  to  sup- 
port all  classes  of  public  schools,  which  are  now  attend- 
ed by  more  than    150.000  pupils. 

The  crops  in  Cuba  have  been  excellent.  In  Kjoo  her 
sugar  crop  was  300,073  tons;  in  1902  it  was  850.181  tons, 
while  that  of  the  present  j-ear  is  estimated  as  high  as 
970,000  tons.  Her  fruit  exports  a  year  ago  were  valued 
at  nearly  $2,000,000.  and  within  a  few  months  the  cultiva- 
tion of  long-staple  cotton  has  been  take  up,  with  a  pros- 
pect that  the  coffee  industry,  once  so  profitable,  tnay  be 
again  revived. 

A  inillion  and  a  half  of  cattle  are  feeding  on  her 
hills  where  five  years  ago  there  were  no  cattle  at  all. 
The  people  are  enterprising  and  are  successfully  experi- 
menting with  new  crops  to  which  her  rich  soil  is  splen- 
didly adapted.  Not  10  per  cent  of  her  tillable  acres  has 
yet  come  under  cultivation,  and  the  luxuriant  produc- 
tion that  is  rewarding  the  Cuban  farmer  or  planter  is  in 
the  highest  degree  encouraging  to  the  extension  of  op- 
erations. Peace  and  prosperity  have  taken  the  places  of 
oppression  and  war,  and  the  government  is  running  as 
smoothly  as  though  it  had  been  established  for  twenty- 
five  years. 

All  this  has  been  accomplished  under  more  or  less  ad- 
verse circumstances.  Willi  all  uncertainties  reinoved 
there  is  no  doubt  that  the  progress  of  the  Gem  of  the 
Antilles  will  be  simply  wonderful.

The    Increase    in    export.^  ^ 
was  about   $ZJ.oC0.00rt  and   the   increase   In 
imports  about  $liXOOO,00  in  the  six  months 
period,  as  compared  one  with   the  other 
England,  France  and  Germany  got  by  far 
the    largest   share    of   the   Increase    being 
about  on  a  par  with  that  of   Brazil   and 
Italy.     The  exports  of  Argentina  to  for- 
eign  countries   were   increased    to   almos' 
every  country  with   whioli  she  does  busi- 
ness except  the  United  States,   Italy  and  ' 
United    Kingdom.      The    decrease    in    ex- 
ports to  the  I'nitcd  St.-ites  readies  nearly 
»1.0<Xl,000,    or    more    than    the    Increase    in 
the  imports  from  the  I'nited  S.tates.     One 
of  the  great  drawbacks  to  an  increase  of 
trade  between  the  United  States  and  the 
countries  to  the  South  is  a  lack  of  direct 
steamer    transportation.      Europe    is    well 
supplied    with    lines    running    directly    to 
South  American  ports  and  trade  natural- 
ly follows  this  line  of  least  resistance.

berlain tariff  campaign  seriously  and  tho 
belief  among  these  people  is  apparently 
general  that  Englnnd  will  shortly  depart 
from  her  free-trade  policy.  This  js  not 
merely  a  mutter  of  opinion,  for  the  Eng- 
lish iniporlcra  liave  already  begun  to 
increase  their  stocks  and  lay  in  large  sup- 
plies of  goods  upon  which  Mr.  Chamber- 
lain proposes  th*rre  .-^hall  bo  a  10  per  cent 
Import  uutv  in  the  future.  This  interest- 
ing news  is  not  contained  in  any  ot  the 
reports  from  the  American  representa- 
tives abro.id,  but  is  the  iiurden  of  much 
private  correspondence  between  Englan<l 
and  tlie  United  States  just  at  tliis  time. 
It  lias  always  lioen  the  custom  in  the 
Vnlted  States  prior  to  the  enactment  ot 
a  n.w  tariff  law  for  industries  likely  to 
be  aftvcKd  thereby  to  discount  the  future 
and  lo  load  or  unload  their  stock  in  trade 
a.s  might  sc-.-m  to  be  to  the  best  advantage 
under  tlie  operations  of  any  proposed  law. 
The  Englishmen  have  evidently  learned 
the  game  and  arc  taking  time  by  the  fore- 
lock. A  10  p<r  cent  import  duty  does  not 
Bound  largf.  but  upon  tile  luavier  cheap- 
er CULT'S  of  goods  wliich  are  imported  into 
England  in  enormous  (iuantiti«'S  this  10 
per  cent  would  represent  tiie  difference 
b»-tween  jirolit  and  loss.

Caaper.  Wyo.,  Nov.  6.— A  scheme  which 
for  daring  and  magnitude  excels  anything 
since  Texas  gave  millions  of  acres  of  land 
to  a  syndicate  which  built  the  state  capl- 
lol  witho'Jt  cost  to  the  people,  or  since 
John  liiiw  dazed  the  court  of  Louis  XV 
with  Ills  Mlssi.'jsippl  chems,  has  beiin  un- 
earthed ill  this  state. 

It  has  for  its  purpose  the  building  i>f  an 
entire  city  In  thft  heart  of  the  wild  moun- 
tains of  Wyoming,  the  construction  of 
raiiroad-s,  scaools,  public  buildings,  water- 
works, elecirlc  light  plant,  etc.,  and  the 
removal  of  the  statu  capital  from  Chey- 
enne to  the  new  citv.  And  all  the  pubhc 
buildings  of  this  new  city  of  the  moun- 
tains will  be  donated  to  the  state  by  tl;e 
promoters  of  the  scheme,  who  will  ask 
nothing  in  itturn  oth<='r  than  that  the 
state  offiLer.1  com  eand  occupy  tlie  pala- 
tial  quarters   prepared. 

The  promoters  are  Eastern  and  London 
'  apitalists.  They  are  headed  by  Willis 
G'-orge  Kmerson,  Western  r>romoter  and 
author,  and  liavo  secureii  thousands  ol 
acren    of    land    In    Central    Wyoming. 

It  is  to  increase  the  value  of  the  prop- 
ertv  that  the  new  citv  is  to  be  built.  Tne 
lands  are  of  all  kinds,  agricultural,  tim- 
bered, coal,  oil.  Iron  and  gold,  and  it  is 
the  intention  of  the  promoters  to  make 
that  part  of  the  state  the  leading  center 
o*  different  industries  associated  with 
thest    products. 

Some   years    ago    the    Wyoming   legisla- 
ture  passed  a  law   under   which   the   peo- 
[  pie  of  the  state  would  vote  for  a  perman- 
1  ent   capital   in   VMH.     The   promoters   hope. 
I  at  ihis  election,  to  have  theor  scheme  in- 
I  dorsed   by    a    majority   of    the    voters    and 
I  work    will    begin    Immediately    to   educate 
and    instruct    them    on     the    advantages 
which    would    result    to    the   state   should 
they  vote  the  change    Thousands  of  dol- 
lars will  be  spent  on  literature,  and  ora- 
tors will  be  sent  to  all  parts  of  the  state 
to  discu.ss  the  matter.  Several  newspapers 
will    be    established    in    different       towns. 
Thev    will    ad\'ocate    the    proposed    meas- 
ure," and,   since  there  are   less  than   I'W.OOO 
inhabitants  in   the  entire  state,    the  pro- 
moters   believe    their    proposition    will    be 
accepted. 

Among  the  reasons  put  forth  by  the 
syndi.\it.  Is  that  should  these  biO.iXW  in- 
habitants be  forced  to  erect  buildings 
tlipmseive.s,  taxes  would  be  so  high  as  to 
l«-  vMtually  confiscation;  the  location  of 
the  new  city  will  be  in  the  center  of  the 
state.  Railro.ids,  to  be  constructed,  will 
make  the  city  easily  accessible  to  all  coun- 
ties, whereas  to  reach  Cheyenne,  the 
jiresent  capital,  citizens  in  some  sections 
of  the  state  must  travel  from  750  to  UOO 
miles.  Another  reason  advanced  is  that 
the  building  Of  ?»)»  miles  of  new  railroad 
.inil  the  opening  and  developing  of  rail- 
lions  of  aeres  of  land  would  be  worth 
biiiging  about. 

The  exact  locatioi,  of  the  contemplat- 
ed city  has  not  been  made  public,  but  the 
lands  of  the  syndicate  are  located  In  Fre- 
mont and  Natrona  counMes.  along  the 
Sweetwater  river  and  Rattlesnake  and 
Sweetwater  mountains,  and  it  Is  likely 
the  city  will  be  built  In  that  part  of  the 
state.

In  fact,  the  solvinK  of  the  airship  prob- 
lem Is  not  necessary  to  such  a  project 
as  this.  Hot-air  billoons  would  accom- 
plish the  object. 

Battles  between  airships  would  be 
most  terrible,  as  nolx>dy  in  a  disabled 
warship  of  the  air  would  have  the  re- 
motest chance  of  escape.

ERNST  IS 

GIVEN  UP 

By  Bondsmen  and  Is  In 

Custody  of  Deputy 

Sheriff. 

b't.  Paul  ,Nov.  6.— Casper  J.  Ernst, 
capitalist  and  promoter,  who  has  been 
out  on  bail  of  $4.">00  pending  a  hearing 
on  charges  of  ernbeziement  and  forgerv 
preferred  by  Father  Metzler.  a  Catholic 
priest,  of  Chippewa  Falls,  Wis.,  was 
surrendered  by  his  l>ondsmen  last  night 
and  is  now  in  the  custody  of  a  deputy 
sherifl'.  The  action  of  his  bondsmen, 
one  of  whom  is  Ernst's  brother-in-law, 
IS  s;ad  to  be  due  to  sensijttlonal  develop- 
ments in  the  case,  as  a  result  of  an  in- 
vestigation which  has  been  going  on 
since  his  recent  arrest.  Ernst  is  said 
to  have  received  large  sums  from  people 
throughout  Minnesota,  Wisconsin  and 
East'?rn  .^^tates,  to  be  Invested  lor  them 
at  a  high  rate  of  Interest.  Many  of 
his  clients  were  Catholic  priests,  who 
sent  on  their  private  fortunes  for  in- 
vestment. What  the  total  amount  of 
money  received  is  not  yet  known,  but 
the  InvestLgators  claim  that  it  was  in 
the  neighborhood  of  $200,000.  Since  his 
arrest  i-^rnst  has  filed  a  deed  of  trust 
to  John  O'Brien,  his  attorney,  convey- 
ing to  him.  with  power  to  sell,  two 
office  builelings  in  the  V>u.Hiness  district. 
This  pror>erty  is  estmated  to  be  worth 
$200,000,  but  Ernst  has  only  an  equity 
in  it  amounting  to  about  $30,000. 


Logansport,  Ind.,  Nov.  6. — The  arrest 
of  Isaac  Stover,  charged  by  his  own 
sister  with  a  murder  committed  twenty- 
five  years  ago  and  kept  a  secret  in  the 
family  all  these  years,  is  the  sensa- 
tional denouement  brought  forth  in  a 
case  which,  once  a  sensation  in  this 
part  of  Indiana,  had  almost  faded  from 
the  memory  of  old  inhabitants. 

Stover's  accuser  is  Mrs.  Harriet  Bltt- 

ner,  who  appeared  before  the  sheriff 
of  the  county  thl.4  weelc  and  told  liim 
she  had  come  to  relieve  her  mind  of  a 
terrible  secret  kept  for  twenty-live 
years. 

Mrs.  Bittner  then  went  on  to  recall 
the  death  of  her  husband.  Edward  Bitt- 
ner, who  was  mysteriously  murdered 
near  Lewisburg,  in  this  county,  in  1878. 
The  murderer  of  Bittner  had  never 
been  known.  The  sheriff  of  the  county 
}  at  that  time  had  \v^tfJte»l  on  tlie  case 
until  clews  were  exlrrrnsted,  and  efforts 
to  solve  the  mystery  were  finally  aban- 
doned. The  case  m^S"  a  sensation  at 
I  the  time.

Continuing,  Mrs.  Bittner  said  her 
husband  anel  her  brother  quarreled  in 
the  house,  and  went  out  in  the  yard, 
where  Stover  struck  Bittner  on  the 
head  with  a  stone,  kllllne:  him. 

Mrs.    Bittner's   story   of   the   conceal- 
ment   of    the    crime    is    di  imatic.      She 
says  she  saw  her  brother  kill  her  has-  ' 
band,  and  declared  she  would  have  him  | 
prosecuted;    but    Stover,    according    to  ■ 
her  allegation,  appealed  t'>  her  tliat  it 
would    be   better    to   keep   the   crime    a  I 
secret  than  send  her  own  biother  to  the  j 
gallows  and  bring  the  stigma  of  crime  j 
upon   the   family  name.  j 

Mrs.  Bittner  says  she  was  dissuaded  ■ 
from  her  Intention  to  expo.se  her  bro-  ! 
ther,  and  that  she  entered  with  him  ; 
Into  the  story  told  at  the  coroner's  in- 
quest. This  stofj'  was  that  Bittner  had 
been  found  in  the  yard  with  his  head 
crushed— when  or  by  whom  the  occu- 
pants of  the  house  did  not  know. 

Mrs.  Bittner  said  she  had  kept  this 
dreadful  secret  feUhfully  for  twenty- 
live  years,  never  telling  it  until  now, 
when  her  brother  had  behaved  himself 
so  outrageously  in  the  settlement  of 
their  father's  estate,  that  she  had  con- 
sidered herself  no  longet*  bound  to  pro- 
tect him  from  the  law. 

She  says  Stover  promised  her  that, 
did  she  keep  the  fact  of  the  killing 
secret  he  would  go  away  fre>m  Indiana 
and  would  remain  away  always.  She 
says  lie  did  go  away,  but  returned  after 
a  few  years,  and  that  he  has  been  .a 
source  of  trouble  In  the  family  from  the 
time  he  returned. 

Upon  hearing  Mrs.  Bittner's  story  the 
sheriff  of  the  county  sent  OtTicer  George 
Graham  to  Servla.  Ind..  where  his 
sister  said  Stover  might  be  found.  Gra- 
ham found  him  there-«nd  returned  with 
him     bringing   him   to   the    Liogansport 

jail."  '  i 

Stover  Is  now  abotl^  50  years  of  age.  ! 
He  denies   that  he  killed   Bittner.   and 
aays  his  sister  is  actu;t.ted  by  sjdte  in 
laying  the  crime  at  his  df>or. 

Seen  at  the  local  jail  today.  Stover 
expressed  astonishment  at  his  sister's 
actions.  He  said  he  •could  not  believe 
she  had  charged  him  with  killing  her 
husbajid.  and  would  not  believe  It  un- 
til she  personally  confirmted  him  and 
told  him  .=he  had  catjsed  his  arrest. 

Stover's  story  of  the  killing  of  Bitt- 
ner Is  this:  He  says  Bittner  quarreled 
with  him  and  his  ffifher.  and  ti  U  all 
three  of  them  fought  in  the  yard.  In 
the  melee  Bittner  was  killed,  but  he 
denies  that  he  Iciiled  him,  and  says  he 
does  not  believe  either  himself  or  Ills 
father  knew  at  the  time  which  of  them 
did  kill  Bittner. 

Mrs.  Bittner  denies  that  her  father 
was  there.  She  says  she  saw  Stover 
kill  Bittner  by  striking  him  on  the  head 
■with  a  stone. 

Stover's  Indignation  over  his  arrest 
and  imprisonment  in  the  Logansport 
jail,  without  bail,  is  Intense;  but  It  is 
more  so  when  he  talks  of  his  sister's 
faithlessness.  He  says  he  i-aised  her 
and  provided  for  her  when  she  was  a 
child,  and  that  she  has  always  seemed 
grateful  until  now.  The  subject  at  the 
time    was   one   of   such    pain    to   all   of 

!  them  that  they  did  not  talk  about  it.

Thi3  is  considered  remarkable,  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  Dr.  Roberts'  repu- 
tation as  a  pulpit  orator  gained  largely 
through  a  series  of  sermons  against  di- 
vorce even  which  he  preached  while 
pastor  of  Trinity  church,  this  city. 

Within  a  short  time  after  Dr.  Rob- 
erts came  to  the  college  It  took  on  a 
new  life.  Suddenly  in  the  early  part  oi 
this  year  the  people  were  astounded  by 
rumors  of  the  contemplated  resignation 
of  Dr.  Roberts.

surrendered  by  his  bondsmen  last  night 
and  is  MOW  in  the  custody  of  a  deputy 
sherifl'.

one  of  whom  Is  Ernst's  brother-in-law, 
IS  s.'tid  to  be  due  to  sensjttional  develop- 
ments in  the  case,  as  a  result  of  an  in- 
vestigation v/liivh  has  been  going  on 
snue  his  recent  arrest.  Ernst  is  said 
to  have  received  large  sums  fiotn  people 
throughout  Minnesota,  Wisconsin  and 
East-^ni  slates,  to  be  invested  for  them 
iit  a  high  rate  of  interest.

Mrs.  Bittner  says  she  w.is  dissuaded 
from  her  Intention  to  expnse  her  bro- 
ther, and  that  she  entered  with  him 
into  the  story  told  at  the  coroner's  in- 
tiuest.  This  story  was  that  Bittner  had  ' 
been  found  in  the  yard  with  his  head  [ 
crushed— when  or  bj-  whom  the  occu- 
pants of  the  house  did  not  know. 

Mrs.    Bittner   said   she   had   kept   this 
dreadful   secret    faithfully   for   twenty-  , 
live  years,    never  telliiiff  it   until   now,  j 
when  her  brother  had  behaved  hlmhelf  | 
so   outrageously   In    the   settlement     of  i 
their  father's  estate,  that  she  had  con- 
sidered herself  no  longer  bound  to  pro- 
tect him  from  the  law.

Upon  hearing  Mrs.  Blttn^r's  story  the] 
sheriff  of  the  county  sent  Officer  George 
Graham  to  Servla,  Ind.,  where  his 
sister  said  Stover  might  be  found.  Gra- 
ham found  him  there  «nd  reiurneti  wiihj 
him,  l)rinsing  him  to  the  lx>gansport 
jail.  *  ■ 

Stover  Is  now  abotit  50  years  of  age. 
He  denies  that  he  killetl  Bittner.  and 
aavs  his  sister  is  actuated  by  si>ite  in 
laying  the  crime  at  his  door.  j 

Seen  at  tlie  local  jail  today.  Stover 
expressed  astonishment  at  his  sifter's 
actions.  He  said  he  -could  not  believe 
she  had  charged  him  with  killing  her 
husband,  and  would  not  believe  it  un- 
til she  personally  confrrmted  him  and 
told  him  .^he  had  caiiwed  his  arrest. 

Stover's  story  of  the  killing  of  Bitt- 
ner is  this:  He  says  Bittner  quarreled 
with  iiim  and  his  father,  and  t'  it  all 
three  of  them  fought  in  the  yard. 
,  the  melee  Bittner  was  killed,  but 
I  denies  that  he  killed  him,  and  says  he 
'  does  not  believe  either  himself  or  his 
i  father  knew  .it  the  time  which  of  them 
did  kill  Bittner. 

Mrs.  Bittner  denies  that  her  father 
was  there.  She  says  she  saw  Stover 
kill  IMttner  by  striking  him  on  the  head 
with  a  stone. 

Stover's  indignation  o\  er  his  arrest 
and  Imprisonment  in  the  Logansport 
jail,  without  bail,  is  intense;  but  it  is 
more  so  when  he  talks  of  his  sister's 
faithlessness.  He  says  he  raised  her 
and  provided  for  her  when  she  was  a 
child,  and  that  she  has  always  seemed 
gratefui  until  now.  The  subject  at  the 
time  was  one  of  such  pain  to  all  of 
them  that  they  did  not  talk  about  it. 

Stover  will  be  given  a  preliminary 
hearign  this  week.  He  says  Bittner 
was  killed  March  9,  1S78.  and  that  he 
was  exonerated  by  the  grand  jury  at 
the  spring  session  of  the  circuit  court 
in  that  year.

■Pap,"  as  he  pointed  out  a  few  injuries 

about  his  body   that   came  as  a  result 

of  carelessnese. 

"I've  never  been  careless  or  absent 
of  mind  about  anything  since  the  unfor- 
tunate occurrence  I  liave  in  niird,  and 
1  suppose  I'm  too  old  to  get  bai;k  into 
the  sin  again.  It  was  all  my  fault,  and 
I've  never  blamed  any  one  else  for  it. 
"What  made  mo  put  carel-essness 
aside  as  one,  of  the  worst  of  human 
faults?  Just  this,  but  I  didn't  learn  it 
until  1880,  more  than  20  years  ago. 

"I  was  then  running  into  Texts  as 
an  engineer  over  the  first  track  to  go 
into  the  Lone  Star  state.  Things  were 
quite  different  then  from  what  tney 
are  now.    All  of  the  modern  improve- 


ments that  make  traveling  comfortable 
were  undi*eamed  of.  and  comparatively 
speaking.  It  was  just  a  little  better 
than  roughing  it,  because  it  was  faster. 

"Well,  to  get  down  to  the  story.  We 
pulled  into  a  Texas  station  one  even- 
ing about  7  o'clock.  The  station  was 
no  more  than  a  commissary,  a  box  car, 
which  the  operator  used  as  an  ofTlce, 
and  a  platform.  That  was  where  we  had 
to  stop. 

"I'll  never  forget  that  evening.  Be- 
bides  being  winter,  when  it  gets  daik 
early,  the  sky  was  full  of  threatening 
clouds,  and  this  doubled  the  blackness. 
Every  'ilme  I  speak  of  the  incident,  I 
can  see  a  lantern  waving  from  that 
boxcar,  beckoning  us  on,  and  It  makes 
me  shiver  to  think  how  much  wor.<e 
might  have  been  the  things  that  fol- 
lowed. 

'We  didn't  stop  there  long — about  two 
or  three  minutes,  I  suppose — but  it  was 
long  enough  for  me  to  learn  a  lesson. 
As  soon  as  the  engine  came  to  a  stand- 
still I  jumped  out,  with  oil  can  in  hand, 
lo  oil  her.  As  I  greased  her  Joints  and 
joked  with  an  acquaintance  standing 
near  by,  the  operator  shoved  an  order 
Into  my  hand.  Carelessly  and  without 
thought  I  poked  it  into  one  of  my 
pockets  and  continued  with  oiling.  I 
would  look  at  it  in  a  moment  and  see 
what  it  meant,  I  said  to  myself,  but 
that  moment  never  came,  and  thought 
of  the  order  never  entered  my  mind 
again  until  some  hours  later,  when  I 
screamed:  'My  Godl'  and  was  knocked 
into  unconsciousness.  But  I'm  going 
ahead    of   the   story. 

"As  I  stepped  back  into  the  engine  I 
felt  as  happy  as  any  man  on  earth. 
The  puffing  and  the  blowing  made  me 
feel  good,  and  as  I  opened  the  throttle 
and  pulled  out  there  was  some  thought 
in  my  mind  of  a  junction  not  many 
hours  ahead,  where  I  would  be  re- 
lieved. 

"Stations  were  not  as  close  together 
on  any  road  then  as  they  are  now, 
and  a  good  deal  of  ground  had  to  be 
got  over  before  a  stopping  place  was 
reached.  I  struck  up  the  required  speed 
and  the  train  went  a  humming  over 
prairies  and  through  pine  woods.  We 
were  not  going  as  fast  as  an  ordinary 
train  goes  nowadays,  but  we  were 
going  fast  for  those  times. 

"Except  for  the  bull's  eye  lantern  on 
the  front  of  the  engine,  there  was  not  a 
light,  not  even  from  a  star,  within 
miles.  We  had  just  passed  a  lonely 
switch,  but  there  was  no  light  there, 
for  it  was  rarely  ever  used.  About  a 
half  mile  distant  there  was  a  big  curve 


in  the  track  that  bent  around  a  fore.st. 
It  was  customary  to  slow  up  a  little  bit 
in  making  this  turn,  and  I've  always 
thanked  Gcd  that  such  was  the  case. 

"We  weri  just  about  to  swerve  into 
the  curve  when  there  shot  into  view, 
hardly  moie  than  a  block  distant,  the 
light  of  another  engine.  'My  Godl  The 
order!"  I  slirieked  to  my  fireman,  as  I 
jerked  the  throttle  off  and  cujled  for  all 
the  brakes.  Quick  action  followed  this, 
and  while  it  did  not  avert  a  head-end 
collsion,   it   did  some  good. 

"I  suppose  the  whole  thing  took  place 
In  less  than  thirty  seconds.  A  crash, 
a  terrible  crash — one  of  the  most  sicken- 
ing sounds  I  ever  heard — came  next, 
and  then  all  was  oblivion  to  me.  Con- 
sciousness came  back  to  me  the  day 
following,  and  then  a  picture  of  what 
had  happened— a  more  disheartening 
picture  than  the  real  fact— flashed 
through  my  mind  and  I  almost  lapsed 
back  into  forgetfulness  at  thought  yt 
it. 

"  The  order — where  is  the  order?'  I 
called  out  like  one  demented.  No  one 
around  me  knew  of  it.  I  asked  for 
my  trousers.  I  was  too  badly  crippled 
to  handle  them  myself,  but  a  friend's 
hand  went  down  into  the  pocket  and 
pulled  out  a.  yellow  slip,  which  read  aa 
follows: 

"  'Meet  No.  4  at  switch  below  curve.' 

"That  was  more  misery  for  me.  I 
had  not  carried  out  the  order,  and  for 
a  moment's  carelessness,  absolutely 
without  cause,  my  mental  agony  was  a 
thousand  times  worse  than  the  physical 
pain  I  felt. 

"I  had  to  learn  by  degrees  the  result 
of  a  disaster  that  would  be  charged  to 
me,  and  the  detained  consequences  of 
which  I  dreaded  to  think  of.  A  head- 
end collision  had  taken  place,  but  it 
was  not  a.'?  bad  as  my  mind  said  it 
mi^ht  be.  The  speed  of  the  engines  had 
been  considerably  slackened  before 
they  met  iiid  a  terrible  .shock  took 
place.  Both  engines  and  a  number  of 
cars  were  derailed,  and  a  few  persona 
injured.  The  engineers  and  the  firemen 
suffered  the  worst  from  the.se,  and  I 
still  bear  the  marks  received  for  my 
absence  of  mind. 

"Experience  is  rightly  said  to  be  a 
very  expensive  school,  but  it  some- 
times teaches  lasting  lessons.  One  that 
I  learned  i^,  never  be  careless,  and  I 
can  truthftlly  say  that  since  the  night 
I  placed  that  order  in  my  pocket  and 
forgot  it,  rot  the  slightest  duty  I  am 
capable  of  doing  has  ever  slipped  my 
memory."

i  for  a  second  letter  did  not  exist.  One  day 
I  happened  to  very  my  signature.    I  wrote 
my  initials  instead  of  my  first  name  and. 
middle  initial.     To  my   surprise   the  reply 
came  in  tlie  first  mall  next  morning,     ft 
j  consisted  Of  my  own  letter  with  a  stamped 
I  hand    pointing   to   my    questions,    and    an 
'  Inclosure  of  about  six  lines  in  length,  be- 
'  gining    'Dear    sir.      In    reply    would    say,* 
etc.     'This  Is  delightful."  I  said  and  look- 
ing the  papers  over,  noticed  my  signature. 
That  gave  me  an  Idea.     I  signed  all   my 
letters    that    way     that    day,     found     ths 
result  satisfactory  and  have  continued  the 
practice  ever  since.     I   have  purchased  a. 
neA-   stamp.     When    these    people   happen 
to  see  me  they  are  surprised,  but  by  that 
time  they  are  In  the  habit  of  being  busi-

poor  had  sold  everything  in  the  house 
until  there  was  nothine  left  but  his  w^lfe 
and  him.«eif.  He  could  not  sell  himself, 
so  he  proposed  to  raise  money  by  selling 
her.  '  The  woman  was  rescued  and  given 
work  by  the  mission.  Miss  Hart  well  ad- 
ded that  the  incident  W(juld  serve  to 
give  some  Idea  of  the  moral  Btandaxd 
of  the  (Chinese  women,  it  being  a  common 
occurrence  for  them  to  commit  suicide 
to  escape  being  sold  into  a  life  of  shamft.

With 
the  romanizing  of  the  different  Chinese 
dialects*.  wl»ich  Is  being  acoompllshea 
by  the  mis.«ionaries  and  Chinese  Chris- 
tians, the  language  has  been  mmh  sim- 
plified; so  that,  wliere  It  formerly  tooH 
six  years  to  learn  lo  read,  six  months 
will  now  suffice.  This  has  been  of  great 
assistance  in  teaching  womjen  and  girls  to 
read.  Several  hundred  young  men  in 
Foochow  alone  have  learned  to  speak 
English,  and  many  hold  positiyns  a.s  in- 
terpreters in  foreign  consulates.  "My 
father  assisted  at  the  fir<;t  baptism  In 
Foochow."  said  Miss  Hartwell.  •"and  lher«-

Tile 
offlcial.s  persisted  in  their  search,  until 
they  finally  found  two  |>ersons  who  were 
V  llling  that  their  names  .should  be  used 
Hi  a  complaint. 

During  its  existence  the  Sunset  Min- 
ing comiiany  has  done  a  large  bUf>lne*-s:. 
l-Iun-.ble.  who  custituted  the  company, 
proved  an  aggressive  mining  promoter. 
He  used  the  mails  to  circulate  adver- 
tisements ol  the  comjiany's  mines  all 
over  the  ea.si.  In  his  cjnulars  he  state.', 
that  lie  was  the  owner  of  the  Anio  mine, 
near  <  )roville.  and  six  other  mines  In 
the  mining  counties.  He  described  his 
mining  possessions  as  being  exceeding- 
ly \al:Mi»!e, 

The  ii.  iilars  which  Rumble  sent 
broad  :•  contained  pictures  of  pros- 
perous •!  i.i-s  working  at  lull  blast, 
ylelditi-;  tons  of  sand  teeming  witli  gold 


ore.  Ho  enumerated  his  mines  as  fol- 
lows: 

Value  of  mine  No.  7,  $40,000;  value  of 
mine  No.  9,  $125,000;  value  of  Amo  mine, 
$250,000;  value  of  dredge  No.  1,  $60,000; 
value  of  dredge  No.  2,  $G0,000. 

Besides  these  mines  Rumble  stated 
in  his  circular  that  he  owned  the  Old 
Glory  drift  mitie,  and  that  he  had  many 
thousands  of  dollars  in  cash  on  hand. 
He  advertised  that  the  company  had 
10.000,01)0  shares  of  slock,  having  the  par 
value  of  $1  a  share.  He  promised  to 
pay  2  per  cent  a  month  in  dividends 
on  all  investmets. 

Attracted  by  these  glowing  accounts 
people  in  tht-  E^st,  expecting  to  get 
rich  (pilckly,  Invested  In  the  stock  of  the 
Sunset  Mining  company.  By  using  the 
money  that  was  paid  by  one  investor 
he  was  able  to  pay  the  promised  divi- 
dreds  on  the  lnvesitm.ents  made  oy 
others.  Inspector  t)'Connell  says  that 
no  dividends  were  ever  paid  out  of 
money  derived  from  the  mines. 

"When  people  anxious  to  inve.st  theii 
money  in  mining  property  would  come 
to  this  city,"  said  O'Connell  yesterday, 
"Rumble  would  be  prepared  for  *heni. 
If  he  was  clever  in  circulating  attrac- 
tive advertisements,  he  was  still  more 
clever  in  dealing  directly  with  a  pros- 
pective customer.  He  liad  large  nuggets 
in  his  office,  which  he  would  tell  then; 
were  dug  out  of  the  mines.  He  would 
offer  to  take  them  to  the  mines,  and  if 
they  went  he  would  have  the  rdulce- 
boxes  salted  with  gold  so  as  to  d-i- 
celve  them." 

A  portion  of  one  of  the  circulars  whicl'. 
Rumble  circulated  contained  the  ItIIovv- 
ing  enticing  description  of  California 
and  incidentally  of  the  Sunset  Mining 
'"ompany's  property: 

"Pay  us  a  visit.  We  are  always 
pleased  to  show  people  our  mines.  Cali- 
fornia i.-*  a  glorious  state.  It  produces 
anything  that  humanity  wants.  Mining 
can  be  done  In  California  hette;'  than 
in  ajiy  other  locality  on  earth  oecau-se 
work  can  be  done  twelve  montlis  in  the 
year."  • 

Shortly  after  Rumble  began  opera- 
tions under  the  name  of  the  Sunset 
Mining  «."o.  in  1!*00.  his  concern  was  ex- 
posed as  a  fraud.  Lewis  E.  Aubury, 
stale  mineraJogist,  also  exposed  his 
melhi>J  of  transacting  business.  Rum- 
ble complained  to  <4overnor  Gage  that 
the  attacks  made  aginst  him  were  un- 
warranted. 

Inspector  O'Connell  is  certain  that 
the  authorities  ha\o  a  strong  ca.^e 
against  Rumble.  Resides  the  two  men 
whose  names  appear  in  the  complaint, 
the  in.spt;'ctor  states  that  he  "nas  ob- 
tained the  names  of  numerous  others 
who  have  been  actually  swindled,  who 
have  been    led   to  buy  worthless  stock. 

This  is  not  the  first  time  that  the 
ail'airs  of  the  .Sunset  company  have  felt 
the  hand  of  the  law.  Recently  Rumble 
was  sued  by  D.  D.  SmllVi  of  (.'harlot te- 
vllle.  O.,  for  tiie  recovery  of  $12,500, 
whi<'h  he  had  Invested  in  the  stock. 
Smith  testified  that  Rumble  paid  him 
2  pfr  cent  on  the  stock,  which  he  held, 
as  lojig  as  there  was  any  chance  to 
get  more  money  out  of  him  or  out  of  his 
friends.  Rumble  paid  Smith  $8500  to 
settle  the  suit  out  of  court.

— Jacques  Thibaud, 
the  yiniiii^  Frtiich  virtuso  whor.i  Eu- 
gi-w  \<;i\>-  Lcently  said  would  soon 
be  the  groatest  violinist  in  the  world, 
arrived  hert'  on  the  French  lintr  sleain- 
shii'  L<irraine. 

H»r  riMwt^s  for  his  fnPt  American  tour 
of  50  concerts,  to  be  givt-n  und-'r  the 
rnaiiagcniciit  of  Henry  Wolfsohn.  This 
new  iTia.ster  of  the  bow  lias  lony  l/iack 
hair,  biff  brown  eyes,  and  is  almost 
six  feet  ill  height. 

He  comes  o(  a  musical  family,  his 
father  being  a  teacher  <>f  the  violin  in 
Fails,  his  brothers  are  boih  profcsslon- 
aJ  musicians,  one  a  pianist,  the  other 
a  'cellist. 

Thibaud  was  discovered  by  Edouard 
('oUoiine,  the  comj-Kiser  and  diiector, 
in  the  Cafe  llouge  in  Paris.  That  was 
live  years  ago.  The  master  found  in 
the  pupil  a  rare  technique,  adniiiable 
intonation  and  to  some  extent  the  gift 
of  hypnotism,  rollonne  sent  the  boy  to 
the  Paris  conrorvatory,  and  he  dcvelni - 
ed  there  into  the  prize  pupil  of  Marsick. 

The  artist  said:  "I  am  afraid  of  no 
one  in  all  Europe,  but  1  am  a-trenibie 
about  America.

Washington,  Nov.  6.— If  experiments 
now  in  progress  in  Washington,  under 
the  auspices  of  the  officers  of  the  treas- 
ury department,  fulfill  the  promise  of 
their  present  stage,  the  reign  of  the 
"crisp  ten-dollar  bill,"  or  any  other 
"crisp"  bill  so  dear  to  the  heart  of  the 
police  reporter,  has  almost  reached  its 
end.  Money  turned  out  by  the  bureau 
of  engraving  and  printing  will  be  of 
the  soft  and  velvety  texture.  As  these 
experiments  are  nearly  complete,  the 
predictions  concerning  the  outcome  of 
the  application  of  the  new  method  of 
treating  paper  are  all  optimistic  in 
the  extreme,  and  they  point  to  a  revo- 
luti<m  in  the  manufacture  of  paper 
money

E.  H  .Fowler,  chief  draftsman  of  the 
coast  and  geodetic  survey,  and  D.  N. 
Hoover,  chief  printer  of  the  same  bur- 
eau, are  the  men  to  whom  the  discovery 
of  the  new  process  is  to  be  credited. 
By  utilizing  the  chemical  compounds 
upon  which  they  have  been  at  work 
for  live  years,  it  will  be  possible  to 
have  a  bank  note  ready  for  circuhition 
In  sixty  days'  less  time  than  waH  re- 
quired under  the  old  method.  This  Is 
regarded  as  very  important  in  these 
days  of  gyeat  commercial  activity, 
when,  oftentimes,  the  demand  for  new 
money  is  urgent.  Heretofore,  In  order 
to  meet  such  demands,  most  careful 
planning  has  been  necessary. 

Besides  rendering  paper  soft  and  vel- 
vety, the  new  process  also  makes  it 
non-shrinkable,  an  accomplishment 
which  has  heretofore  baffled  the  in- 
genuity of  the  paper  manufacturer, 
and  which,  when  applied  to  the  print- 
ing of  postage  stamps  alone,  will  make 
a  saving  of  20  per  cent  in  stock  and 
work.  Because  the  paper  shrinks  after 
It  has  received  the  impression  of 
George  Washington  on  the  one  side, 
in  the  manufacture  of  postage  stamps, 
and  in  the  coating  of  mucilage  on  the 
other,  and  because  no  two  sheets  shrink 
I  alike,  one-fifth  are  ruined  in  the  pro- 
j  cess  of  perforation.  Experiments  just 
made  under  the  new  process  eliminate 
all  of  this  loss. 

When  Mr.  Fowler  took  charge  of  the 
draughting  division,  five  years  ago,  he 
was  told  by  the  chief  printer  that  it 
was  impossible  to  print  the  maps  pre- 
pared in  the  draughting  division,  be- 
cause there  was  no  pajier  to  bo  had 
which  would  not  shrink,  and  thus  ren- 
der the  maps  Inaccurate  as  to  scale,  and 
consequently  of  no  scientific  value.  All 
such  maps,  therefore,  had  to  be  copied 
by  hand  on  hand-made  linen  paper 
manufactured  separately  for  that  pur- 
pose. ,    , 

Mr.  Fowler  had  taken  a  great  Inter- 
est in  chemistry,  and  he  at  once  be-an 
the  series  of  experiments  which  two 
years  ago  resulted  in  the  chemical  solu- 
tion which,  when  applied  to  paper,  ma- 
terially changes  its  quality.  Paper  .«o 
treated  is  declared  to  be  "mellowed  and 
non-shrinkable."  The  process  is  not 
expensive. 

It  has  been  patented,  both  In  the 
United  States  and  in  foreign  countries, 
and,  although  no  publicity  has  hereto- 
fore been  given  to  the  discovery  of 
Messrs.  Fowler  and  Hoover,  the  large 
paper  manufacturers  of  this  country 
have  heard  of  the  results  accomplished 
and  are  making  flattering  offers  to  the 
inventors  for  royalty  rights.  The  Jap- 
anese government  has  also  bid  for  the 
process,  and  as  Japan  has  for  cen- 
turies teen  considered  the  magician  of 
the  world  in  the  Orient,  is  regarded 
as  a  marked  acknowledgment  of 
merit. 

The  United  States  government,  how- 
ever, is  to  have  the  first  advantage  of 
the  dii'covery,  and  should  the  officials 
now  investigating  the  process  decide 
that  its  value  is  too  great  to  be  kept 
under  restraint  of  patent  laws,  the 
government    may   buy   the   patent   and

This  step,  on  account  of  her  pension, 
necessitated  a  permit  from  the  govern- 
ment to  leave  the  country,  which  she  ob- 
tained, and  with  the  e.xpectation  of  being 
absent  but  a  year  accompanied  l»er 
daughter  to  this  unknown  shore.  When 
they  arrived,  the  Tuckahoe  marble  yard, 
in  which  Mr.  Chatlas  worked  at  $3  a  day, 
had  shut  down.  For  nine  months  he  was 
without  work.

'  and  printing,  and  evdn  for  clay  and 
I  glaKS  work,  Henry  C.  Mercer,  a  young 


wishing'  that   ho 
marvelous    r^da. 


millionaire    semi-invalid, 
tlies  in  this  country. 

For  many  years  Mercer  was  the  cur- 
ator of  the  must'um  of  tne  University 
of  Pennsylvania,  a  work  that  absorlJed 
his  every  energy.  Overwork  and  too 
great  application  to  the  labors  of  hl» 
post  caused  a  complete  breakdown.  He 
went  to  bed  with  nervau.s  prostration, 
and  the  doctors  told  him  that  he  must 
never  apply  himself  to  work  again. 

"^^o,  resigning  his  post,  he  went  to 
hie  farm  in  Bucks  county  and  oegan 
to  recuperate  as  a  farmer.  But  the  old 
instinct  of  collecting  came  on  him  e>nce 
more.  He  b«>gan  to  delve  around  tn» 
old  farm  houses  in  the  vicinity  in 
^-carch  of  ethnological  objects  that 
would  show  the  aavancenient  of  civili- 
zation in  Pennsylvania.  He  giitherea 
lronware\  brassware  and  pottery.  H* 
classiiicHl  it  hikI  arranged  it,  anel  when 
he  came  to  his  pottery  collection  he  be- 
Kan  to  rt-grei  that  the  old  Dutch  mak- 
ers of  tiles  had  passed  awftv, 

From  regretting  to 
could  reproduce  the 
yellows  and  blues  was  but  a  step.  He 
made  a  collection  of  tiles  and  plates  by 
the  old  Dutch  workers  in  e  lay.  He  sent 
abroad  for  other  tiles  from  the  famous 
old  memasteries  in  England,  Germany, 
PYance  and  Spain.  He  even  sent  to 
Persia,  until  he  had  at  Last  a  marvel- 
ous collection  from  all  quarters  o£  th« 
world. 

Then  he  set  to  work  attempting  to 
reproduce  the  colors  and  the  glazes. 
The  art  of  coloring  the  tiles  and  the 
composition  of  many  of  the  lacquers 
that  made  them  glisten  had  been  lost. 
.S'o  trace  of  the  formulas  could  ba 
found.  He  purchased  a  small  labora- 
tory kiln  and  experimented  with  vari- 
ous formulas  of  his  own  Invention,  and 
a  sad  muss  he  made  of  It. 

Always  iihead  of  him  he  saw  the 
grand  work  of  regenerating  the  tile  in- 
dustry in  this  country.  His  j.urpos© 
was  to  destroy  entirely  the  intluence  o£ 
the  machine  made  and  artificially  per- 
fect ;irtkle  that  is  so  familiar  and 
which  off<>nds  any  one  wish  an  artlstio 
sense.  In  its  place  he  wished  to  place 
a  seiics  of  patterns  and  colors  as  safe 
and  gentle  as  thewe  that  delight  Ihe 
eye  of  visitors  to  Tintern  Abbey,  or  to 
Nuremburg. 

Fit  St  he  had  to  fiiul  clay,  and  in  his 
.search  for  this  meelium  he  imported 
barrel  after  barrel  from  all  quarters  of 
the  eajth.  He  brought  clay  from  In- 
dia, from  Egypt,  from  Spain  and  from 
Germany.  Kven  China,  Japan  and 
Korea  were  levied  on.  But,  after  re- 
peateei  trials  and  rep«^ated  failure?,  ha 
gave  up  the  idea  that  the  makign  o«C 
beautiful  tiles  lay  in  selecting  a  certain 
kiiiel  of  clay. 

Meantime  his  health  was  gradually 
returning.  So  he  determineei  to  go  as  a 
weirknxui  to  one  of  the  last  remainlnaf 
Dutch  iiotterles  in  Northern  Pennsyl- 
vftiiia.  and  as  a  workmati  study  the 
methoels  anel  the  art  as  they  were  to  be 
found  there.  He  spent  three  months 
working  around  the  kilns,  the  drying 
yard  and  In  the  color  shop,  but  he  soon 
found  that  the  old  colors  hael  been  for- 
gotten as  completely  as  If  they  had 
never  existed. 

In  despair  he  relurneil  to  his  stately 
man.sion  on  the  Bucks  county  farm  and 
made  .a  few  more  attempts.  He  soon 
became  convinced  that  the  only  thing: 
feir  him  to  do  was  to  go  to  CJeimany 
and  take  a  few  lessons  from  the  potters 
of  the  niaik  Forest,  where  he  heard 
some  lew  of  the  old  iri»  ks  of  the  trade 
were  .still  extant.  His  ticket  was  pur- 
chased, his  trunks  packed  and  his  fare- 
wells made  when  a  kiln-full  of  tiles 
th;it  he  had  thrown  into  the  furnace  as 
a  last  bit  of  idle  experiment  came  forth 
from  the  burning  a.s  perfect  and  splen- 
did in  color  and  glaze  as  the  old  oueiS 
that  had  served  as  hir  models 

On  the  instant  he  threw  up  all  his 
plans  for  a  trip  abroad  and  began  to 
work  with  new  zeal  on  the  formulas 
that  had  been  contained  in  his  last 
batch.  Kiln-full  after  kiln-full  cama 
out  in  perfect  state  and  he  found  that 
by  accident  he  had  discovered  one  of 
the  most  important  of  the  old  glaze* 
and  that  with  this  formula  the  cole.rs 
came  from  the  kiln  in  brilliant  perfec- 
tion. ,     - 

Having  conquered  the  mechanical, 
chemical  and  heating  problems  that 
had  confronted  him,  he  began  to  turn 
his  attention  to  the  more  strictly  artis- 
tic side  of  his  work.  He  began  by  copy- 
ing the  famous  tiles  of  Tintern  Abbey, 
of  the  churches  of  Nurcmburg  and  of 
the  old  cloisters  of  Spain  and  Portugal. 
Here  again  there  were  new  problems. 

In  tile  wcrk  there  were  in  former 
times  two  seimrate  styles  of  decora- 
lion.  The  first  wa.<?  called  "slip"  work,, 
and  the  sex>oiid  rejoiced  in  the  Italian 
title  of  "sgrartiato." 

,^'.iip  work  was  the  style  used  m  tne 
old  Dutch  pie  plates.  A  tile  or  plate 
was  forn;ed  of  a  solid  red  or  yellow 
color,  and  on  this  the  design  was 
"slipped"  through  a  narrow  quill.  This 
design  was  of  a  second  color,  and  as  the 
paint  would  be  formed  of  a  thin  IhiUid, 
it  would  pour  on  gently  in  wavy  or  in- 
tricate designs.  The  shallow  Dutch  pie 
di.shes,  with  their  zig-zag  designs  on 
the  in.side,  are  splendid  exanip.es  ejf  this 
kind  of  work.  Not  only  plates,  but 
tiles  r.nd  all  kinds  of  decorative  clay 
work  feir  llreplaces  and  interiors  used 
to  be  made  of  it,  and  their  soft  red» 
and  blues  and  yellow  would  warm  and 
give  delightful  tone  to  the  fireplace  or 
mantel  on  which  It  was  used. 

Sometimes  old  houses,  a  mantelpiece 
set  with  tiles  on  which  an  inscription 
from  the  I'.lble,  or  a.  verse  of  P^try 
may  stin  be  found  in  the  old  Dutclk 
counties  of  Pennsylvania,  and  once 
seen  they  are  never  forgotten. 

The  second  style,  and  the  one  whictx 
Mercer  ha.«^  had  the  most  ^^•'^^'^-f. J>'^V; 
though  it  is  in  a  way  the  more  dlfhcult 
of  the  IV. o.  is  the  old  Italian  style  of 
-.sgiamato."  m  this  method  a  tile  ia 
prepared  of  a  Hat  basic  color,  aud  on 
this  Is  laid  a  second  layer  ol  a  Q'fCfir- 
ont  colored  day.  For  iiistance.  the 
bottom  color  will  be  a  -leep  red  or 
green,  and  the  upper  a  brilliant  and 
lich  yellow.  . 

The  tile  Is  then  dried  and  goes  to  the 
hands  of  the  graver.  This  man  or 
rather  artist,  cuts  away  the  upper  layer 
[n  designs  to  suit  his  fancy,  Produclngr 
a  perfect  cameo  of  clay.  Anges  dem- 
ons, knights  in  arinor,  ^|r,'^«  .^f'^.^^f.^^.'- 
dic  figures  grow  beneath  the  ai  list  »^ 
handiwork. 

He  has  tried  to  restore,  .'■o  far  as  he 
was  able,  the  old  methods  e.f  the  work- 
ers"of  former  times.  Instead  of  using  a 
steam  mill  to  mix  his  clay,  he  uses  the 
old-fashioned  pug  mill.  This  eonslste 
of  a  huge  barrel,  in  which  work  arms  to 
knead  the  material.  The  arms  are  Axed 
to  a  center  post,  which  forms  an  axle, 
on  which  is  hung  a  beam.  Hitched  to 
the-  end  of  this  betim  is  the  horse,  who. 
•5\lth  patient  tread,  walks  round  and 
round  the  mill,  slowly  kneading  and 
mixing  all  day  long. 

In  one  of  his  researches  he  sent  t» 
Persia  for  tile  makers  and  workers  in 
clay  to  aid  him  in  his  experiments.  He 
was  eompelled  to  smuggle  them  past 
the  Inspector  at  Ellis  island,  and  the 
Persians  very  cleverly  evade<l  embar- 
rassing questions  relating  to  contract 
labor  laws.  Then  when  he  got  the  men 
to  his  place  he  found  that  they  were 
practically  useless  save  aa  designera 
.and  ornamenters.  In  that  respect  they 
were  Invaluable,  They  taught  him  the 
graceful  flowing  Oriental  curves  that 
adorn  the  tile  work  of  the  East,  and 
some  of  the  most  beautiful  of  his  de- 
signs ha\  e  since  that  time  been  of  type» 
of  Persian  tiles  in  sgrafflato. 

These  Persians  also  taught  him  the 
art  of  setting  small  tiles  in  fanciful  yet 
graceful  designs.  He  had  made  a  num- 
ber of  little  square  and  triangular  tiles 
for  borders  and  bands  around  his  pat- 
terns, and  these  sons  of  the  East  took 
them  and  showed  him  how  to  blend  the 
colors  and  the  lines  so  that  they  would 
form  delightful  eye-resting  lace  work 
of  clay.

After  some 
dlscu.ssion  it  was  a.arieed  that  a  confer- 
ence b>  tueen  counsel  on  both  sides, 
early  next  week,  should  determine  the 
form  of  d*^i  r  •-  to  be  submitted  to  court 
for  api>ro\  al.

But  if  there  is  any 
lingering  suspicion  that  he  iritends  to 
take  an  appeal  it  is  not  right  that  he 
shall   qualify  also  as  executor. 

He  cannot  serve  two  masters  in  this 
matter.  If  he  intends  to  uphold  the  law 
as  your  honor  has  spoken  it  in  your 
decision  it  will  be  contrary  to  the  law 
to  undertake  to  destroy  that  will.  By 
taking  appeal  from  your  decision,  Mr. 
Bryan  undertakes  a  course  for  thv^ 
advantage  of  himself  and  his  family. 
He  cannot  put  aside  the  interests  of 
his  family  if  he  chooses  to  put  aside  his 
own  in  this  matter.  This  is  a  prop- 
erty affair.  If  the  sealed  letter  is  the 
part  of  the  will,  Mr.  Bryan's  family 
has  a  property  Interest  and  unle.ss  by 
some  formal  renunciation  he  puts  be- 
yond peradventure  the  question  of 
whether  he  will  try  to  take  advantage 
of  that  .sealed  letter,  he  may  also  be 
considered  to  claim  a  property  interest. 
It  is  utterly  inconsistent  for  Mr.  Bryan 
to  act  as  executor  and  at  the  same 
time  take  an  appeal  from  the  court's 
decision.  If  your  honor  should  hold 
that  that  is  law,  1  shall  advise  my 
clients  to  take  an  appeal  to  test  the 
matter. 

"Under  some  other  clauses  of  the  will 
certainly  the  seventeenth  clause,  Mr. 
Bryan  takes  as  trustees  and  not  as  an 
individual,  certain  moneys.  As  trustee 
under  that  section  of  the  will,  it  willl 
be  Mr.  Bryan's  duty  to  uphold  that 
se<tion.  If  he  becomes  executor  he  also 
stands  as  trustee  under  the  will.  In 
that  particular  his  position  is  also  ex- 
traordinary. That  creates  two  contest- 
ing parties  under  the  will,  and  one  of 
them  seeks  to  qualinfy  as  executor  un- 
der the  instrument.  1  should  not  think 
that  he  would  want  to  feel  that  his 
duty  as  trustee  might  inlluence  him 
aginst  his  duty  as  executor.  I  agtiin 
protest  against  the  qualilication  of 
William  J.  Bryan  as  an  executor."

CROSSES  CHANNEL  IN  KITE-BOAT 


London,  Nov.  7. — After  several  fail- 
ures, S.  F.  Cody,  today  succeeded  in 
crossing  the  channel  in  his  kite-boat. 
He  left  Calais  at  11  o'clock  last  night 
and  readied  Dover  thirteen  hours  later. 
He  encountered  much  shipping  and  had 
some  narrow  escapes. 

Cody  had  previovisly  made  two  un- 
Bucessful  attempts  to  cross  the  channel 
from    Dover   to   Calais   in   a  collapsible 


boat,  drawn  by  a  kite,  on  Oct.  10  and 
Nov.  4,  respectively.  The  kite  he  em- 
ployed was  somewhat  on  the  principle 
of  a  box  kite,  and  was  capable  of  lift- 
ing several  tons.

It  resembled  a  miniature  suVjmarine 
boat.  A  combined  steering  gear  man- 
ipulated the  kite  and  the  boat's  rudder 
alike,  and  enabled  Cody  to  maneuver 
with  comparative  ease.

— A  plan  to  corner 
the  St.  Louis  I>ecember  wheat  market 
by  the  buying  of  all  the  possible  in- 
surance on  the  wheat  in  elevators, 
I  both  on  the  Ea-st  Side  and  in  this  city, 
is  outlined  in  iiformation  given  to  the 
Republic  by  insurance  men. 

Corwin  H.  .Spencer,  John  T.  Milliken, 
Thomas  Akin  r-  nd  Herman  Kuehn  are 
mentioned  as  the  leaders  in  a  move- 
ment which  was  begun  last  September 
which  makes  ir  seem  probable  that  it 
will  be  absolutely  impossible  for  out- 
siders  to   store   their   December   wheat 

in  .St.  Louis  elevators. 
The   supply   of    wheat,    it    is   said,    is 


greater  than  the  bulls  anticipated,  and 
to  prevent  delivery  on  the  December 
deal  they  have  cornered  the  Insurance 
market  on   wheat. 

Of  the  120  insurance  companies  taking 
business  in  St.  Louis,  it  is  said  that 
every  one  of  them  has  written  policies 
on  .'^t.  Louis  and  F]asl  St.  Louis  eleva- 
tors aggregating  about  $3,500,000. 

The  insurance  far  exceeds  the  visible 
supply  in  the  elevators,  but  by  taking 
out  insurance  for  the  full  capacity  of 
the  warehouses  at  the  marginal  price 
j  of  wheat,  the  bulls  hope  to  make  it  im- 
possible for  outsiders  to  store  their 
grain,  which  would  preclude  the  insur- 
ing of  it  and  necessarily  prevent  the 
borrowing  of  money  on  the  part  of  the 
shorts,  who  would  practically  be  frozen 
out  of  the  market.

1  know 
plenty  of  employers  who  have  made 
fortunes  by  the  use  of  money  of  a 
young  fellow  who  has  never  made  more 
than  a  couple  of  dollars  a  day,  and 
has  been  put  in  authority  by  his 
union."

This  is   Mr.   Valentine's  first   visit   to 
Duluth    in    fifteen    years,    and    he    ex- 
pressed  himself   this   morning   as   very 
favorably  impressed   with  Duluth  as  a 
'  progressive  city,  fend  said  that  he  was 
j  interested  in  watching  her  development, 
!  especially    from    the    standpoint    of    a 
I  grain    man.      Although    Mr.    Valentine 
I  did    not    admit    that    he    was     buying^ 
heavily,    he    offered    no    denial    of    the 
report.     He  said,  howevtr,   that  he  did 
I  not  think  that  the  price  of  grain  would 
go  up  for  some  time,  and  that  the  slow- 
ness  with   which  arain   was  coming   in 
showed    that    farmers    are   not    in    any 
hurry  to  unload. 
In  speaking  of  his  trip  he  said: 
"Mr.   Itequa  and   I  are  just  taking  a 
little  jaunt  through  the  Northwest,  and 
our    visit   here    has   no   special    signin- 
cance.     We   will   go  on    'change  today 
and  will  return  to  Chicago  this  after- 
noon. 

"The  movement  of  grain  is  at  present 
very  slow,  and  the  farmers  are  not 
bringing  in  their  crop.«.  The  conditions 
surrounding  the  marketing  of  grain  liy 
farmers  have  changed  wonderfully  In 
the  last  few  years,  and  they  now  have 
every  facility  tor  knowing  just  what 
price  they  .should  accept  before  taking 
their  grain   to  town. 

"In  the  old  days  a  fanner  would  load 
up  his  wagons  and  p«j  to  town  for  the 
purpose  of  selling  his  grain  at  what- 
ever price  he  found  quoted  upon  his 
arrival  there.  Now  he  takes  a  tele- 
phone receiver  off  the  hook  in  his  house, 
calls  up  the  local  elevator  and  knows 
what  he  may  expect  for  his  stuff. 

"If  the  price  is  not  satisfactory,  he 
does  not  hitch  up  his  horses,  and  h* 
waits  until  he  thinks  it  is  time  to  let 
go.  This  is  a  good  thing  for  the  fann'Jr, 
inasmuch  as  he  is  not  at  the  mercy  of 
the  grain  shippers. 

"I  do  not  know  when  we  may  expect 
a  little  more  life  In  shipments,  but  1  do 
not  think  that  the  price  of  wheat  will 
rise  for  some  little  time. 

"As  to  Duluth,  she  occupies  a  slrat- 
cglc  point  in  the  grain  world,  and  there 
can  be  no  such  thing  as  a  set  back  to 
Duluth's  grain  iiuerests.  I  have  not 
been  here  for  fifteen  years,  and  the  im- 
provements which  I  see  on  every  hand 
that    the    city    is    going    ahead.

A  TROUBLESOME  PROBLEM. 

Ju^l  how  to  ratify  the  Cuban  reciprocity  treaty 
at  tlie  extra  session  of  congress  is  a  question  of 
importance  to  the  administration  leaders.  The 
senator^  having  the  matter  in  charge  have  deter- 
mined that  a  legislative  bill  shall  be  introduced, 
providing  in  detail  that  the  provisions  of  the 
treaty  shall  be  transferred  to  the  statute  books. 

Much  consideration  has  been  given  t<»  this  mat- 
ter, for  it  was  thought  tliat  the  amount  of  debate 
that  would  ensue  might  depend  in  a  measure  on 
the  form  of  the  proposed  law.  It  was  suggested  by 
some  that  all  that  was  necessary  was  to  pass  a 
joint  resolution  drafted  in  blanket  form,  to  cover 
all  the  details  of  the  treaty.  Another  proposition 
was  to  prepare  a  hill  that  should  specify  in  detail 
•everything  provided  for  in  tlie  treaty  and  to  legis- 
late the  whole  into  law. 

Senator  Cullom,  who  has  really  the  matter  in 
hand,  is  inclined  to  favor  the  j')iiit  resolution, 
thinking  that  was  the  easiest  scheme  for  taking 
care  of  what  is  gcncralN-  regarded  by  the  senators 
as  a  mere  matter  of  form.  They  still  cling  to  the 
belief  that  there  is  no  real  necessity  for  the  house 
passing  on  the  provisions  of  the  treaty,  and  the 
extra  session  is  really  called  to  satisfy  the  element 
in  the  Imusc  that  neld  out  for  the  right  of  that 
body  to  originate  legislation  affecting  the  revenues. 
Chairman  Cullom  looked  up  the  precedents  in  mat- 
ters of  this  kind  and  found  that  they  were  all 
against  the  joint  resolution  proposition.  When  re- 
ciprocal trade  relations  were  established  bj-  treaty 
with  Canada  and  the  Hawaiian  islands  the  house 
made  binding  the  provisions  of  the  treaty  by  pass- 
ing a  bill  ratifying  in  detail  what  had  been  agreed 
to  in  the  treaty.  In  each  case,  however,  the  treaty 
was  a  short  one,  and  the  legislative  bill  went  over 
each  point  covered  by  the^  instrument.  So  it  has 
been  decided  to  follow  custom  and  indorse  the 
terms  of  the  Cuban  treaty  by  a  regular  legislative 
enactment. 

The  exact  form  of  this  bill  will  be  determined 
later  and  will  originate  in  the  committee  on  ways 
and  means,  which  will  naturally  require  the  organ- 
i/ation  of  that  committee  at  this  special  session. 
Whatever  the  procedure  may  be,  it  is  incumbent 
upon  the  administration  to  ratify  the  Cuban  treaty 
ir  some  form  and  sustain  the  honor  of  the  United 
States.

Yankee,  the  first  horse  to  r.'CfotUte  ^ 
mile  in  less  than  three  minutea,  drew  a 
cart  that  weighed  more  than  tw}«e  as 
much  as  the  pneumatic  contraptlOllk 
pulled  by  Lou  Dillon  when  she  circled 
the  Memphis  course  in  1:&8%,  or  exactly 
one  minute  and  half  a  second  faster 
than  Yankee's  mark  of  2:50  made 
nlnet>  -seven  years  ago. 

Commenting  on  the  pefromancea  by 
Yankee,  a  sporting:  paper  of  that  time, 
said:  "The  frail  gig  he  drew  weighed 
scarcely  100  pounds  and  no  one  but  Yan- 
kee's driver  cared  to  trust  themselvee 
in  it.  '  Lou  Dillon's  sulky  weiglied  24 
pounds  1  ounce. 

Millard  Saunders,  the  native  St.  Loul- 
sian.  but  adopted  Californian.  who  is 
responsible  for  Lou  Dillon's  success 
more  than  any  other  man  for  having 
persevered  with  an  animal  that  was 
given  up  as  "too  high  strung"  for  any 
use,  is  one  of  the  old  school  of  drivers, 
and  has  the  greatest  respect  for  present 
day  performers.  He  was  shown  the 
picture  of  the  "gig"  that  Yankee  drew, 
and  asked  for  his  opinion  as  to  the 
power  of  Lou  Dillon  to  draw  that  old- 
fa.shloned  affair  to  a  mile  In  2:59,  Yan- 
kee's lime.  Saunders  expressed  an 
opinion  that  Lou  Dillon  was  able  to 
pull  It  In  half  a  minute  faster  to  a  mile 
than  Yankee  accomplished. 

The  present  trotting  queen  wears 
four  shoes  that  will  weigh  scarcely  one 
pound.  She  requires  no  artificial  welg^ht 
or  appliances  to  balanf'e  her.  All  of 
her  shoes  together  weigh  not  much 
more  than  one  of  the  front  shoes  worn 
by  Maud  S.  She  is  15:1  hand.<»  high,  and 
weighed  exactly  SOS  pounds  when  she 
established  her  world's  record  over  the 
Memphis  track. 

It  is  not  generally  known  that  Lou 
Dillon  Is  a  relation  in  blood  to  Nancy 
Hanks,  first  of  pneumatic  tire  trotting 
kings  or  queens,  and  one  of  the  cham- 
pions driven  bj-  Budd  Doble,  the  Me- 
thuselah of  the  stock  farm  in  Santa 
Rosa,  Cal.  Lou  Dillon's  dam  was  Lou 
Milton,  by  Milton  Medium,  R  son  of 
Happy  Medium,  who  .sired  Nancy 
Hunks. 

Many  wild  stories  have  been  told 
about  Lou  Dillon  being  firey  tempered 
and  savage  in  her  at:tlon«  toward  col- 
ored people,  but  this  is  denied  by  her 
trainer,  and  her  actions  in  her  stali  at 
the  palatial  liillings'  barn  indicate  that 
erroneous  reports  have  emanated  froia 
some  source  about  as  mild  mannered  a 
trotting  queen  as  ever  peeped  through 
a  bridle. 

More  than  5000  people  stopped  and 
l.eered  through  the  lace  curtains  that 
adorn  the  window  of  her  stall  the  last 
Sunday  in  Memphis.  Cnlike  former 
champions.  Cresceus,  The  Abbot  and 
Delmar.  Ix»u  Dillon  is  not  l>oxed  up 
from  public  gaze.  Saunders  lovts  for 
the  mare  to  be  admired,  and  through 
all  the  \  isits  received  Lou  Dillon  shows 
no  familiarity  or  offense  to  any  one. 
She  does  not  fret,  and  Saunders  say» 
she  is  the  best  horse  to  stand  shipment 
he  e\er  saw. 

Saunders  believes  that  Lou  Dillon 
can  trot  as  fast  as  Dan  Patch  can  pace. 
He  will  not  hazard  an  opinion  as  to  the 
ultimate'  limit  of  her  speed,  but  in  1904 
he  predicts  a  mile  in  better  time  than 
she  has  shown  this  year. 

Saunders  has  gone  for  a  short  vaca- 
tion, to  be  spent  at  his  home  in  Santa 
Ro.sa.

Sheriff  Butchart  this  morning  received 
a  letter  from  Chief  of  Police  J.  E.  Don- 
evan.  of  Chisholm,  under  date  of  Nov.  6, 
setting  forth  more  of  the  details  of  the 
tragedy  that  occurred  near  that  village 
recently,  resulting  in  the  death  of  an 
Austrian  miner  by  the  i.anie  of  John 
Reball. 

Chief    Donevan    says    the    trouble    took 

place  Sunday  evening,  Oct.  25,  at  the  St. 

Clair  mine  location,  about  one  and  a  half 
miles  outside  tlie  village  limits  of  Cliis- 
holm.  A  diunken  figiit  was  started  in  an 
Austrian  boarding  house,  with  the  result 
that  Reball  received  wounds  from  which 
iie  died  in  the  hospital  at  Buhl,  ^Vednes- 
day  of  this  week,  at  1  o'clock  in  tlie  af- 
ternoon. 

The  first  information  of  the  fight 
reached  Chisholm  last  Saturday  Wiieu 
Captain  William  West,  of  tlie  St.  Clair 
mil  e,  came  to  Ciiisholm  and  swore  out  a 
wairant  for  the  arrest  of  tive  men  on  the 
charge  of  a.ssault,  Reball  not  at  that  time 
being  regarded  in  a  dangerous  condition. 

Chief  Donevan  arrested  three  of  the 
five  men  named  but  could  nut  find  the 
other  two.  At  a  hearing  held  later  he 
says  it  was  discovered  tlie  wrong  men 
were  in  custodv  and  tney  were  released. 
All  three  men  and  all  of  the  state's  wit- 
nesses declared  that  the  two  men  that 
got  away  were  to  blame  for  the  stabbing.

If  the  lommittee  on  ordinances  and 
I  resolutions— Alderman  Wing,  Walker 
and  McEwen— has  not  been  too  busy 
considering  the  various  Intricacies  of 
the  meat  ordinance  to  give  attention  to 
other  matters  referred  to  it,  it  may 
submit  reports  on  the  toy  pistol 
the  employment  bureau  ordinances  at 
the  meeting  of  the  council  Monday 
evening. 

While  important,  of  course,  these 
measures  ai-*  not  of  such  general  In- 
terest as  the  meat  ordinance,  and  they 
may  be  held  in  abeyance  until  some 
decisive  action  is  taken  on  the  ped- 
dlers' bill.  The  toy  pistol  ordinance, 
introduced  by  Presideiit  Haven,  has  for 
Its  purpose  the  licensing  and  regulat- 
ing of  the  sale  of  toy  pistols  and  fire- 
work.'* that  contain  dangerous  explo- 
sives. The  bill,  however,  is  aimed  at 
the  seller  only,  and  the  aldermen  be- 
lieve that  it  should  be  amended  so  that 
llie  user  will  be  amenable  to  its  pro- 
visions. If  any  material  amendment  i.-- 
recommended  by  the  committee,  the 
measure  probably  will  go  over  another 
week  before  passage. 

Probably  the  ordinance  conimiltee 
will  make  some  report  on  the  employ- 
ment bureau  bill,  for  Alderman  Alc- 
iJwen  is  its  sponsor,  and  naturally  will 
try  to  have  it  become  a  law  without 
great  delay.  The  measure  is  loo:^ely 
drawn  and  probably  will  be  amended 
materially  before  the  council  will  take 
It  up  for  consideration.  The  bill  makes 
provision  for  employment  bureaus  for 
women,  but  these  bureaus  are  already 
covered  by  an  ordinance,  and  this  i)ro- 
vision    will    most    likely   be   eliminated.

5,000  Men  Will 

Walk  Out. 

N»w  York,  Nov.  7. — President  Prank 
Buchanan  of  the  Bridge  and  Structural 
Iron  Workers  of  America,  has  ordere'l 
a.  strike  the  country  over  on  all  con- 
tracts held  by  the  Iron  league  of  N'ew 
York.  Forty  thousand  men  in  the  build- 
ing trades  and  250  buildings  under  con- 
struction are  affected  by  the  order. 
Outside  of  New  York  the  contracts  held 
by  members  of  the  Iron  league  are  few. 
Only  a  few  buildings  In  Philadelphia, 
Pittsburg  and  St.  Louis  will  be  affect- 
ed. President  Buchanan  claimed  today 
that  5000  men  will  walk  out  in  New 
York,  and  that  10,000  building  mechan- 
ics would  be  thrown  out  of  work  by 
their  action.

Was  Wild   and   Woolly 

Country   In  Those 

Early  Days. 

He  Saw  One  Squaw  Mur- 
der Another  In  Cold 
Blood.

Near  the  eastern  terminus  of  Minne- 
sota Point,  directly  opposite  "old 
town,"  or  the  east  end  of  Superior,  W. 
C.  Howenstlne  has  resided  for  more 
than  fifty  years,  having  arrived  from 
Canton,  Ohio,  on  April  16,  1853. 

"That  was  a  long  time  ago,  and  much 
history  has  been  made  at  tire  head  of 
the  lakes  since  I  came  here,"  said  lie  to

paid  in  another  year,  and  the  city  has 
contributed  $750. 

The  farther  end  of  the  road,  from 
Lester  Park  to  the  Howard  road,  was 
built  by  S.  F.  Snively,  who  began 
operations  about  two  years  ago.  The 
Lester  Park  portion  of  the  boulevard 
follows  the  channel  of  Lester  river  and 
Is  a  very  picturesque  drive.  Last  fall 
the  driveway  was  extended  from  River- 
side, or  Colbyville,  as  it  was  formerly 
known,  along  the  brow  of  the  hill  on 
the  natural  boulevard  line  to  Woodland 
avenue,    and    has    since    been    further 


extended  and  made  over  the  ridge  line 
back  of  the  easterly  part  of  the  city, 
about  Tvventy-sifflth  avenue  east. 

The  new  road  gives  a  splendid  outlet 
to  the  country  lying  back  of  Lester 
Park.  It  practically  eliminates  all  the 
grades  and  steep  hills,  and  is  a  muCh 
shorter  route  into  the  city  than  the 
Hov\aid  road  by  way  of  London  road. 

The  accompanying  illustrations  are 
scenes  along  the  newer  portion  of  the 
road,  between  Woodland  avenue  and 
the  Howard  road,  and  a  map  showing 
the  location  of  the  new  boulevard.

One  of  tlicsc  gorges,  a  relic  of  the  Stone 
Age.  has  been  tlls^covt  red  in  Franct'  and 
Is  ahoui  t-lgla  thousand  year.';  old.  When 
Bwallovved  by  a  fish,  it  turned  acro.ss  the 
fl^li  s  gullet   and   he  Id   it  secure. 

"After  stone,  bronze  was  used,  and  then 
htjut'.  The  eaily  liuliu.ns  used  bone. 
thorn;S  and  antlers,  and  later  improvised 
hooks  made  from  hand   forced   nail?. 

"Tlie  flaying  vf  Amos  iu  the  Old  Testa- 
mom  eslatilishod  the  fact  that  fish  huok.s 
have  boen  ii.s<d  nt-iriv  2700  years.  He 
eays.  "The  days  shall  come  upon  you. 
that  ho  will  take  you  away  with  honks. 
and  your  posterity  with  fi.sh  liook.'^.'

"It  ha.s  been  stated  that  the  best  quali- 
ty of  hitnks  are  made  iti  this  country  and 
that  the  imiiorted  hooks  are  inferior  in 
tomicr  and  durability.  The  facts  are  sim- 
ply reversed.  Theic  ha.s  lieen  but  one 
factory  in  th(>  I'nited  states  that  ever 
made  the  .itf'Mniit  ti>  cnmjiete  wltli  the  im- 
ported hooks,  and  it  gained  a  fine  reputa- 
tion for  turning  out  liooks  which  were 
compar.id  to  pin  hooks,  with  the  exception 
of  their  having  a  barb.

"Yankee  inventions 
been  numerous,  but 
bfen  Riven  to  efforts  to  change  the  shape. 
I  have  ex.amined  the  I'nited  States  Patent 
office  reports  and  find  119  patents  were 
granted  on  fish  liooks  from  the  year  1872 
to  ISiC  an  average  of  about  four  each 
year.  The  baimer  year  was  in  1S90.  fher»» 
beiuK  fourteen  patents  Issued.  Nearly  all 
patents  have  been  on  the  principle  of  th.:- 
'snap-and-catcb-'em'  order,  none  of  which 
appeals   to   the    true   angler. 

•'The  Kirby  is  the  oldest  steel  hook 
made  in  England.  Its  name  is  derived 
from  its  in\entor.  a  Mr.  Kirhy,  of  Ltm- 
I  don.  Samuel  Allcock  .of  Reddltch.  Eng- 
land, writes  me  that  he  remembers  the 
appearance  of  the  Kirby  hook  sity-flve 
years  ago.  This  hook  has  a  curve  in  the 
body,  is  commonly  called  a  bent  hook 
and  does  not  lie  fiat  on  a  level  surface. 

'•The  Limerick  follows  next  in  or«. 
It  Is  a  straieht  hook  and  lies  flat  on  tTTe 
level.  The  bend  is  more  acute  and  tlte 
barb  a  trifle  longer  than  on  the  Kirby 
hook.  It  was  made  in  Limerick.  Ireland: 
hence    it.s    name. 

"Shortly  after  it  came  out  a  Mr.  Philips 
of  Dublin.  Ireland,  made  a  slight  altera- 
tion of  the  point.  Instead  of  a  straight 
point,  he  caused  the  point  to  stand  out: 
he  also  made  it  not  riulte  so  loner,  hence 
the  name  'Dublin  Limerick.'  His  claim 
wa:*  that  upon  striking  the  fish  It  was 
more    sure   of   hooking   him. 

"The  Kendall  hook  was  first  made  in 
Kendall.  Ensland,  hence  its  name.  It 
has  an  almost  .';fjuare  bottom  and  Is  b.^nt 
like  the  Klrl)y.  the  shank  being  about  the 
same   length. 

"Carlisle  hooks  were  first  made  at  Car- 
lisle. England.  They  have  a  round  beivd 
and  lie  flat.  I^ater  they  were  manufac- 
tured at  Kirby  and  given  a  bend  and  were 
termed  'Carlisle  Kirby.'  which  shape  is 
mostly  usd  In  this  country  and  called  Car- 
lisle. 

"Barbless  hooks  have  been  used  by  the 
Japanese  for  centuries.  They  are  much 
used  by  fish  breeders  in  order  to  avoid 
Injuring  the  fish  when  taken  from  th.- 
water  to  be  stripped  of  spawn  and  milt 
for  the   hatchery. 

"When  Scth  Green  was  in  charge  of  the 
New  York  State  Fish  Hatchery  at  Cale- 
donia, he  mad^>  the  assertion  that  more 
fish  could  be  caught  and  saved  by  barb- 
less  hooks  than  any  other.  He  gave  me 
a  few  to  try  and  taught  me  how  to  make 
them,  which  was  by  using  the  best  stee' 
needles.  First  W'  annealed  them  aiid 
then  bent  them  around  a  form  wlilch  was

make  a  very  long  story 

"Minnesota  was  only  a  territory  then, 
and  this  region  was  entirely  in  the 
hands  of  the  Indians.  We  had  a  trail- 
ing post  here  on  the  point.  There  was 
another  at  Fond  du  Lac,  run  by  a  man 
named  W.  G.  Ewign,  who  later  estab- 
lished a  second  post  on  Connors  Point, 
on  the  Wisconsin  .-ide.  When  1  came 
here  ihere  was  not  a  single  white  set- 
tler in  Sujierior,  and  there  was  no  Du- 
luth. 

"Luring  the  first  winter  or  two  after 
settling  here  v.e  used  to  cross  the  bay 
and  cut  our  year's  supply  of  fire  wood 
on  the  present  site  of  Old  Superior,  and 
haul  it  over  on  the  ice. 

"This    was   a    wild   and    wooly   coun- 
try   here    In    those    early    days,"    con-  j 
tinned    Mr.    Howenstine.      "I    saw    one ; 
squaw    murder    another   In    cold    blood.  [ 
Most  of  the  Indians  had  a  multiplicity  ; 
of    wives.      It    was    a    couple    of    these  i 
numerous  wives  of  one  of  the  old  bucks, 
who  had  become  jealous  of  each  other. 
One  of  them  went  to  the  wigwam  of  the 
other  and   began   a   quarrel.     The  row 
had  attracted  several  of  us  to  the  place. 
In  the  melee  the  occupant  of  the  wig- 
wam   was    put   out    througli    tlie    d<x)r, 
when    the   ejected    woman    turned    and 
made  a  savage  thrust  at  her  antagon- 
ist, who  fell  headlong  through  the  do  ir, 
almost  at  my  feet.    She  was  picked  up, 
lifeless,   and   carried   into  the   hut,   but 
we  could   not  find  a    single  blood   spot 
about      lior.    Her      clothes      were    un- 
loosened,  when   we  found  that  a  Itnife 
had    been    thrust    through    her    heart, 
killing  her  instantly. 

"An  Indian  tribunal  jiroceeded  that 
niglit  to  try  the  woman  for  murder, 
according  to  their  own  ideas  of  justice. 
She  was  senten.-ed  to  be  shot,  and  tlie 
following  morning  was  set  as  the  time 
of  execution.    The  few  whites  who  were 


there  entered  a  protest,  and  finally  in- 
duced the  Indian  woman  to  alloA  the 
woman  to  live.  The  old  fellow  consent- 
ed, provided  that  she  would  leave  tlie 
settlement  and  a?ree  never  to  return. 
A  canoe  was  proc  ured  for  her,  and  the 
collection  of  provisions  which  bad  been 
taken  up  was  pacrccd  Into  it.  The  same 
day  she  started  ip  the  St.  Louis  river 
alone.  It  seems  like  but  yesterday 
when  we  all,  whites  and  Indians, 
stood  at  the  water's  edge  to  see  licr  de- 
part, but  without  a  word  of  farewell  set 
out  on  her  lone  journey.  So  far  as  1 
know  no  one  ever  saw  her  afterwards, 
or  knew  whatever  became  of  her. 

"Once  a  sailor  on  one  of  the  vessels 
sailing  in  here  from  the  lower  lake 
ports  was  murdered  here.  A  couple  of 
squaws  were  running  a  pretty  tough 
'joint'  just  at  the  outskirts  of  the  set- 
tlement. The  sailor  and  a  number  of 
his  companions  were  there  one  night. 
There  were  also  several  others  present, 
Indians  and  whiles,  wlien  a  row  was 
startde.  and  in  tiie  mix-up  that  fol- 
lowed, the  man  was  shot.  Death  did 
not  result  instantly,  and  the  next  day 
he  was  taken  Eboard  the  ship  and 
started  down  the  lake.  He  died  about 
the  time  the  boat  reached  Sault  Ste. 
Marie,  and  I  thiv  k  that  he  was  buried 
at  that  place.  No  one  knew  who  bred 
the  fatal  shot,  and  nothing  was  ever 
done  toward  fastening  the  crime  on  the 
guilty  party. 

"I  think  it  wasi  a  year  or  two  after 
I  came  here  that  the  treaty  was  formed 
with  tlie  Indians  to  secure  the  land  in 
this  region   by   the  government,  to   be 


were    illegally    voted,    and    they    voted 
just  as  they  were  told  to. 

"In  1860  there  was  no  election  held 
on  this  side  of  the  baj-,  and  I  went  over 
on  the  Wisconsin  side  and  cast  my  vote 
for  I.,incoln  for  president  at  the  elec- 
tion held  in  .Superior.  Of  course  I  lived 
in  Duluth,  but  the  authorities  decided 
that  I  ought  not  to  be  deprived  of  my 
vote  for  president.  I  guess  they  were 
not  so  particular  In  those  days  as  they 
are  now. 

"When  Jay  Cook  came  here  and 
started  to  build  the  St.  Paul  &  Duluth 
railway  I  engaged  with  him  and  had 
quite  a  bit  to  do  with  the  work  on  that 
line.  I  helped  make  the  survey  and 
drove  the  piles  for  the  bridge  across 
Willow  creek,  the  first  bridge  out  of 
Duluth. 

"I  have  waited  a  long  time  to  see 
all  that  has  transpired  at  the  head  of 
the  lakes.  While  I  always  expected  to 
see  great  developments  here,  it  hardly 
seemed  possible  tliat  a  great  city  like 
Duluth  would  grow  up  right  under  my 
nose,  and  when  I  look  across  the  nar- 
row strip  of  bay  and  see  what  changefl 
have  taken  place  in  Superior  it  some- 
times seems  as  though  I  must  ba 
dreaming." 

Mr.  Howenstine  was  born  near  Chara- 
bersburg,  Franklin  county.   Pa.,  seven- 

j  ty-live   years  ago.     When   a   mere   boy 

I  he  went  to  Kansas  and  was  there  dur- 

!  ing  the  fierce  warfare  waged  between 
the  anti-slavery  and  pro-slavery  peo- 
ple.    He  was  at  Topeka  when  the  gov- 

;  eminent  troops  disbanded  the  state 
legislature.  Becoming  disgusted  with 
the  turbulent  scenes,  he  returned  East 

!and  stopped  for  some  time  at  Canton, 
Ohio.  Hearing  much  of  the  possibilities 
for  the  future  of  the  Northwest,  ha 
decided    to    make    the    journey    to    th© 

I  head  of  the  lakes  country.  The  result 
waj:  that  he  now  bears  the  distinction 
of  being  one  of  the  oldest  if  not  the 
oldest  settler  in  this  region. 

1  During  a  greater  part  of  big  long 
residence  here,  Mr.  Howenstine  iias 
been  engaged  as  a  timber  and  mineral 

'.explorer.  He  has  aided  in  locatingr 
many  of  tlie  iron  mines  In  Northern 
Minnesota.  He  lias  traveled  on  foot 
through  the  dense  forest  of  almost  Iho 
entire  Northwest. 

.Some  thirty  years  ago  the  little  cabijj 
that  he  had  built  for  himself  on  Minii«»- 
sota  Point  was  burned  and  he  then 
erected  the  house  in  which  he  now  re- 
sides and  In  which  his  six  children 
were  born. 

In  1876  he  was  married  to  Miss  Caro- 
line Haine,  daughter  of  one  of  the 
older  residents  of  the  little  settlement 
on  the  Point. 

Mr.  Howenstine  had  charge  of  Iha 
work  of  opening  up  the  Duluth  and 
Vermilion  road  in  the  early  '70». 

"That  Is  my  road."  said  he.  "I  biillt 
it.  I  was  away  from  early  in  the 
spring  until  winter  set  in  and  put  in 
many  months  of  hard  work." 

During  Mr.  Howenstlne's  long  resi- 
dence here  he  has  acquired  quite  large 
holdings  in  the  Minnesota  iron  ranges 
and  real  estate  elsewhere.  He  says, 
however,   that  he  has  never  taken  ad-

like  a  Carlisle,  cmly  the  point  was  a  trifle 
higher.  . 

"I  made  ever  100,  which  were  distributed 
among  m.v  angling  friends  as  an  experi- 
ment. The  results  were  the  same.  On 
small  trout,  which  could  be  quickly  land- 
ed. It  worked  adigirably.  but  for  ba.s.s 
pike  and  pickerel  it  was  a  failure  as  the 
reports  showed  a  Josa  of  ti  per  cent  of 
fish   hooked. 

"H.  Cholmondeley-Penncll,  of  liOndon. 
was  formerly  in-<pector  of  sea  fisheries  o? 
England.  The  eyed  trout  hook  was  per- 
fected by  him  in"lS8o.  and.  strange  to  say. 
It  is  almost  a  new  hook  to  the  angling 
fraternity  in  the  United  States. 

"It  is  used  extensively  In  England,  espe- 
cially for  flies.  a>  thjev  are  much  ea.sier 
to  carry  and  with  JitH*- practice  are  quick- 
ly changed  from  one  kind  to  another  on 
the  leader.  1  c^jTsider  the  draught  better 
than  any  other  kind.  The  Limerick  siyli; 
combines  tjie  three  great  requisites  of 
penetration,  holding  power  and  flotation, 
or  the  general  contour  of  the  shank. 

"Double  hooks  orlgiiiated  centuries  ago. 
They  are  said  to  hav^  been  used  i^efor.; 
the  single  liook.  Man/  millions  of  double 
hooks  are  now  utili^pd  In  this  country 
for  the  manufacture  of  spoon  baits,  gangs, 
and  inventions   to  represent  fish. 

"More  than  a  .century  has  pa-s.sed  since 
any  attempt  has  been  made  to  Improve 
the  eye.  One  manufacturer  has  lately 
been  granted  a  patent  on  double  inter- 
changeable hooks.  Tlife  .shank  is  arranged 
like  a  safety  pin.  Its  advantages  are:  It 
can  be  attached  and  detached  In  a  second; 
it  can  be  made  iu  single  or  treble  hook  as 
well. 

•'The  sproat  hook  is  undoubtedly  one  of 
the  best  known  and  most  univer.sally  used 
hooks  throughout  the  United  States.  It 
has  been  termed  by  some  the  hogback, 
as  it  has  that  appearance  when  laid  on 
its  point. 

"It  has  gained  a  world-wide  reputation 
on  account  of  its  admirable  form,  liaving 
a  beautiful  curve,  and  its  penetrating 
power  is  very  near  correct  because  the 
pull  is  nearly  in  the  direction  of  the 
point,  tt  also  has  the  advantage  of  be- 
ing less  liable  to  break  than  any  other 
on  account  of  its  general  construction,  to- 
gether  with  the  size  of  the  wire  used. 

"The  wire  used  in  hook  making  is  the 
best  English  cast  steel,  which  must  be 
first  quality,  otherwise  is  will  not  temper 
properly,  the  gauge  or  size  varying  ac- 
cording to  the  requirements  of  the  hook 
to   be   made. 

"First— The  operator  takes  a  part  of  a 
coil  of  wire  in  his  hand  and  places  the 
ends  in  a  gauge,  and  the  correct  length 
neing  arrived  at.  he  quickly  and  sharply 
cuts  them  into  lengths  with  a  large  pair 

of   shears.  .  .»       i 

•'Second— Bearding.  A  number  of  wires? 
thus  prepared  are  arranged  on  a  plain 
.surface,  with  their  right-hand  ends 
against  an  upright.  The  barb,  or  beard 
is  then  cut  bv  means  of  a  hollow  grotmd 
knife  which,  being  pressed  forward  and 
deftlv  turned  by  the  hand  of  the  work- 
man.' op.-ns  the  l^arb  to  the  required  an- 
gle greit  care  having  to  be  exercised  in 
this  operation  to  avoid  cutting  too  deep 
or  opening  too  wide,  or  the  barb  breaks 
when   used.  .  ,    . 

"Third— Filing.  The  points  are  now 
carefubv  filed.  losing  a  pair  of  tongs 
made  specially  to  bold  the  wire  and  rap- 
idlv  turning  the  same  a  point  is  filed  on 
instantly,  forming  either  w  uch  is  termed 
a  hollow  Kirby  or  Dublin  point.  A  1 
best  hooks  are  filed  this  way  by  band 
thus  giving  to  tlr  Pf'J"t  t'lree  or  four 
knife-like  cutting  edges,  .enabling  it  to 
penetrate  much  more  quiekly  than  the 
less  expensive  needle-Twlnted  book. 
"Fourth-Bending.  It  is  now  neces.sary 
to  give  the  hook  its  form,  and  for  thi^ 
ourpose  the  workman  holds  a  mould 
fashioned  like  the  pothook  of  our  copy- 
t..>oks.  mounted  on  a  wooden  handle. 
With  one  deft  movement  the  beard  is 
hooked  around  the  shorter  end.  and  a 
nuick  turn  brings  the  shank  sfi-aight  with 
the  shank  of  the  mould. 

"Fifth— By  the  ."^id  of  an  mgernis  ma- 
chine, or  hammer,  the  end  of  the  shank 
is  either  ringed,  flatted  or  marked.  If  in- 
tended for  salmon  or  trout  flies  it  is  filed 
to  fi  delicate  point,  or  knobbed. 

•Sixth— Proce.ss  six  is  most  important 
and  Is  that  of  the  hardening  of  the  hith- 
erto soft  steel  hook.  This  is  carried  on  In 
1  soeciallv  constructed  building,  and  con- 
-slsts  in  placing  thi  hooks  in  a  white-heat 
furnace,  watched  by  an  experienced  work- 
•nan.  who  withdraws  them  on  seeing 
them    attain    a    certain    aDDearanca.    ai /i 


plunges  them  into  a  vat  of  oil.  This 
converts  the  temper  of  the  hitherto  soft 
hook  into  highly  brittle  condition.  Mere 
discription  cannot  do  justice  to  this  stage 
of  book  manufacture. 

"Seventh- Tempering.  The  hooks  are 
then  taken  from  the  oil,  mixed  with  heat- 
ed sand,  and  placed  in  an  iron  pan  over 
a  fire,  sand  and  liooks  being  kept  in 
constant  motion.  Ever  and  anon,  a  hook 
Is  picked  out  and  tested,  and  as  .soon  as 
one  lot  is  deemed  sufficiently  tempered 
it  is  pas.sed  to  one  side  and  another  lakes 
Its    place. 

Of  course,  the  experience  of  the  oper- 
ator dictates  the  finish  of  each  parcel, 
and  the  man  is  always  selected  from 
those  of  the  highest  capabilities.  The 
neat  required  f<!r  each  size  and  style  of 
hook  varies,  and  there  is  all  the  differ- 
eme    between    a    book    too    hard    or    too

ueemed  -.1  are  placed  on  one  side  and  sold 
at    a  consideraltle   »jduetlon. 

"Eightn-Scouring.  For  this  purpose 
the  hooks  are  placed,  with  water,  etc.. 
In  oblong  barrels,  whnch  are  kept  in  mo- 
tion bv  steam  power  from  one  to  two 
davs.  thus  removing  all  .scale  and  leav- 
ing the  hooks  ready  for  the  ninth  process 

of  polishing.  ,  1    !  ,    *„,„ 

"Ninth-Polishing  Is  performed  in  two 
way«  The  hooks  are  placed  in  an  oblong 
bag  with  sawdust,  and  are  rapidly  shak- 
en from  end  to  end.  until  they  beconie 
<iuite  bright.  The  other  way  is  to  place 
th.-m  in  barrels,  moving  more  or  less  ra_p- 
idlv  round  on  their  b.a.ses.  inclined  at  an 
ingle  of  85  degrees  from  the  perpendic- 
idar  It  is  found  that  this  inclination  has 
a  greater  and  more  certain  ^^fJj'Ct  t'jward 
the  end  in  view  than  an  upright  or  hori- 
zontal  position    would    have.

The  farther  end  of  the  road,  from 
Lester  Parli  to  the  Howard  road,  was 
built  by  S.  F.  Snively,  who  began 
operations  about  two  years  ago.  The 
Lester  Park  portion  of  the  boulevard 
follows  the  channel  of  Lester  river  and 
is  ;i  very  picturesque  drive.  Last  fail 
the  driveway  was  extended  fiojn  River- 
side, or  t'olbyville,  as  it  was  formerly 
known,  along  the  brow  of  the  hill  on 
the  natural  boulevard  line  to  Woodland 
avenue,    and    has    since    been    further 


extended  ajid  made  over  the  ridge  line 
back  of  the  easterly  part  of  the  city, 
about  Twenty-sifflth  avenue  east. 

The  new  road  gives  a  splendid  outlet 
to  the  country  lying  back  of  I^ester 
Park.  It  practically  eliminates  all  the 
grades  and  steep  hills,  and  is  a  mudh 
shorter  route  into  the  city  than  the 
Howaid  road  by  way  of  London  road.

"If  I  should  at- 
tempt to  tell  you  i.'l^of  t^e  intere.-ting  | 
things  that  I  have  seen  during  the  half  j 
century  passed  on  this  point,  even  if  I  1 


could    remember    thetn 
make  a   very  long  story. 

"ilinnesota  was  only  a  territory  then, 
and  this  region  was  entirely  in  the 
hands  of  the  Indians.  We  had  a  trail- 
ing post  here  on  the  point.  There  was 
another  at  Fond  du  Lac,  run  by  a  man 
named  W.  G.  Ewign,  who  later  estab- 
llsheil  a  second  post  on  Connor's  Point, 
on  the  WLsconsin  !-ide.  When  1  cuine 
here  iiiere  was  not  a  single  white  set- 
tler in  Superior,  and  there  was  no  Du- 
luth. 

"louring  the  first  winter  or  two  afier 
settling  here  v.e  used  to  cross  the  bay 
and  tut  our  year's  supply  of  tire  wood 
on  the  present  site  of  Old  Superior,  and 
haul  it  over  on  the  ice. 

"This  was  a  wild  and  wooly  coun- 
try here  In  those  early  days,"  con- 
tinued Mr.  Howenstine.  "I  saw  one 
squaw  murder  another  In  cold  blood. 
Most  of  the  Indians  had  a  multiplicity 
of  wives.  It  was  a  couj'le  of  these 
numerous  wives  of  one  of  the  old  bucks, 
who  had  bev'oine  jealous  of  each  other. 
One  of  them  went  to  the  wigwam  of  llie 
other  and  began  a  quarrel.  The  row 
had  attracted  several  of  us  to  the  place. 
In  the  melee  the  occupant  of  the  wig- 
wam was  put  out  through  the  dfjor. 
when  the  ejetted  woman  turned  and 
made  a  savage  thrust  at  her  antagon- 
ist, who  fell  lic»adlong  through  the  do  ir, 
almost  at  my  feet.  She  was  picked  up, 
lifeless,  and  carried  into  the  hut,  but 
we  could  not  find  a  single  blood  spot 
about  her.  Her  clothes  were  un- 
loosened, when  \\e  found  that  a  knife 
had  been  thrust  through  her  heart, 
killing  her  instantly. 

"An  Indian  tribunal  proceeded  that 
night  to  try  the  woman  for  nuiider. 
according  to  their  own  ideas  of  justice. 
She  was  sentcn-^ed  to  be  shot,  and  the 
following  morning  was  set  as  the  time 
of  execution.    The  few  whites  who  were 


there  entered  a  protest,  and  finally  in- 
duced the  Indian  woman  to  alloA  the 
woman  to  live.  The  old  fellow  consent- 
ed, provided  that  she  would  leave  the 
seitieinent  and  agree  never  to  return. 
A  canoe  was  pro<  ured  for  hei",  .ind  tiie 
collettion  of  provisions  which  had  been 
taken  up  was  packed  into  it.  The  same 
day  she  started  up  the  St.  Louis  river 
alone.  It  seems  like  but  yesterday 
when  we  all,  whites  and  Indians, 
stood  at  the  water's  edge  to  see  her  de- 
part, but  without  I  word  of  farewell  ^ei 
out  on  her  lone  .ourney.  So  far  as  1 
know  no  one  evei  saw  her  afterwards, 
or  knew  whatever  became  of  her, 

"Once  a  sailor  on  one  of  the  vessels 
sailing  in  here  from  the  lower  lake 
ports  was  murdered  here.  A  couple  of 
squaws  were  running  a  prettj"  tough 
'joint'  just  at  the  outskirts  of  the  set- 
tlement. The  sailor  and  a  number  of 
his  companions  v  ere  there  one  night. 
There  were  also  several  others  present, 
Indians  and  whites,  when  a  row  was 
starlde.  and  in  ilie  mix-up  that  fol- 
lowed, the  man  aas  shot.  Death  did 
n«jt  result  Instantly,  and  the  next  day 
he  was  taken  aboard  the  ship  and 
started  down  the  lake.  He  died  about 
the  time  the  boat  reached  Saul  I  Ste. 
Marie,  and  I  think  that  he  was  buried 
at  that  place.  No  one  knew  who  lired 
the  fatal  shot,  aid  nothing  was  ever 
done  toward  fastening  the  crime  on  the 
guilty  party. 

"I  think  it  was  a  year  or  two  after 
I  came  here  that  the  treaty  was  formed 
with  the  Indians  to  secure  the  luiid  in 
this  region  by  the  government,  to  be 
opened  for  settlement. 

"H.  M.  Rice  was  elected  a  delegate 
from  here  to  the  first  constitutional 
convention  of  Minnesotn.  Elections 
were  not  very  h-onestly  conducted  in 
those    days.     Any    number   of   Indians 


were    illegally    voted,    and    they    voted 
ju8t  as  they  were  told  to. 

"In  1S60  there  was  no  election  held 
on  this  side  of  the  bay,  and  I  went  over 
on  the  Wisconsin  side  and  cast  my  vote 
for  Lincoln  for  i)resident  at  the  elec- 
tion held  in  J^uperior.  Of  course  I  lived 
in  Duluth,  but  the  authorities  decided 
that  I  ought  not  to  be  deprived  of  my 
vote  for  president.  I  guess  they  wera 
not  so  particular  in  those  days  as  they 
are  now. 

■When  Jay  Cook  c.ime  here  and 
started  to  build  the  St.  Paul  &  Duluth 
railway  I  engaged  with  him  and  had 
quite  a  bit  to  do  with  the  work  on  that 
line.  I  helped  make  the  survey  and 
drove  the  piles  for  the  bridge  across 
Willow  creek,  the  first  bridge  out  of 
Duluth. 

"I  have  waited  a  long  time  to  se© 
all  that  has  transpired  at  the  head  of 
the  lakes.  \\'hile  1  always  expected  to 
.see  great  developments  here,  it  hardly 
seemed  possible  that  a  .great  city  like 
Duluth  would  grow  up  right  under  my 
no.^e,  and  when  I  look  across  the  nar- 
row strip  of  bay  and  see  what  changes 
have  taken  i)lace  in  Superior  it  some- 
times seems  as  though  I  must  be 
dreaming." 

Mr.  Howenstine  was  born  near  Cham- 
bersburg,  Franklin  tounty.  Pa.,  seven- 
ty-live years  ago.  When  a  mere  boy 
he  went  to  Kansas  and  was  there  dur- 
ing the  fierce  warfare  waged  between 
the  anti-slavery  and  pro-slavery  peo- 
ple. He  was  at  Topeka  when  the  gov- 
ernment troops  disi)anded  the  state 
legislature.  Becoming  disgusted  with 
the  iurbule:it  scenes,  he  returned  East 
ami  stopped  for  some  time  at  Canton, 
Ohio.  Hearing  much  of  the  possibilities 
for  the  future  of  the  Northwest,  ha 
decided    to    make    the    journey    to    the 

\  head  of  the  lakes  country.  The  result 
wa.-  that  he  now  bears  the  distinction 
of  being  one  of  the  oldest  if  not  the 
oldest  settler  in  this  region. 

During  a  greater  ii.'ut  of  his  long 
resident  e  here,  Mr.  Howenstine  has 
been  engaged  as  a  timber  and  mineral 

;  explorer.  He  has  aided  in  locating 
many  of  the  iron  mines  in  Northern 
Minnesota.  He  has  traveled  on  foot 
through  the  den.se  forest  of  almost  tha 
entire  Northwest. 

Some  thirty  years  ago  the  littl*  cabin 
that  he  had  built  for  himself  on  Minne- 
sota Polut  was  burned  and  he  then 
netted  the  house  in  wliich  he  now  re- 
sides and  in  which  his  six  children 
were   born. 

In  1876  he  was  married  to  Miss  •''aro- 
line  Haine,  daughter  of  one  of  the 
older  residents  of  the  little  settlement 
on  the  Point. 

Mr.  Howenstine  had  charge  of  tha 
work  of  opening  up  the  Duluth  and 
Vermilion  road   in  the  early  '708. 

"That  is  my  road,"  said  he.  "I  built 
it.  I  was  away  from  early  in  the 
spring  until   winter  set  in   and  put  in 

I  many  months  of  hard  work." 

I  During  Mr.  Howenstine's  long  resi- 
dence here  he  has  actjuired  quite  large 
holdings  in  the  Minnesota  Iron  ranges 
and    real    estate    elsewhere.      He    says, 

j  how  ever,  that  he  has  never  taken  ad- 
vantage of  his  homestead  or  stone  and 
limber  rights,  and  believes  that  he  is 
the  only  one  of  the  older  residents  of 
the  head  of  the  lakes  who  has  never 
done   so.

The  facts  are  sim- 
ply rev.rsed.  Tier.'  h;is  been  but  one 
factory  in  the  I'nited  States  that  ever 
made  the  att'inpt  to  eomjiete  with  the  im- 
ported hooks,  and  it  Kained  a  line  reputa- 
tion for  turiiiriK  out  hooks  whieh  were 
comp.ired  to  pin  hooks,  with  the  exception 
of  tlieir  havintj  .i  b.arh. 

"The  r'  i.--on  why  Americans  do  not 
manufacture  as  good  hooks  as  those  im- 


lioi-ted  1?  the  same  as  why  wo  cannot 
n».ak.;  needles.  N\'e  hvk  the  e.xporience  in 
tempering,  and,  until  recent  years,  have 
been  unable  lo  make  steel  to  compare, 
with  that  of  Eng.and,  Germany  and 
France.

"Yankee  inventions  on  fish  hooks  have 
been  numerous,  hut  little  attention  has 
hi  en  Klven  to  ifforts  to  cbanse  the  shape. 
I  have  txamiiied  the  liiited  States  Patent 
office  reports  and  find  119  patents  were 
granted  on  fish  lu)oks  from  the  year  1S72 
to  l!>(i:!.  an  average  of  al>out  four  each 
year.  The  banner  year  was  in  1,S90.  t"her«* 
beiiiR  fourteen  patents  Issued.  Nearly  all 
patents  have  been  on  the  principle  of  th'^' 
'stiaii-and-catch-'em'  order,  none  of  which 
aiipeals   to   tlie    true   angler. 

"The  Kirby  is  the  oldest  steel  hook 
made  in  Kngland.  Its  name  is  derived 
from  its  ln^entor.  a  Mr.  Kirby.  of  Ijon- 
don.  Samuel  Allcock  .of  Reddltch.  Kng- 
land. writes  me  th.at  he  rememl>ers  th«' 
appearance  of  the  Kirby  hook  sity-tive 
years  ago.  This  hook  has  a  curve  in  the 
body,  is  eommonly  called  a  bent  hook 
and  does  not  lie  flat  on  a  level  surface. 

"The  Limerii-k  follows  ii'-xt  in  e>n. 
It  Is  a  straicht  hook  and  lie.s  flaf  oR  TTTe 
level.  Tlu'  bend  is  more  acute  and  tlie 
barb  a  trifle  longer  than  on  the  Kirbv 
hook.  It  w:is  made  in  I^imerlck.  Ireland: 
heiii^e    it.-^    name. 

"Shortly  after  it  came  out  a  Mr.  Philips 
of  Dublin.  Ireland,  made  a  slight  altera- 
tion of  the  point.  Instead  of  a  straight 
point,  he  caused  the  point  to  stand  out: 
he  al.-^o  madf  it  not  f|iilte  so  lonp.  hence 
tlie  name  •Dublin  1 -inierh-k.'  His  claim 
was  that  upon  striking  the  fish  it  was 
more   sure   of   liookin.g  him. 

"The  Kendall  hook  was  first  made  in 
Kendall.  England,  hence  its  name.  It 
has  an  almost  snnare  bottom  and  Is  bent 
like  the  Kirby.  the  shank  being  about  the 
same  length. 

"Carlisle  hooks  were  first  made  at  Car- 
lisle. England.  They  have  a  round  bend 
and  lie  flat,  I>ater  they  were  manufac- 
tured at  Kirby  antl  given  a  bend  and  were 
termed  'Carlisle  Kirby."  which  shape  is 
mostly  usd  in  this  country  and  called  Car- 
lisle. 

"Barble.ss  hooks  have  been  used  by  th' 
Japanese  for  centuries.  They  are  much 
used  by  fish  breeders  in  order  to  avoid 
Injurinff  tlie  fish  when  taken  from  th. 
water  to  be  stripped  of  .spawn  and  milt 
for   the   hatchery. 

"When  Seth  Green  was  in  charge  of  the 
New  York  State  Fish  Hatchery  at  Cale- 
donia, he  mad.-  the  assertion  that  more 
fish  could  be  caught  and  saved  by  harb- 
less  hooks  than  any  other.  He  gave  me 
a  few  to  try  and  taught  me  how  to  make 
them,  which  was  by  using  the  best  .stee' 
needles.  First  w.^  annealed  them  and 
then  bent  them  around  a  form  which  was

"I  made  over  10(1.  which  were  distributed 
among  ra.v  angling  friends  as  an  experi- 
metil.  The  results  were  the  same.  On 
small  trout,  which  cuuld  be  quickly  land- 
ed, It  worked  adnjirably,  but  for  bas.s, 
pike  and  pickerel  it  was  a  failure  as  the 
reports  sliowed  a  Joss  of  G  per  cent  of 
fish    hooked. 

"li.  Cholmondeley-Pennell,  of  I,.ondon, 
was  formerly  in.spector  of  sea  fisheries  of 
England.  The  eyed  trout  hook  was  per- 
fected by  him  initio,  and,  strange  to  .say. 
it  is  almost  a  new  hook  to  the  angling 
fraternity  in  the  United  States. 

"It  is  used  e.\tenslver\'  in  England,  espe- 
cially for  flies,  a?  they  are  much  easier 
to  carry  and  with  Jiittfr  practice  are  quick- 
ly changed  from  one  kind  to  another  on 
the  leader.  I  cM>rsider  the  draught  better 
than  any  other  kind.  The  Limerick  style 
combines  tjie  three  great  requisite.s  of 
penetration,  holding  power  and  flotation, 
or   the  general  contour  of  the  shank. 

"Double  liooks  originated  centuries  ago. 
They  are  said  to  havp  Vh'ou  used  before 
the  single  ho<jk.  Many  millions  of  double 
hooks  are  now  utilised  in  this  C(uintr>' 
for  the  manufacture  of  spoon  baits,  gangs, 
and    inventions   to  represent  fish. 

"More  than  a  x:entury  has  pa.ssed  since 
any  attempt  has  been  made  to  Improve 
the  eye.  One  manufacturer  has  lately 
been  granted  a  pateiU  on  double  inter- 
changeable liooks.  Tlife  ,-hank  is  arranged 
like  a  safety  pin.  Its  advantages  are:  Iz 
can  be  attached  and  detached  In  a  second; 
it  can  be  made  in  single  or  treble  hook  a.s 
well. 

"The  sproat  hook  i.s  undoubtedly  one  of 
the  best  known  and  most  universally  used 
hooks  throughout  the  United  States.  It 
has  been  termed  by  some  the  hogback, 
as  It  has  that  appearance  when  laid  on 
its  pt)int. 

"It  has  gained  a  world-wide  reputation 
on  account  of  its  admirable  form,  having 
a  beautiful  curve,  and  its  penetrating 
power  is  very  near  correct  because  the 
pull  is  nearly  in  tlie  direction  of  tin? 
point,  it  also  has  the  advantage  of  be- 
ing less  liable  to  break  than  any  other 
on  account  of  its  general  construction,  to- 
gether with  the  .size  of  the   wire  used. 

■The  wire  used  in  hook  making  is  the 
best  English  cast  steel,  which  must  be 
first  qualitv.  otherwise  is  will  not  temper 
properly,  tbe  gauge  or  size  varying  ac- 
cording to  the  requirements  of  the  hook 
to    be    made. 

"First -Tlie  operator  takes  a  part  of  a 
c<nl  of  wire  In  his  hand  and  places  tie; 
ends  in  a  gauge,  and  the  correct  length 
neing  arrived  at.  he  riuickly  and  sharply 
cuts  them  into  lengths  with  a  large  pair 
of   shears. 

•Second— Bearding.  A  number  of  wire? 
thus  prepared  are  arranged  on  a  plain 
.surface,  with  their  right-hand  ends 
against  an  upright,  Tlie  barb,  or  beard 
is  then  cut  bv  means  of  a  hollow  ground 
knife  which,  being  pressed  forward  an.l 
deftlv  turned  bv  the  hand  of  the  work- 
man "  opens  the  borb  lo  the  recjuired  aii- 
Kle  great  care  having  to  be  exercised  in 
this  operation  lo  avoid  cutting  too  deep 
or  opening  too  wide,  or  the  barb  breaks 

when   used.  ... 

••Third-Filing,  The  i>oints  are  now 
carefuliv  filed.  Using  a  pair  of  tongs 
made  specially  to  liold  the  wire  and  rap- 
idlv  turning  the  same  a  point  is  filed  on 
inslantlv.  forming  eitlier  which  is  termed 
1  hollow  Kirby  or  Dublin  point.  A  1 
best  ho..ks  are  filed  this  way  by  hand, 
thus  giving  to  tl?e  point  three  or  four 
knife-like  cutting  edges,  enabling  it  to 
penetrate  much  more  quickly  than  th« 
less    expensive    needle-i>ointed    hook. 

"Fourth-Bending,  it  is  now  necess^ary 
to  give  the  hook  its  form,  and  for  thi? 
ourpose  the  workman  holds  a  mnuM 
fashi.med  like  the  pothook  of  our  copy- 
books, mounted  on  a  wooden  liandk-. 
With  one  deft  movement  the  heard  is 
hooked  around  tbe  shorter  end.  and  .1 
ouick  turn  brings  the  shank  straight  with 
the  sliank  of  the  mould. 

"Fifth— Kv  the  aid  of  an  ingerius  ma- 
chine or  hammer,  tbe  end  of  the  shank 
is  either  ringed,  flatted  or  marked.  If  in- 
tended for  salmon  or  trout  flies  it  is  filed 
to  a   delicate  point,  or  knobbed. 

•Sixth— Process  six  is  most  imi)ortant 
and  is  that  of  the  hardening  of  the  liith- 
rrto  soft  steel  hook.  This  Is  carried  on  In 
1  speciallv  constructed  building,  and  eon- 
--Ists  in  placing  thfe  hooks  in  a  white-heat 
furnace,  watched  by  an  experienced  work- 
-nan.  who  withdraws  them  on  seeing 
ihem    attaJn    a    certain    aoDearancc-    ^.n-i 


plungf  s  them  into  a  vat  of  oil.  This 
converts  the  temper  of  the  hitherto  soft 
liook  into  highly  brittle  condition.  Mere 
discriptlon  cannot  do  justice  to  this  stage 
of   hook   manufacture. 

••Seventh— Tempering.  The  hooks  are 
then  taken  from  the  oil,  mixed  with  heat- 
ed sand,  and  placed  in  an  iron  pan  over 
a  fire,  sand  and  hooks  being  kept  in 
constant  motion.  Ever  and  anon,  a  hook 
Is  picked  out  and  tested,  and  as  soon  as 
one  lot  Is  deemed  sufficiently  tempered 
it  is  pas.sed  to  one  side  and  another  takes 
its    place. 

Of  course,  the  experiene;e  of  the  oper- 
ator dictates  the  finish  of  each  parcel, 
and  the  man  is  always  selected  from 
those  of  tiio  highest  capabilities.  1  he

iieemed  -.1  are  placed  on  one  side  and  sold 
at    a   eonsiderable   »,^duetlon. 

••Eiglitn- Scouring.  For  this  purpose 
tbe  hooks  are  placed,  with  water,  etc., 
in  oblong  barrels,  whnch  are  kept  in  mo- 
tion bv  steam  power  from  one  to  two 
davs  thus  removing  all  scale  and  leav- 
ing the  hooks  ready  for  tlie  ninth  process 
of  polishing.  .  ,  ,    .      ,„,^ 

"Ninth-Polishing  i.^  performed  in  two 
wavs  The  hooks  are  placed  in  an  oblong 
bag  with  sawdusl.  and  are  rapidly  shak- 
en from  end  to  end.  until  they  become 
quite  bright.

It  is  believed  that  the  frequent  explo- 
sions in  the  crater  of  the  volcano  dur- 
ing the  last  year  have  prevented  a 
serious  eruption.

Rain 
clouds  had  gathered  over  the  range 
curtaining  the  black  outlines  of  Colima 
from  view.  Suddenly  there  was  an 
explosion  in  the  direction  of  the  vol- 
cano that  sounded  like  the  dealtnmg 
repoit  of  a  13-inch  cannon.  The  echo 
sounded  again  and  again,  revergerating 
among  the  neighboring  peaks  and 
roiling  across  the  Quiet  valley. 

The  explosion  was  accompanied  by  a 
vivid  blaze  of  fire,  which  illuminated 
the  agitated  clouds,  giving  the  revolv- 
ing and  intertwining  atmospheric  dra- 
pery the  appearance  of  a  mighty  con- 
suming conflagration.  The  gorgeous 
sight  was  awe-insplrign,  but  so  accus- 
tomed are  these  villagers  to  explosions 
of  voicanic  gases  in  Colima  that  the 
whole  affair  did  not  even  seem  to  com- 
mand their  serious  attention.

I  realize  the  great  re- 
sponsibility and  influence  for  good  con- 
nected with  the  increasing  work  of  the 
society  in  the  city  and  county.  As  our 
city  and  county  become  more  tni<kly 
populated,  the  oases  became  more  num- 
erous iind  the  responsibility  greater. 

"Few  members  or  citizens  are  famil- 
iar with  the  work  of  the  society  during 
the  past  year.

Moros  Beginning  to  Real- 
ize   Americans    Are  \ 
Pretty  Good  People. 

A.  B.  Loud,  federal  court  reporter,  ' 
\N  ith  Judge  Morris,  who  returned  last 
year  froin  about  thr<>e  years'  govern-  ' 
ment  service  in  the  Philippines,  has  re- 
ceived a  letter  from  one  of  his  friends 
£•  t  Manila  In  which  is  wet  forth  some . 
Intereo^tlng  things  about  the  work  that  ■ 
has  been  carried  on  of  late  in  the  ^^  ay  > 
of  civilizing  the  Moros.     He  says: 

"Patience  and  labor  are  at  last  sav- 
ing a  telling  effect  with  the  Moro  tribes. 
The  latest  official  reports  from  Maj. 
Bullard.  who,  Avith  the  Twenty-eighth  , 
Infantry,  has  done  most  of  the  work  in  ■ 
oi:>ening  the  militar>-  road  into  the  Moro  i 
country,  and  who  has  had  charge  of  | 
relations  with  the  Mort>s  since  the  be-  i 
ginning  of  the  work,  nearly  a  year  ago,  i 
show  a  ver>"  satisfactory  condition  of  ; 
affairs  and  a  wonderful  influence  ] 
gained  over  the  Moros.  Gen.  "Wood,  as  j 
a  re.'-ult,  is  having  little  difficulty  in 
starting  the  new  t  ivil  government. 

"In  the  past  ten  months  3000  Moros  j 
have  worked  under  Maj.  Bullard,  along  1 
with  the  American  soldiers,  and  ha\ei 
learned  many  of  the  white  man's  ways 
and  taken  to  some  of  the  Avhite  man's  | 
customs.  I 

"The  effect  of  this  contact  with  the  I 
Americans  upon  the  Moros  is  claimed 
by  Maj.  Bullard  as  being  largely  re-  : 
sponsible  for  the  recent  surrenders  by 
dattos  of  stolen  properly,  and  of  t  rim- 
Inals,  when  called  upon  to  do  so.

"During  the  year  there  have  been  20'J.  < 
cases  reported  and  investigated,  affect- 
ing the  interests  of  24S  women  and 
children,  and  72  animals.  There  were 
SIX  prosecutions;  all  pleaded  guilty  or  j 
were  found  guilty.  Three  were  in  the 
Interests  of  animals.  one  for  wife-  | 
beating,  and  one  for  smoking  cigar-  : 
ettes,  which  is  undermining  and  de-  ; 
stroying  the  best  bl(K>d  of  our  nation.  \ 
It  is  the  first  step  in  the  beginning  of  Ji 
criminal  life.  No  boy  who  uses  cigar- 
ettes is  as  clear-headed,  or  has  a^ 
strong  a  mind  as  tho^e  who  do  not  use 
them.  I  reprimand  every  minor  I  sej 
smoking  cigarettes,  and  feel  justified  In 
proECcutlng  them  all.  Cigarettes  are 
more  dangerous  to  our  boys  ihaa  a 
contageous  disease. 
[  "One  proeeculion  was  in  the  inlerest 
'  of  a  little  crippled  girl,  suffering  with 
a  tubercular  sore  for  over  three  years. 
I  The  parents  were  required  by  the  court 
[  to  have  the  child  treated;  she  was 
j  paced  in  St.  Mary's  hospital,  and  a  dead 
!  bone,  four  inches  long  .taken  from  her 
!  leg,  vhich  is  now  healed,  and  the  child

"A  mothf^-r  with  four  boys,  from  4  to 
12  yaars  old,  came  on  to  join  her  huH- 
band.  coming  from  some  place  in  Mich- 
igan to  .Soudan,  a  suburb  of  Tower,  and 
the  day  befcfie  she  reached  Soudan  the 
father  left  for  parts  unknown.  Having 
no  funds,  knowing  nothing  about  busi- 
ness, not  even  able  to  write  her  own 
name,  she  struggletl  along,  through  the 
aid  of  citizens  of  Tower,  for  eight  or 
ten  months,  until  she  finally  gave  up  in 
despair,  and  through  the  police  oflicer  I 
was  notified  to  come  up  and  get  her 
boys.  Almost  half  of  our  cases  are 
similar  to  this  one.

training.     "SVe  must  not  be  exacting  of 
:  the   weak,   especially  In  youth.     Bell'^r 
by  far  if  many  of  the  paroled  were  or- 
phans and  wards  of  our  state. 
I      "I    do   not    approve   of   sending   chil- 
dren  to  the  state  training  school,  only 
as  a  last  resort.    The  discipline  is  good, 
but    the   as.sociation    is    bad.    and    there 
is   great   danger  of  destroying  a   boy's 
pride,   his   personality   and   his   self-re- 
I  liance.      Many    boys   become   good   citi- 
zens after  they  have  made  their  honor 
the   lir.«t    time,    but   those   who   are   re- 
'  turned   for  breakir-T  the  rules  of  their 
parole  invariably  become  avowed  crim- 
inals. 
!      "Wheiever    possible   I    will   have    the 
juvenile   offenders,   unless  so   bad   that 
there  is  little  or  no  hope  for  reforma- 
i  tion,    sent    to    our    state    school    rather  ; 
than   to   our    state    training   school.      It  i 
I  is  far  cheaper  and  decidedly  better  to 
prevent  crime  than  to  educate  and  pun- 
I  ish  criminals. 

I      "It   IS   a    burning    shame    and   a    blot  j 
i  on     our    fair    city     that     parents,     and 
'mothers   in   j-articular,   are   so  careless 
I  as  to  allow  their  daughters  to  run   the 
streets    at    all    hours    of    the    day    and 


night.  During  the  past  week  of  bad 
weather  I  have  noticed  girls  on  the 
street  corners  In  the  r.iin,  laughing  and 
flirting  with  the  toys.  Go  into  our  so- 
called  lodging  houses  and  blocks  ac 
night,  where  puV'lic  dances  are  held, 
and  you  will  find  them  running  around 
with  some  young  boy  whom  they  maj- 
know  or  may  not  know;  perhaps  some- 
one they  have  pii  ked  up  on  the  street. 
Parents,  when  your  daughter  comes 
home  in  the  mon  ing  and  tells  you  siie 
stopped  all  night  with  a  lady  friend,  it 
might  bo  well  to  investigate.  ] 

"I  believe  the  most  effective  way  to 
stop  this  growing  evil  is  through  the 
curfew  ordinance  by  blowing  whlstlej 
and  ringing  bells.  This  is  done  in 
other  cities  and  should  be  done  here, 
before  too  many  of  our  young  ghls  be- 
come ruined,  give  their  parents  gray 
hairs  and  send  them  into  a  premature 
grave.

"I  take  pleasure  in  submitting  my  re- 
port as  truant  officer  for  the  indepen- 
dent school  district  of  Duluth. 

■This  branch  of  my  work  Is  one  of 
the  most  disagreeable,  but  it  is  one  oZ 
the  most  important  to  the  future  wel- 
fare of  our  boys  and  girls. 

"During  the  school  year  of  1902  I  in- 
vestigated the  cases  of  delinquent  and 
truant  children  io  the  number  of  384. 
Of  this  number  there  were  147  occa- 
sional truants  and  44  chronic  truants. 

"We  should  have  on  Superior  street, 
or  In  the  center  of  our  illy,  a  day  and 
j  night  school.     Such  a  school  should  be 
'  eciuipped   with  a   bathroom  and  one  or 
two  good,  kind  teachers,  who  thorough- 
i  ly    understand   human    nature   and    the 
!  boy.     If  our  school   board   cannot   pro- 
I  vide  such  a  plac<»  as  I  suggest.   I  hope 
some    kind-heart'Hl.    philanthropic    citi- 
zen will  do  so.     Many  of  our  boys  and 
girls,   as   early   a;»   13  years  of  age,   are 
deprived  of  an  education  owing  to  t'ne 
1  fact    that    they    must    go    to    work    in 
i  order  to  support   themselves  or  help   to 
1  support  their  parents  or  other  members

"Ii  looked  strange  at  English's  la>«l 
night  to  see  Walker  Whiteside  in  fash- 
ionable iiTOdern  costume  on  the  stag»^, 
as  strange  as  it  did  to  see  hi,m  in 
sueh  a  play  as  We  Are  King.'  '  Both 
play  and  player,  however,  gave  pleasure 
to  the  audieiK-e.  though  it  was  i)l-asure 
of  a  difierent  soi  t  from  that  audicr.- 
ce.%  enjoyed  when  Mr.  Whiteside  plaved 
the  rla.ssics.  But  tiie  truth  st  cms  to 
be  that  while  most  players  wou!d  pr-- 
fer  to  work  at  the  l)ig  things  the.se  do 
not  always  pay.  and  while  Mr.  White- 
side has  undoubtedly  won  ecoiniuins 
for  his  Shakespearean  and  other  class- 
ical productions — one  can  not  live  by 
praise  alone.

"The  sxirfaie  result  of  sxich  a  satire 
Is  comedy,  antl  enjoyable  eoniedy,  and 
It  at  lime.-;  some  i>f  the  situations  are 
so  impossibly  realistic,  after  the  man- 
'ner  of"  the  romantic  swashbuckling 
plays:  if  Mr.  Whiteside,  in  carrym;?  out 
Lieut'-nant  Kean's  idea,  puts  into  his 
moek  heroics  enough  fervor  and  fire 
to  deceive  part  of  his  audieme.  .ill  the 
better;  the  piny  then  becomes  nsh  to 
one  part  of  the  audience  and  lov,l  to 
the  oth'T. 

"In  reality  the  play,  satire  as  it  is, 
js  not  it  I  all  a  bad  imitation  of  the 
extravatjaiit  style  of  the  romanti<' 
school.  .All  of  the  well-known  partis 
of  the  machine  are  there — the  petty 
kingdom  in  some  out-of-the-way  Hi>ot: 
the  loving  princess,  anxious  to  test  the 
character  of  the  man  .she  has  lo  wed 
for  reasons  of  state:  the  monarch  of  evil 
life,  who  has  to  be  put  out  of  the 
v.ay;  the  high-handed  prime  minister, 
the  inysieiious  prophet,  who  foretells 
disasC*'!— ail  this,  tosiether  with  the 
rlattei  of  hoofs  on  tlie  high  road  (by 
the  way.  why  i.s  it  that  all  these  'Ountrv 
roads  sound  as  if  thev  were  solid  rock 
when  the  stage  hordes  gallop  along 
them  from  the  distance?)'  gaudy  uni- 
forms of  strange  colors,  romantic  .scen- 
es wh'-re  the  dea<l  leaves  strew  the 
ground,  and.  at  the  last,  the  inysteriou; 
mark  on  the  breast,  which  shows  that 
the    inter!op<M-is.    after    all.    the    lawf\il 


king,  and  then  the  princess,  clasped 
firmly  in  his  strong  arms,  and  the  cur- 
tain falls,  while  with  a  sigh  of  ineffable 
satisfaction  the  lines  are  spoken:  "And 
love  has  found  us,  dear,"  or,  "See,  with 
the  rising  sun.  begins  a  new  life  for  us, 
dear  heart— a  life  of  perfect  love." 

"Those  to  whom  this  impo.ssible  sort 
of  romance  has  become  tiresome  will 
surely  enjoy  Mr.  Whiteside's  presenta- 
tion of  "We  Are  King.'  The  satire  is 
bioad,  but  delicately  veiled:  the  com- 
edy is  rich,  but  not  loud;  it  excites  to 
inwani  laughter.  The  manner  in  v.hlch 
Mr.  Whiteside,  as  (iustavus  Ve.iner, 
walked  calmly  into  the  midst  of  dangers 
that  would  have  frightened  King  Hec- 
tor; has  affected  fopperies  of  spee<'h 
and  manner;  the  superbly  unconsciou-^ 
way  in  which  he  ro.se  to  the  hight  of 
the  mock  heroics,  was  good  fun.  If 
part  of  the  audience  took  it  seiiously 
and  applauded  In  the  wrong  place,  why, 
that  only  added  to  the  fun.  Of  course, 
such  a  part  requires  acting,  but  there 
is  nothing  in  the  play  that  makes  any 
serious  demand  on  Mr.  Whiteside*  j 
tiower. 

"Everything  he  h.as  to  do  Is  well 
within  iiis  range,  and  he  makes  a  good 
deal  more  of  such  a  part  than  most 
players  could."

PRETTY  LULU  GLASER. 


One  of  Delight  For  Theater- 
Goers  Next  Week. 

Miss  Lulu  Glaser.  the  best  of  comic 
opera  comediennes,  comes  to  the  Ly- 
ceum net  Friday  and  Saturday  with  a 
Saturday  matinee,  in  "Dolly  Varden," 
which  was  written  for  her  by  Stanis- 
laus Stange,  who  furnished  the  lib- 
retto, and  Julian  Edwards,  who  coni- 
jtosed  the  music.

There  is  no  vaudeville  flavor  to  either 
the  music  or  the  book,  and  it  will  be 
remembered  that  the  star,  and  In  fact, 
the  atmosphere  of  the  whole  thing, 
was  described  by  the  New  York  crit- 
ics as  being  delicate  and  refined. 

The  story  is  of  the  adventures  that 
befall  a  young  cotmtry  girl,  who  has 
never  been  in  I.iOndon.  and  who  is 
brought  there  for  tiie  first  time  by  her 
crusty  old  guardian,  who  has  kept  her 
secluded  from  all  contact  with  the  out- 
side world  that  she  may  not  meet,  fall 
in  love  iK)r  marry  any  man  younger 
than  himself.  This  state  of  affairs  he 
keeps  up  even  after  the  arrival  in  Lon- 
don, and  goes  so  far  as  to  compel 
"Dainty  Dolly"  lo  take  al  the  outdoor 
exet-'-ise   she   gels   enclosed   in   a   sedan 


chair.  "Dolly"  in  a  petulant  nxood, 
kicks  the  bottom  of  this  conveyance, 
and  Miss  C.laser's  first  entrance  in  the 
character  of  the  heroine  is  made  ns 
she  is  supposed  to  be  returning  from 
one  of  these  expeditions,  and  notliinj 
at  first  is  visil>le  of  her  except  her 
dainty  feet  and  ankles,  as  he  runs  along 
keeping  step  with  the  rapidly  moving 
chair   bearers. 

She  clandestinely  meets  a  young  army 
ofllcer.  Captam  Belleville,  who  has  fall- 
en In  love  with  the  fair  Dolly  simply 
from  the  fact  that  he  has  seen  thi' 
strange  spectace  of  my  lady's  pedal 
extremities  under  the  sedan  chair,  and 
feels  that  their  possessor  must  be 
beautiful  and  charming.  The  guardian 
discovers  the  lovers,  and  compels  Dolly 
to  write  a  letter  dismissing  her  officer, 
but  she  very  cleverly  substitutes  .Tn- 
other  one,  and  the  old  villain  is  out- 
witted. Everything  ultimately  termin- 
ates all  right,  and  Dolly  marries  hei 
lover.  There  is  a  counterplot  m  which 
another  officer,  this  time  of  the  navy, 
wins  the  old  guardian's  sister,  who  ha-? 
helped  the  hoydendish  "Dolly"  to  get 
the   better  of  her  brother. 

There  are  a  numi)er  of  very  pretty 
airs  in  "Dolly  Varden,"  the  "Dainty 
Dolly"  song,  strains  of  which  run  all 
through  the  opera,  being  the  most 
catchy.  The  "Twirling  Whirling"  duet 
for  Dolly  and  Belleville  in  the  first  act, 
and  "The  Lovers'  Lane"  solo,  being 
others  that  are  well  liked.  The*  cos- 
tumes of  "Dolly  Varden"  are  of  ihe  per- 
iod of  1730,  when  George  the  First  of 
England,  and  Louis  Fifteenth  of  Fi:ance 
set  the  fashion  lor  both  men  and  woTnen 
in  their  respective  kingdoms.

Nov.   7.— David    Belasco   has 
sounded    a    very   strong   note    of    warning 
i  agaln-st  the  rcmarkabie  rush  of  the  man- 
'  agers  to  gel   new  playhouses  in   this  city. 
I  It    seems    as    though    their    lielief   in    the 
I  prosperity  of  the  theatrical  business  here 
is   without   limit.     It   makes  no   difference 
whether    tlie    location    is   a    good    one    or 
not.  as  in  the  case  of  the  Lyric,  on  Forty- 
second   strc'.-t.   whicli   is   crowded   against 
the  Belasc^i  and  wholly  overshadowed  by 
that    tiiealer    and    the    New    Amsterdam 
across    the    street.      With    an    attraction 
less    potent    than    Richard    Maiislield    -  i' 
would  bo  extremely  difficult  for  an  audi- 
ence to  tlr.d  a  little  playhouse.    As  a  mat- 
ter of  fad  all  Long  Acre  square  Is  brist- 
ling  with    new    theaters,    and    only    a    few 
of  them  arc  making  nmnco.-.     Porhai>s   it 
was  this  great  rush  that  was  responsible 
for   the    fact   that   this   year,    for   the   first 
time  in   his  experience,  Sir   Henry  Irving 
met  witli  an  advance  sale  for  his  produc- 
tion  of   "Dante."     Belasco  believes      that 
within   a   couple   of  years.   If  not   sooner, 
New  Yolk  will  become  a  veritable  wreck- 
ing place  for  new  shows.     Productions,  to 
meet    the    competitions,    will    have    to    be 
made    on    an    elaborate    and    co.?tly    scale, 
and  unless  the  houses  are  packed  the  box 
office     will    show:    a     fatal        deficit.

Silks.  velvet.s,  satins 
rob«^s  or  real  lace  and  gold  thread  web,  erepe 
de  Lhine  and  ."spangled  nets;  modish  tailor 
made-s,  yachting  and  golJing  eo.stumes  that 
never  were  worn  except  perhaps  once  to  the 
Club  house,  all  are  there  in  bewildering  pro- 
fusion. Where  do  they  get  them  .'  Who  buys 
themV  How  can  they  sell  them  so  ch.-ap? 
These  are  questions  for  the  dealer  to  an- 
•wer. 

Gonns  uf  the    tO<)  for  a  SonK< 
•"Of  course  I  cant  give  you  any  names," 


said  one  of  the  young  women  who  condui^t 
the  establishment.  "We  have  to  guard  the 
names  of  our  patrons,  both  those  who  liuy 
and  those  who  sell,  with  the  greate.'it  care. 
We  buy  most  of  our  gowns  from  the  mem- 
bers of  the  wealthy  sets  In  New  Y'ork,  Wash- 
ington,  Chicago  and  San  Francisco. 

"Our  harvest  always  comes  after  some  big 
social  event,  like  the  Horse  Show  or  a 
particularly  brilliant  season.  When  Lent 
Is  near  we  can  gather  up  all  we  can  take 
care  of. 

"In  the  first  place  these  gowns  become  a 
nuisance  after  being  worn  two  or  three 
times.  The  appearance  of  a  society  woman 
Is  always  noted  too  carefully  to  permit  her 
to  wear  the  same  co.stumes  too  often.  It  Is 
not  the  thing  to  do.  and  she  tries  to  avoid 
It.  A  woman  who  is  not  noted  for  her  at- 
tire can  wear  a  dress  ludefliiltely,  but  the 
costume  of  a  leader  of  fashion  Is  scrutinized 
down  to  the  finest  detail. 

"Now.  what  l.s  f:he  going  to  do  wl;h  the 
dresses  that  accumulate?  Give  them  away? 
If  so,  to  whom?  You  might  suggest  that 
some  poor  but  worthy  person  would  npprecl- 
r.te  .«ncb  a  gift.  And  what  would  that  poor 
and  worthy  person  do  with  a  gown  of  gold 
thread  web  that  cost  $500?  She  <-ou:d  not 
wear  It  to  church.  At  no  party  .she  a' tends 
could  she  display  such  a  creation.  It  would 
be  absolutely  incongruotis. 

"So  the  only  thing  left  Is  to  sell  thorn. 

"You  mu.vt  not  think  for  a  luhiute  that 
we  get  these  gowns  without  clo.se  l.argalu- 
ing.  Frequently  the  negotiations  partake  of 
the  nature  of  haggling.  Wo  do  not  see  the 
owners  themselves  until  we  are  ready  to 
come  down  to  business.  The  preliminaries 
have  been  arranged  by  the  maids.  I'.ut  when 
we  are  prepared  to  make  an  offer  milady 
often  apppears,  and  her  husband,  even  l"f 
he  be  the  shrewdest  sort  of  business  man 
could  drive  no  closer  bargain. 

"'I  wouldn't  care  what  the  rowns 
brought,  If  the  money  did  not  go  to  char- 
ity," they  .say.  And  then  In  the  name  of 
sweet  charily  they  get  as  much  money  as 
we  possibly  can  afford  to  pay. 

"We  always  attend  the'i.ublic  events 
where  we  have  reason  to  think  fine  gowns 
will  he  worn.  There  Is  not  a  night  of  the 
Horse  Show— or  afternoon,  either-that  some 
representative  of  every  high  grad<.  second 
band  clothing  firm  Is  not  in  attendance  tak- 
ing note  of  the  costumes. 

"You  ask  why  these  women  wear  n  gown 
only  two  or  three  times.  Simply  because 
If  they  are  of  much  socini  prominence  their 
clothes  get  so  much  advertising  that  they 
are  old  In  a  day. 

"Now,  who  buys  these  second  ..and 
gowns?  One  dealer  summed  up  our  Lusl- 
i;css  in  an  epigram,  and  here  it  is:  -'We  buy 
from  the  Four  Hundred  and  sell  to  the  Four 
Thousand.'  So  you  can  see  it  Isn't  every- 
l  ody  that  gets  this  finery.  Actresses  and 
the  upper  middle  classes  furulsh  our  best 
custom.  Women  who  live  in  good  hotels, 
whose  hubsands  are  living  nearly  ijp  to 
the  limit  of  their  incomes,  find  us  their 
friends.       In    a    large    hotel    or    apartment 


house  with  a  cafe  attached  the  women  have 
to  dress  well.  They  could  not  afford  as 
much  variety  or  elegance  In  attire  If  they 
h;id  to  pay  full  prices. 

"As  for  the  actresses,  they  have  come  to 
depend  on  us  for  many  of  their  stage  cos- 
tumes. They  can  make  a  greater  display 
with  less  money.  And  display  they  must 
have,  whether  they  have  the  money  or  not. 

"How  about  the  fit  on  such  short  notice? 
With  stage  gowus  It  Isn't  so  essential  that 
they  fit  perfectly,  as  they  are  not  sub- 
jected to  close  scrutiny.  If  they  have  the 
effect  of  gorgeousness  and  don't  hang  too 
badly  the  most  critical  person  In  tiie  audi- 
ence is  likely  to  ascribe  any  defects  to  the 
haste   lu  putting  it  on. 

"You  suggest  that  some  of  the  gowns 
might  be  old  fasliioucd.  We  buy  nothing 
that  Is  not  at  least  one  year  In  advance 
of  the  styles  on  the  streets.  You  see,  so- 
ciety women  are  perfectly  wliiiug  to  be 
daring  when  it  comes  to  setting  a  fash- 
Ion." 

Here  the  dealer  slid  back  the  glass  door 
of  one  of  the  cases  and  took  out  a  gown 
of  blue  panne  ve.vet.  It  was  severely 
plain,  with  the  exception  of  its  embroidery 
of  real  pearls  on  the  bodice  and  sleeves. 
It  was  worn  at  a  reception  given  to  Prince 
Ueury.  In  spite  of  tiie  fact  that  it  is  al- 
most two  years  old,  it  is  still  lu  style,  so 
exclusive  was  the  model.    It  cost  $l,(iOO. 

Some  of  the  prices  would  arouse  the  har- 
galn  hunting  Instinct  in  the  heart  of  the 
most  stolid  woman.    For  Instance,  there  la 
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one  gold  thread  web  g"wu  appliqued  In 
black  that  cost  $600.  It  is  for  sale  at  $115. 
A  real  lace  gown,  empire  style,  that  cost 
originally  $500,  is  marked  $40.  These 
prices  are  not  exceptional.  They  are  the 
rule.  The  gowns  have  to  be  sold  and  they 
must  be  put  within  reach  of  the  middle 
classes.  Yachting  and  golf  costumes  that 
cost  anywhere  from  $150  to  $300  go  beg- 
ging at  a  tenth  of  that  sum,  simply  be- 
cause there  Is  not  much  demand  for  such 
CL'Stumes  among  the  people  who  buy. 

Another  source  from  which  second-hand 
gowns  come  Is  the  rejected  models  of  the 
great  department  stores  in  New  York  and 
I  lie  establishments  of  Kedfern,  Worth  and 
l'a(iuin,  In  I'aris. 

Another  i;p-to-date  second-hand  estub- 
llshmeut  has  for  sale  n  coronation  costume 
that  cost,  wltii  accessorits— stockings,  slip- 
pers, &c.-$2,500. 

At  this  shop  there  is  a  tempting  display 
of  second-hand  iafes.  So  far  as  that  is 
concerned,  nearly  all  fine  laces  are  second- 
hand, and  some  of  these  are  priceless. 
They  are  renttd  to  responsible  persons  who 
cannot  afford  to  buy  them. 
A  Downtown  Shop  f«»r  Society  -Women 

Such  places  as  these  are  the  up  to  date 
second  hand  shops,  couducted  on  thoroughly 
modern  i)rinciples.  Downtown,  in  Sevei.th 
avenue,  however.  Is  the  first  shop  of  Its 
kind  to  cater  to  the  trade  of  society  wom'Mi. 
Old  methods  prevail  here,  though.  There  is 
a  hopeless  jumble  of  crockery,  men's  suits 
and  gowns  that  represent  a  small  fortuat. 
The  proprietor  has  a  clleutetfe  that  more  en- 
ergetic competitors  have  tried  in  vain  to 
take  away  from  him. 

On  Kleeeker  street  is  the  Protestant  Epis- 
eopal  Mission,  wh»-re  second  hand  clothes 
are  sold  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  the  poor. 
Many  rich  women  send  their  clothes  here, 
but  they  really  look  strangely  out  of  place 
with  the  Fordid  surroundings.  The  mission 
has  clothing  given  for  the  purpose  of  stle 
for  charity.  The  oflicers  aiiso  purchase  cloth- 
ing at  auction  and  sell  It  again  at  a  small 
profit  to  the  jiatrons  of  the  establishment, 
■fhe  place  is  patronized  by  the  respectable 
poor,  those  whose  aspirations  lead  them  to 
present  a  good  appinrance,  but  who  wo'Jld 
not  be  able  to  do  so  if  they  had  to  buy  every- 
thing new.  They  also  get  a  better  class  of 
goods  and  at  lower  prices  than  they  can  at 
the   ordinary  second  hand  stores. 

It  may  be  true  that  one-hatlf  of  the  world 
does  not  know  how  the  other  half  lives,  but 
if  there  Is  a  bridge  aetoss  the  gulf  that  di- 
vides the  rich  and  the  poor  it  Is  the  second 
hand  clothing  «:tore. 


If  a  long  needleful  Is  used  it  is  not  only 
wasteful,  but  liable  to  pull  the  work  aud 
become  frayed  or  knotted  before  you  have 
used  It  all.  Orewels  manufactured  with  a 
twist  are  considered  bad.  No  doubt  a 
twisted    crewel    wears    well,    but    they    are 


not  so  soft  and  harmonious  as  when  they 
are  untwisted.  The  colors  In  the  best  qual- 
ity crewel  are  perfectly  reliable,  and  will 
wash  well  provided  no  soda  or  strong  soaps 
are  used.  Linens,  cloths,  serge,  flannel, 
&c..  are  suitable  grounds  for  crewel  work. 
The  miscalled  Fiayeux  tapestry  Is  embroid- 
ered in  worsted  :>u  a  linen  ground.  Kleventh 
century  English  tapestry  wool  Is  twice 
the  thickness  of  crewels.  Useful  for  bold  de- 
signs. 

Arrensene— A  species  of  worsted  chenille 
used  also  for  bfoad  effects.  It  Is  made  In 
silk  as  well,  but  Is  Inferior  to  the  worsted. 

Flax  Thread  ITils  is  a  production  of 
comparative  re^'ent  date,  whi<h  Is  glossy, 
good  in  color  and  durable.  This  thread 
has  almost  driven  the  old  fashioned  In- 
grained cottons  out  of  the  field. 

Silks— Embroilery  or  bobbin  silli,  mostly 
used  for  fine  wirk. 

Purse  Silk— A  tightly  twisted  silk,  used 
for  ecclesiastical  work. 

Raw  or  Spun  Silk -A  cream  colored,  soft, 
untwisted  silk. 

Filoselle  Is  o  pure  silk  (the  best  qual- 
ity). It  Is  inferior  in  aualltv  to  bobbin 
silk,  nevertheless  It  can  be  used  for  many 
purposes.  Where  silk  or  satin  grounds  are 
employed,  it  is  better  to  work  with  the  best 

silk. 

Tussora--A  wild  silk  of  India.  Can  be 
produced  for  l'?ss  than  half  the  price  of 
the  cultivated  silk  of  Italy,  China  and 
Japan. 

Filo  Floss— 1?  much  used  In  embroidery 
at   the   present   time.     It  has   a    bcautifu. 


gloss  and  talies  the  dye  well. 

Gold  Thread,  Ac, 

Tliere  Is  a  good  deal  of  Japanese  gold 
thread  used  both  Id  ecclesiastical  and  do- 
mestic work  at  the  present  time.  Th» 
great  advantage  is  that  it  docs  not  tar- 
nish, while  the  so-called  real  gold  thread 
does  discolor.  Where  sUk  embroidery 
wants  a  gold  outline,  the  Japanese  gold 
thread  answers  that  purpose  well.  Whett 
the  best  gold  thread  Is  desired,  the  follow- 
ing list  may  be  of  some  assistance: — 

Passing— A  bright,  smooth  thread. 

Tambour-Dull. 

Hough   Purl— Like  passing,  but  stoll  fine. 

Smooth   Purl— Bright. 

Pearl  Purl  —  In  effect  like  small  bead* 
strung  together. 

Rulliou— The  largest  size  of  purl. 

Plate— .\  flat  gold  1-6  inch  wide. 

There  are  twisted  gold  cords  of  varlou* 
thicknesses. 

Purl  may  be  In  either  gold  or  silver.  It 
Is  made  In  a  series  of  continuous  rtnga 
rather  like  a  corkscrew,  can  be  cut  to  th» 
required  lengths,  threaded  on  the  needl* 
and  fasteiud  down  as  bead  work.  Plate  Is 
a  narrow,  flat  piece  of  gold  or  silver,  and 
Is  stltclu'd  to  the  material  by  means  of 
threads  of  silk,  which  pass  over  the  metal. 
Oold  and  silver  passing  aud  tambour  ara 
fine  kinds  of  threads,  which  can  cither  b» 
used  by  working  through  the  material  or 
can  be  laid  like  Japanese  gold. 

Spangles    Sometimes  of  fiure  gold.  There 
are   in   the   market   at   the   present  time  m 
numlier  of  fancy  colored  metal  spangles. 
I'nbrica    Ised    a*    Uronnd*     tor    Enf 
broidery. 

Linen.— Hand  made  linens  make  useful 
grounds  for  all  kinds  of  embroidery.  Th» 
colors  and  textures  are  beautiful  In  qual- 
ity  and  admlnible  for  embroidery  purpose*. 

Flax  is  an  unbleached  brown  "linen. 

Kirrielmuir  twill  Is  a  fine  twilled  linen 
made  at  Quirremulr. 

Sail  cloth  Is  a  stout  linen  of  yellow  color. 

Oatmeal  linen  Is  finer  than  au  oatcak* 
linen  and  is  grayer  lu  color. 

.Smock   linen  is  even  green  cloth. 

There  are  endless  varieties  of  fancy  lin- 
ens, and  most  of  them  cau  be  worked  i» 
the  hand. 

Cottonn    and    Woollens. 

Serge,  soft  or  super  serge,  takes  embro'd- 
ery  widl. 

Cricketing  flannel  Is  of  a  fine  creamy  col- 
or, soft,  and  can  be  easily  worked  In  th» 
hand. 

Diagonal  cloth  can  be  nsed  for  table  iln- 
en.  curtains,  &c. 

Velveteen  Is  good  for  grounds  apd  can  b» 
worked  in  the  hand. 

Itrecht  velvet:,  suitable  for  crewel  or 
tapestry   wool  embroidery. 

Velvet  faced  cloth  Is  a  rich,  plain  cloth, 
without  glo.ss;   useful  for  altar  cloths. 

Felt  is  sometimes  used  for  the  ground 
for  curtains  or  altar  cloths. 

Genoese  velvet  Is  very  rich  In  quality 
and  color  for  grounds.  It  should  be  backed 
with  cotton  or  linen  lining  If  It  Is  to  b« 
heavily  embroidered. 

SilltLH    and   Snflnn. 

Silks  and  satins  are  usually  embroidered 
I'l  a  frame.  Roth  are  suitable  as  grouud» 
for   fl..e    stitching. 

Silk  sheeting  of  good  quality,  suitab!* 
for  piaiio  coverings,  panels,  &c.,  can  bft 
embroidered    by    hand. 

Tussah  aud  Corah  silks  are  beautiful,  bufe 
wlli  carry  only  light  embroidery  in  slik  or 
fil  oselle. 

Brocades  make  admirable  foundations. 
The  woven  pattern  gives,  if  wei!  chosen,  a 
pleasant  contrast  to  the  embrold«'r.v.  Ther» 
nie  also  a  number  of  silk  atd  line  mix- 
ti.res  procurable  which  are  tuItabJe  for 
grc  unds. 

Clot  .  of  gold  and  sliver  are  metal  thread* 
wove:  with  silk.  They  are  chiefly  used  for 
heraldl'-    and    ecclesiastical  embroidery. 

Bandekin  Is  that  sort  of  costly  cloth  of 
gold  which  took  its  famous  name  from 
Bagdad. 

Dorneek  Is  a  name  given  to  an  Inferlot 
kind  of  damask  work  wrought  of  silk,  wool, 
luen  thread  and  gold  In  Flanders.  Toward 
the  end  of  the  fifteenth  century  it  was  useft 
much  for  church  furniture.

Hints  for  Tbose  who  Love 
Fine  Stitchery. 

Inipleaients    and    Materialu    iMed    in 
Embroidery. 

Needles.— It  is  a  mistake  to  use  a  vtry 
fine  needle.  The  silk  thread  or  crewel 
must  pass  loosely  in  the  needle.  Unless 
the  eye  is  relatively  larger  than  the  sdlk 
It  does  not  make  a  sufficiently  large  hole 
lu  the  material,  and  the  silk  is  then  rough- 
ened and  pulled  out  of  shape  each  time  it 
is   taken   through  the  small  hole. 

Scissors   short,   sharp  and  finely  pointed. 

Prickers  for  gold  embroidery  are  neces- 
sary; also  in  some  forms  of  catching  they 
are  useful  for  arranging  the  lay  of  the 
thread. 

'J'hlmbles.  — Workers  sometimes  pr<;fer 
ivory  or  vulcanite.  Two  thimbles  are  used 
for  framework. 

Crewelp.— Never  take  more  than  about 
hn  t  th«:   ieajtli  of  a  skein  in  your  needle.
